During  the  week  of  October  8th  anthropologists  throughout  the  nation  will  be 
organizing  programs  focusing  on  national  defense  in  the  nuclear  age  at  their  re- 
spective campuses.

I  shall  keep  you  informed  as  the  project  takes  final  shape  and  I  would  hope 
that  you  would  encourage  your  students  to  attend  at  least  some  of  these  educational 
programs  of  the  utmost  contemporary  importance.

Change  the  current  policy  (approved  9/14/76)  -  - 
Non-Catalogue  Courses 

1.  These  courses  can  be  offered  on  an  experimental 
basis  for  a  maximum  of  two  times  with  only  the 
approval  of  the  Dean  of  the  College  being  required. 

2.  Starting  with  the  academic  year  1976-77;  after  the 
second  time  offered,  the  course  must  be  considered 
for  approval  as  a  catalog  course  or  be  dropped  from 
the  department's  course  offering. 

3.  These  courses  are  to  be  listed  on  the  schedule  using 
numbers  50-59. 

to  (changes  are  underlined)  -  - 

Non-Catalogue  Courses 

1.  These  courses  can  be  offered  on  an  experimental 
basis  for  a  maximum  of  two  times  with  only  the 
approval  of  the  Dean  of  the  College  required. 

In  some  circumstances  the  policy  requiring  courses 
to  receive  faculty  approval  before  being  placed  on 
the  course  schedule  may  prevent  a  50 's  course  from 
being  taught  twice  before  needing  faculty  approval 
as  a  regular  catalog  course.  In  such  cases  the 
course  may  be  approved  by  the  Curriculum  Development 
Committee  for  a  third  time. 

2 .  Before  being  placed  on  the  course  schedule  as  a 
regular  catalog  course  (after  the  second  or  third 
offering)  the  course  must  have  received  approval 
by  the  faculty  as  a  regular  catalog  course.   If  a 
course  is  not  adopted  as  a  regular  catalog  course 
it  must  be  dropped  from  the  department's  offerings. 

3.  These  courses  are  to  be  listed  on  the  schedule  using 
numbers  50-59.

This  policy  does  not  preclude  introducing 
new  courses  directly  into  the  curriculum  as 
catalog  courses  through  the  regular  curriculum 
approval  process. 


JUSTIFICATION 


In  recent  years  it  has  been  difficult  to  obtain  faculty  approval 
for  50 ' s  level  courses  as  catalog  courses  in  time  for  the  printing  of  the 
new  course  schedule.   An  examination  of  the  faculty's  non-catalog  course 
policy  and  requirement  that  courses  receive  faculty  approval  before  being 
printed  on  the  schedule  reveals  the  reason  for  this  problem. 

If  a  50' s  level  course  is  offered  during  two  consecutive 
semesters  (e.g.  History  50  in  Fall  1983  and  Spring  1984)  a  department 
would  have  to  seek  approval  for  the  course  as  a  catalog  course  before 
it  had  been  taught  even  once  in  order  to  have  it  placed  on  a  course 
schedule  for  the  following  year.   This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
course  would  have  to  be  approved  no  later  than  the  February  faculty 
meeting  in  order  to  be  approved  in  time  for  inclusion  on  the  following 
Fall  schedule.   Even  if  a  50 's  level  course  is  offered  during  two 
subsequent  Fall  or  Spring  semesters  the  department  would  need  to  propose 
catalog  course  status  while  the  course  is  being  taught  for  the  second 
time . 

The  required  timing  for  approval  of  50' s  level  course  as 
catalog  courses  appears  to  be  in  conflict  with  the  original  intent  of 
the  current  non-catalog  course  policy.   That  policy  appears  to  allow 
(#2)  a  department  two  semesters  during  which  to  teach  a  50 's  level 
course  in  order  to  adequately  assess  its  validity  as  a  regular  component 
of  the  department's  curriculum.   The  proposed  amendment  to  #1  will  allow 
exceptions  (third  offerings)  to  be  made  when  this  conflict  occurs. 
Curriculum  Development  Committee  approval  will  allow  some  faculty 
oversight,  while  offering  a  timely  response  to  course  scheduling 
requirements. 

Item  #4  has  been  added  to  make  it  clear  that  new  courses 
may  be  introduced  directly  to  the  curriculum  as  catalog  courses  without 
having  to  be  offered  initially  as  50 's  courses.

The  Academic  Standing  Committee  presents  the  following  statement  for  your 
consideration  as  an  addition  to  the  transfer  policy  stated  in  the  1984-85  catalog 
on  page  60: 

Each  transfer  applicant  will  be  evaluated  individually  in 

relation  to  unsuccessfully  attempted  course  credits  within 

our  permitted  24-credit  maximum.    The  number  of  unsuccessful  attempts 

remaining  will  be  recorded  on  the  transcript  evaluation  prior  to 

required  confirmation. 

Rationale:    Students  need  to  know  in  advance  what  effect  their  earlier  unsuccessful 
attempts  will  have  on  their  ability  to  graduate  from  Lycoming.    In  fairness  to  our 
own  students,  we  cannot  ignore  credits  failed,  withdrawn  or  repeated  at  other 
institutions.

"  A  minimum  of  eight  courses  (exclusive  of  all  ensemble 
and  applied  music  courses  except  Music  46)  is  required, 
and  these  must  include  Music  10,  11,  1?,  22  and  two 
from  35,  36,  37  and  38. 

2.  The  following  sentence  will  appear  as  the  third 
paragraph  under  the  Music  heading: 

VStudent  recitals  offer  opportunities  to  gain  experience 
in  public  performance.   Music  majors  and  other  students 
qualified  in  performance  may  present  formal  recitals." 

3-  Music  courses  numbered  in  the  60 ' s  will  appear  under 
the  title  "Applied  Music  and  Ensembles"  at  the  end  of 
the  music  entry. 

Remuneration: 

Applied  music  teachers  who  supervise  a  senior  recital 
will  be  paid  the  same  amount  as  they  would  receive  for 
an  hour  applied  music  lesson  per  week  for  13  weeks.

1.  The  senior  recital  has  been  taken  as  an  independent 
study  in  the  past.   As  a  catalogue  course,  the  recital 
option  will  be  more  evident  to  prospective  students  as 
well  as  to  those  currently  enrolled. 

2.  During  the  semester  in  which  they  perform  a  recital, 
students  practice  at  least  two  hours  per  day,  or  a 
minimum  of  twelve  hours  per  week.

Mathematics  Curricular  Changes 


The  Department  of  Mathematics  proposes  the  addition  of  the  following 
computer  science  major  elective  as  a  regular  course  offering: 

Computer  Science  35:     INTRODUCTION  TO  COMPUTER  GRAPHICS 

An  introduction  to  graphics  hardware  and  software  with  emphasis 
on  the  mathematics  necessary  to  represent,  transform,  and  dis- 
play images  of  two  and  three  dimensional  objects.   Laboratory 
exercises  will  be  designed  to  explore  the  capabilities  of  the 
graphics  system  and  to  test  the  students'  understanding  of  the 
principles  discussed  in  class.   Prerequisite:   Computer  Science 
26  and  either  Computer  Science  27  or  permission  of  the 
instructor. 

Rationale : 

This  course  was  offered  as  a  50' s  level  course  during  1983-84, 
at  the  same  time  that  Computer  Science  39  (DATABASE  SYSTEMS) 
was  first  taught  as  a  regular  component  of  the  computer  science 
curriculum.   Both  courses  were  implemented  in  order  to  enhance 
the  elective  flexibility  of  the  computer  science  major.   At  that 
time,  the  support  facilities  for  the  graphics  course  were  yet  in 
a  developmental  stage  and  the  course  was  therefore  not  proposed 
as  a  permanent  part  of  the  curriculum. 

Impact  of  the  proposal  on  staffing: 

A  discussion  of  the  staffing  implications  was  included  in  the  proposal  of 
November  4,  1982,  which  was  passed  by  the  faculty  in  the  spring  of  1983. 
In  essence,  the  addition  of  Computer  Science  39  and  the  course  in  com- 
puter graphics  as  alternate  year  offerings,  together  with  the  relaxation 
of  the  computer  science  major  requirements  and  course  deletions  passed 
by  the  faculty  in  the  context  of  that  proposal,  result  in  an  average 
reduction  of  one-half  unit  per  year  in  staffing  demands  on  our  department.

Subject:   Catalogue  Changes  in  the  Department  of  Business 


The  Department  of  Business  Administration  proposes  the  following  catalogue  changes: 

I.  Drop  the  Business  34  Insurance  Course 

Rationale:   The  course  has  not  been  taught  for  many  years  and  the  department 
is  not  planning  to  teach  the  course  in  the  future. 

II.  Split  the  description  of  Business  10-11  into  the  following: 

Business  10  Financial  Accounting 

An  introduction  to  the  art  of  measuring,  communicating,  and  interpreting 
financial  activity.   Recording,  classifying  and  summarizing  business  trans- 
actions, the  interpretation  of  accounts,  and  the  preparation  of  financial 
statements  are  studied. 

Business  11  Managerial  Accounting 

An  introduction  to  the  various  components  of  managerial  accounting. 
Emphasis  is  placed  on  managerial  problem  solving  techniques  and  the  analysis 
of  the  results.   Accounting  systems,  costing  procedures,  cost-volume  profit 
relationships,  managerial  control  processes  and  the  use  of  computers  as  aids 
to  decision  making  are  studied.   Students  will  gain  hands  on  experience  with 
various  computer  applications  of  managerial  accounting. 
Prerequisite:   Business  10  or  Accounting  10. 

Rationale: 

Although  the  concepts  covered  in  both  Business  10  and  Business  11 
have  applicability  for  managers,  Business  10  deals  primarily  with  financial 
accounting  theory.   It  is  a  misnomer  to  call  Business  10  a  course  in 
managerial  accounting.   Managerial  accounting  connotes  accounting  theory 
and  techniques  used  primarily  for  internal  business  decision  making. 
Business  10,  Financial  Accounting,  deals  with  accounting  primarily  for 
external  users  and  should  be  titled  as  such. 

Currently,  almost  all  schools  title  their  introductory  financial 
accounting  course  as  Elementary  Theories  of  Accounting  or  Financial 
Accounting.   The  proposed  title  change  will  bring  our  courses  more  in  line 
with  accepted  practices.   It  should  also  help  to  clear  up  confusion  in 
evaluating  transcripts  of  students  transferring  into  or  out  of  Lycoming. 


III.  :  "range  the  catalogue  description  of  Business  23  to  the  following: 

Business  23  Quantitative  Business  Analysis 

Techniques  of  quantitative  analysis  useful  in  making  business  decisions. 
Topics  include:  decision  theory,  inventory  models,  network  models,  forecasting, 
and  other  selected  applications.   Students  will  be  introduced  to  computer 
applications  of  the  quantitative  models. 
Prerequisite:   Math  13  or  consent  of  instructor. 

IV.  Change  the  catalogue  description  of  Business  46  to  the  following: 

Business  46  Production  Management 

An  introduction  to  the  planning,  organization,  and  controlling  of 
operations  in  a  production  facility.   The  course  also  incorporates 
quantitative  techniques  and  computer  applications  used  in  the  production 
and  operations  management  environment.   Topics  include  capacity  and  layout 
planning,  facility  location  analysis,  job  design  and  work  measurement, 
production  scheduling,  materials  requirement  planning  models,  and  quality 
controls.   Students  will  engage  in  the  actual  design  and  coding  of  an  in- 
ventory status  file  and  MRP  system. 

Prerequisites:   Business  23  and  Computer  Science  15  or  consent  of  instructor. 

Rationale  for  III  and  IV. 

In  the  business  environment,  it  is  essential  that  managers  have 
knowledge  of  and  familiarity  with  business  computer  applications.   The 
Department  of  Business  Administration  has  recognized  this  need.   Staff 
within  the  department  have  developed  approximately  15  software  programs 
to  date  for  use  by  our  students  in  Business  11,  23,  and  46.   The  depart- 
ment feels  that  integrating  computer  usage  into  our  course  offerings  will 
greatly  enhance  the  "Kit  of  Tools"  students  take  with  them  upon 
graduating  from  Lycoming. 

V.        Split  the  description  of  Business  38-39  into  the  following: 

Business  38  Financial  Management  I 

An  introduction  to  working  capital  management  and  financial  analysis 
and  planning.   Topics  are  covered  through  readings,  cases  and  problem  solving 
in  the  areas  of  decisions  on  current  asset  and  liability  structures,  cash 
and  marketable  securities,  accounts  receivables,  inventory  management  and 
control,  spontaneous  financing,  short-term  borrowing,  ratio  and  financial 
statement  analysis,  source  and  use  statements,  cash  flow  forecasting,  and 
financial  statements  forecasting. 
Prerequisites:  Math  13,  Bus.  10,  11,  and  23,  or  consent  of  instructor. 


Business  39  Financial  Management  II 

A  study  of  capital  asset  structure  and  long-term  financial  decisions. 
Topics  are  covered  through  readings,  cases,  and  problem  solving  in  the  areas 
of  capital  budgeting,  including  risk  and  required  rates  of  return,  leverag- 
ing the  firm,  concepts  of  capital  structures,  dividend  policy,  external 
financing,  term  and  lease  financing,  long  term  debt,  equity  securities,  con- 
vertible securities  and  warrants. 
Prerequisite:   Bus.  38  or  consent  of  instructor. 

Rationale  for  V. 

The  division  of  the  course  description  for  Finance  into  working 
capital  management  and  capital  asset  structure  much  more  accurately  reflects 
the  natural  dichotomy  found  in  this  field  between  these  two  fundamental 
components.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT

1   TEACHING  LOAD 

Standard  Class  Contact  Load 

Faculty  members  have  many  responsibilities  outside  the  classroom,  but  their 
primary  responsibility  is  to  provide  student  instruction.   Each  full-time  faculty 
contract  with  Lycoming  College  entails  the  obligation  to  carry  a  teaching  asssign- 
ment  that  includes  between  nine  (9)  and  fifteen  (15)  load  hours   each  semester  and 
a  total  of  twenty-four  (24)  load  hours  per  year.   Each  semester  this  teaching 
assignment  may  involve  one,  two,  or  three  distinct  course  preparations  in  addition 
to  the  supervision  of  internships,  honors  courses  and  independent  study. 

The  normative  definition  for  calculating  load  hours  is: 

One   class  contact   hour  of  50  minutes  of  lecture  or  discussion 
weekly  for   the   duration   of  the   semester  =  1   load  hour. 

Correlatives  are  calculated  as  follows: 

a)  One  class  contact  hour  of  laboratory,  clinical,  applied  music  or  art 
studio  instruction  weekly  for  the  duration  of  the  semester  =  2/3  load  hour 

b)  One  class  contact  hour  of  field  or  activity  instruction  in 

physical  education  weekly  for  the  duration  of  the  semester  =  1/2  load  hour 

c)  Supervision  of  one  student  teacher  who  is  enrolled  in  the 
Professional  Semester  for  the  duration  of  the  semester     =  1/3  load  hour 

When  two  or  more  instructors  are  assigned  and  scheduled  to  teach  a  single 
course  cooperatively,  the  Dean  of  the  College,  after  consultation  with  the 
instructors  involved,  credits  each  with  a  fractional  portion  of  the  total  number 
of  load  hours  entailed  by  the  course. 

(Examples:  If  two  teachers  share  the  responsibility  for  a  course  involving  4  load 
hours,  each  might  be  credited  with  two  load  hours  [%  credit  each] ;  OR,  if 
three  teachers  share  the  responsibility,  then  each  might  be  awarded  equal 
credit,  although  depending  upon  the  division  of  labor,  one  could  be  credited 
with  two  load  hours  and  the  others  with  one  load  hour  each.) 

Overloads  and  Underloads 

Teaching  assignments  and  class  sizes  (maximum  and  minimum)  are  established 
by  the  Dean  of  the  College  who  consults  the  department  chairpersons.   Teaching 
assignments  that  involve  unusual  circumstances  receive  special  treatment: 

(1)   When  a  faculty  member  has  unusually  large  numbers  of  students  enrolled 
in  his  or  her  combined  classes  during  a  single  semester,  that  faculty 
member   is  eligible  for  overload  credit  according  to  the  following  formula: 


Combined  student  enrollments  that  generate  400-499  student 
credit  hours  =  1  additional  load  hour   as  overload  credit 

Combined  student  enrollments  that  generate  500  or  more  student 
credit  hours  =  2  additional  load  hours  as  overload  credit 

(2)  Conversely,  when  a  faculty  member  has  an  unusually  small  number  of 
students  in  his  or  her  combined  classes  during  a  single  semester  (fewer  than 
30),  that  faculty  member  may,  without  additional  remuneration,  be  assigned 
more  than  three  distinct  course  preparations  that  academic  semester  provided 
an  additional  course  or  section  is  needed  for  the  program  of  the  department 
or  to  provide  students  with  an  opportunity  to  complete  a  major  or  program. 
However,  in  these  instances,  if  the  combined  enrollments  of  the  individual's 
regular  three  courses  plus  the  additional  enrollment  of  the  fourth  course 
assigned  total  45  or  more  students,  then  the  fourth  course  assigned  will 
qualify  for  overload  credit. 

(3)  Whenever  the  authorized  total  load  hours  of  an  individual  exceed  12 
load  hours  for  the  semester  (or  24  load  hours  for  the  year),  that  individual 
is  eligible  for  overload  credit  for  each  load  hour  exceeding  12  per  semester 
(or  24  per  year) . 

(4)  Whenever  the  authorized  total  load  hours  of  an  individual  serving  with 

a  full-time  contract  are  fewer  than  12  load  hours  for  the  semester  (or  fewer' 
than  24  for  the  year),,  the  Dean  of  the  College  may,  without  offering 
additional  remuneration,  schedule  that  individual  to  teach  a  commensurate 
overload  during  a  subsequent  semester  (within  three  semesters) .   If  mutually) 
agreed  to  by  the  individual  and  the  Dean  of  the  College,  this  obligation  may 
be  fulfilled  in  either  of  two  additional  ways:  (a)  by  teaching  during  a 
subsequent  May  Term  of  Summer  Session  courses  that  involve  equivalent  load 
hour  credit,  OR  (b)  by  accepting  a  task  mutually  agreed  upon  and  assigned 
by  the  Dean  of  the  College.! 

Remuneration  for  overload  credit  is  given  in  either  of  two  forms:  (a)  as  a 
commensurate  reduction  in  teaching  load  during  a  subsequent  semester  (within 
three  semesters),  OR  (b)  as  an  overload  stipend.   The  Dean  of  the  College,  after 
conferring  with  the  department  chairperson  and  the  eligible  faculty  member,  will 
determine  which  form  of  remuneration  is  to  be  given. 

Amendments 

Proposals  to  amend  the  policy  governing  faculty  loads  may  be  recommended 
to  the  President  for  consideration  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  who  alone  determines 
policy  for  Lycoming  College .

Proposals  from  C.D.C. 

A.   Music  46 :  Recital 

Following  discussion,  the  proposal  was  amended  to  remove  the  section 
entitled  "Remuneration. "   The  proposal  which  passed  as  amended  reads: 

Course  Description: 

"The  preparation  and  presentation  of  a  full-length  public  recital, 
normally  during  the  student's  senior  year.   Prerequisite:   approval 
by  the  department." 

Other  Catalogue  Changes : 

1.  Page  44,  sentence  2  under  Music  heading  will  read: 

"A  minimum  of  eight  courses  (exclusive  of  all  ensemble  and 
applied  music  courses  except  Music  46)  is  required,  and 
these  must  include  Music  10,  11,  17,  22  and  two  from  35, 
36,  37  and  38. 

2 .  The  following  sentence  will  appear  as  the  third  paragraph  under 
the  Music  heading: 

"Student  recitals  offer  opportunities  to  gain  experience  in 
public  performance.   Music  majors  and  other  students  qualified 
in  performance  may  present  formal  recitals." 

3.  Music  courses  numbered  in  the  60 's  will  appear  under  the  title 
"Applied  Music  and  Ensembles"  at  the  end  of  the  music  entry. 

Justification : 

1.  The  senior  recital  has  been  taken  as  an  independent  study  in  the 
past.   As  a  catalogue  course,  the  recital  option  will  be  more 
evident  to  prospective  students  as  well  as  to  those  currently 
enrolled. 

2.  During  the  semester  in  which  they  perform  a  recital,  students 
practice  at  least  two  hours  per  day,  or  a  minimum  of  twelve 
hours  per  week. 

3 .  Other  Pennsylvania  colleges  which  list  a  similar  course  in  their 
catalogues  include:

B.  Computer  Science  35:  Introduction  to  Computer  Graphics 

A  question  was  raised  as  to  the  need  for  mathematical  prerequisites. 
A  friendly  amendment  made  by  Dr.  Haley  and  passed  which  added  the  following 
under  Prerequisite: 

Computer  Science  26  and  either  Computer  Science  27  or  permission 
of  the  instructor:   offered  in  alternate  years. 

The  proposal  as  amended  and  passed  now  reads: 

Computer  Science  35:   INTRODUCTION  TO  COMPUTER  GRAPHICS 

An  introduction  to  graphics  hardware  and  software  with  emphasis  on 
the  mathematics  necessary  to  represent,  transform,  and  display  images 
of  two  and  three  dimensional  objects.   Laboratory  exercises  will  be 
designed  to  explore  the  capabilities  of  the  graphics  system  and  to 
test  the  students'  understanding  of  the  principles  discussed  in  class. 
Prerequisite:   Computer  Science  26  and  either  Computer  Science  27  or 
permission  of  the  instructor:   offered  in  alternate  years. 

Rationale: 

This  course  was  offered  as  a  50' s  level  course  during  1983-84,  at  the 
same  time  that  Computer  Science  39  (DATABASE  SYSTEMS)  was  first  taught 
as  a  regular  component  of  the  computer  science  curriculum.   Both  courses 
were  implemented  in  order  to  enhance  the  elective  flexibility  of  the 
computer  science  major.   At  that  time,  the  support  facilities  for  the 
graphics  course  were  yet  in  a  developmental  stage  and  the  course  was 
therefore  not  proposed  as  a  permanent  part  of  the  curriculum. 

Inpact  of  the  proposal  on  staffing: 

A  discussion  of  the  staffing  implications  was  included  in  the  proposal  of 
November  4,  1982,  which  was  passed  by  the  faculty  in  the  spring  of  1983. 
In  essence,  the  addition  of  Computer  Science  39  and  the  course  in  com- 
puter graphics  as  alternate  year  offerings,  together  with  the  relaxation 
of  the  computer  science  major  requirements  and  course  deletions  passed 
by  the  faculty  in  the  context  of  that  proposal,  result  in  an  average 
reduction  of  one-half  unit  per  year  in  staffing  demands  on  our  department. 

C.  Business  Courses 

1 .  Business  34 :   Insurance 

A  motion  was  made  and  passed  to  drop  this  course.   The  rationale 
was  that  the  course  has  not  been  taught  for  many  years  and  the  depart- 
ment is  not  planning  to  teach  the  course  in  the  future. 

2.  Business  10:   Financial  Accounting  and  Business  11:   Managerial  Accounting 


A  motion  was  made,  seconded  and  passed  to  add  the  following  phrase 
at  the  end  of  the  course  description  for  Business  10.   "Not  open  to 
student  who  have  received  credit  for  Accounting  10." 

The  proposal  as  amended  and  passed  now  reads: 

Split  the  description  of  Business  10-11  into  the  following: 


Business  10  Financial  Accounting 

An  introduction  to  the  art  of  measuring,  communicating,  and 
interpreting  financial  activity.   Recording,  classifying  and  summari- 
zing business  transactions,  the  interpretation  of  accounts,  and  the 
preparation  of  financial  statements  are  studied.   Not  open  to  students 
who  have  received  credit  for  Accounting  10. 

Business  11  Managerial  Accounting 

An  introduction  to  the  various  components  of  managerial  accounting. 
Emphasis  is  placed  on  managerial  problem  solving  techniques  and  the 
analysis  of  the  results.   Accounting  systems,  costing  procedures,  cost- 
volume  profit  relationships,  managerial  control  processes  and  the  use  of 
computers  as  aids  to  decision  making  are  studied.   Students  will  gain 
hands  on  experience  with  various  computer  applications  of  managerial 
accounting.   Prerequisite:   Business  10  or  Accounting  10. 

Rationale: 

Although  the  concepts  covered  in  both  Business  10  and  Business  11 
have  applicability  for  managers,  Business  10  deals  primarily  with 
financial  accounting  theory.   It  is  a  misnomer  to  call  Business  10  a 
course  in  managerial  accounting.   Managerial  accounting  connotes 
accounting  theory  and  techniques  used  primarily  for  internal  business 
decision  making.   Business  10,  Financial  Accounting,  deals  with 
accounting  primarily  for  external  users  and  should  be  titled  as  such. 

Currently,  almost  all  schools  title  their  introductory  financial 
accounting  course  as  Elementary  Theories  of  Accounting  or  Financial 
Accounting.   The  proposed  title  change  will  bring  our  courses  more  in 
line  with  accepted  practices.   It  should  also  help  to  clear  up  con- 
fusion in  evaluating  transcripts  of  students  transferring  into  or  out 
of  Lycoming. 

3.  Business  23:  Quantitative  Business  Analysis 

It  was  moved  and  passed  to  change  the  catalogue  description  of 
Business  23  to  the  following: 

Techniques  of  quantitative  analysis  useful  in  making  business 
decisions.   Topics  include:  decision  theory,  inventory  models,  net- 
work models,  forecasting,  and  other  selected  applications.   Students 
will  be  introduced  to  computer  applications  of  the  quantitative  models. 
Prerequisite:   Math  13  or  consent  of  instructor. 

4.  Business  46:   Production  Management 

A  motion  was  made  by  G.  Gordon  to  drop  Computer  Science  15  as  a 
prerequisite  since  this  course  had  not  previously  been  a  prerequisite 
and  a  decision  has  not  yet  been  made  about  which  language  will  be  the 
official  computer  language  of  the  College.   The  motion  was  seconded 
and  passed. 

A  motion  was  made  to  omit  the  following  words  "and  coding"  from 
the  last  sentence  of  the  course  description  of  Business  46.   The 
motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

The  proposal  as  amended  and  passed  now  reads : 


Change  the  catalogue  description  of  Business  46  to  the  following: 

Business  46  Production  Management 

An  introduction  to  the  planning,  organization,  and  controlling  of 
operations  in  a  production  facility.   The  course  also  incorporates 
quantitative  techniques  and  computer  applications  used  in  the  production 
and  operations  management  environment.   Topics  include  capacity  and  lay- 
out planning,  facility  location  analysis,  job  design  and  work  measure- 
ment, production  scheduling,  materials  requirement  planning  models,  and 
quality  controls.   Students  will  engage  in  the  actual  design  of  an 
inventory  status  file  and  MRP  system. 

Prerequisites:   Business  23  or  consent  of  instructor. 

Rationale  for  III  and  IV. 

In  the  business  environment,  it  is  essential  that  managers  have 
knowledge  of  and  familiarity  with  business  computer  applications. 
The  Department  of  Business  Administration  has  recognized  this  need. 
Staff  within  the  department  have  developed  approximately  15  software 
programs  to  date  for  use  by  our  students  in  Business  11,  23,  and  46. 
The  department  feels  that  integrating  computer  usage  into  our  course 
offerings  will  greatly  enhance  the  "Kit  of  Tools"  students  take  with 
them  upon  graduating  from  Lycoming. 

5.  Business  38:  Financial  Management  I  and  Business  39:  Financial 
Management  II 

A  motion  was  made  and  passed  to  split  Business  38-39  as  follows: 

Business  38  Financial  Management  I 

An  introduction  to  working  capital  management  and  financial 
analysis  and  planning.   Topics  are  covered  through  readings,  cases 
and  problem  solving  in  the  areas  of  decisions  on  current  asset  and 
liability  structures,  cash  and  marketable  securities,  accounts 
receivables,  inventory  management  and  control,  spontaneous  financing, 
short-term  borrowing,  ratio  and  financial  statement  analysis,  source 
and  use  statements,  cash  flow  forecasting,  and  financial  statements 
forecasting. 
Prerequisites:   Math  13,  Bus.  10,  11,  and  23,  or  consent  of  instructor. 

Business  39  Financial  Management  II 

A  study  of  capital  asset  structure  and  long-term  financial  decisions, 
Topics  are  covered  through  readings,  cases,  and  problem  solving  in  the 
areas  of  capital  budgeting,  including  risk  and  required  rates  of  return, 
leveraging  the  firm,  concepts  of  capital  structures,  dividend  policy, 
external  financing,  term  and  lease  financing,  long  term  debt,  equity 
securities,  convertible  securities  and  warrants. 
Prerequisite:   Bus.  38  or  consent  of  instructor. 

Rationale : 

The  division  of  the  course  description  for  Finance  into  working 
capital  management  and  capital  asset  structure  much  more  accurately 
reflects  the  natural  dichotomy  found  in  this  field  between  these  two 
fundamental  components. 


II.   Accounting  10 

It  was  moved  by  D.  Franz,  seconded  by  L.  Richmond  and  passed  that  the 
following  phrase  be  added  at  the  end  of  the  course  description  to  Accounting 
10: — "Not  open  to  students  who  have  received  credit  for  Business  10." 

'II.   A  motion  was  made  by  L.  Richmond  and  passed  to  allow  the  secretary  the 
necessary  discretion  in  reporting  the  minutes. 

IV.   Announcements 

A.  Dr.  R.  Larson  announced  the  procedure  for  student  evaluations  of  faculty 
which  will  be  conducted  on  December  3rd  and  4th. 

B.  Dr.  F.  Grogan  announced  that  any  changes  for  the  May  or  Summer  1985 
Schedule  must  be  submitted  to  him  by  December  1,  1984.

As  long  as  there  have  been  students,  there 
have  been  students  looking  for  an  easy  way 
out.  Now,  thanks  to  modern  technology, 
today's  cheater  has  a  new  tool:  the  wrist- 
watch  computer.  The  $200  Seiko  Data  2000 
is  your  basic  ugly  digital  watch  with  2K  of 
computer  memory — enough  to  hold  more 
than  a  page  of  crib  notes.  The  user  stores 
information  with  a  calculator-size  key- 
board that  snaps  onto  the  watch  and  can  call 
it  up  with  just  the  touch  of  a  covert  finger.  Of 
course,  Seiko  doesn't  market  the  Data  2000 
as  a  microminiature  crib  sheet — the  com- 
pany calls  it  an  "address  and  date  book  for 
the  wrist" — but  imaginative  students  have 
already  begun  to  calculate  the  possibilities. 

The  ethics  are  another  matter.  Sam  Hurt, 
a  recent  graduate  of  the  University  of  Texas 
law  school,  has  one  examination  left  before 
he  is  eligible  to  enter  practice,  but  he's  not 
sure  he  can  bring  himself  to  cheat  on  a  test 
called  "Professional  Responsibility."

College 
officials  in  Austin  make  clear  that  anyone 
caught  using  it  to  cheat  must  deal  with  the 
same  old-fashioned  penalties:  an  "F"  and 
the  boot.

Old  Business: 

Re:  Faculty  teaching  load 

John  Whelan  made  a  motion  to  have  an  open  discussion  of  his  Workload  Proposal 
distributed  November  28,  1984  and  of  Dr.  Blumer' s  Teaching  Load  document 
distributed  November  12,  1984.   Following  this  discussion  "a  sense  of  the 
faculty"  vote  would  then  be  taken  whereby  faculty  members  would  vote  in 
support  of  one  of  the  two  proposals.   Such  a  vote  would  be  by  secret  ballot. 

Whelan 's  motion  passed. 

Howard  Berthold   proposed  the  following  friendly  amendment  to  John  Whelan' s 
Workload  Proposal: 

Page  2,  item  (3)  beginning  with  the  words  "the  Dean"  be  replaced  with  the 
wording  from  Dr.  Blumer 's  document  Page  2,  item  (4)  beginning  with  the 
words  "the  Dean." 

Accordingly,  item  (3)  of  Whelan' s  proposal  would  read  as  follows: 

(3)  When  a  faculty  member  has  fewer  than  thirty  students  enrolled 
in  his  or  her  combined  courses  and  an  additional  course  is  not  needed 
to  complete  a  major  or  program,  ("the  Dean  of  the  College  may,  without  offer- 
ing  additional    remuneration,  schedule  that  individual  to  teach 
a  commensurate  overload  during  a  subsequent  semester  (within  three 
semesters).   If  mutually  agreed  to  by  the  individual  and  the  Dean  of 
the  College,  this  obligation  may  be  fulfilled  in  either  of  two  additional 
ways:  (a)  by  teaching  during  a  subsequent  May  Term  or  Summer  Session 
courses  that  involve  equivalent  load  hour  credit,  OR  (b)  by  accepting 
a  task  mutually  agreed  upon  and  assigned  by  the  Dean  of  the  College_7J 

The  new  section  is  in  brackets. 

The  friendly  amendment  was  accepted  by  John  Whelan. 


A  motion  was  made  and  passed  to  return  to  the  regular  order  of  business. 

A  motion  was  made  and  passed  to  present  both  proposals  (Whelan's  and  Blumer's) 
to  the  faculty  so  that  the  faculty  could,  by  secret  ballot,  vote  their  preferenci 

A  motion  was  made  and  passed  to  end  the  discussion. 

The  results  of  the  secret  ballot  were  as  follows: 

In  support  of  Dr.  Blumer's  Proposal  —  26 

In  support  of  Dr.  Whelan's  Proposal  —  39 

There  were  also  2  abstentions 

Dr.  Blumer  then  said  that  he  would  present  his  proposal  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
at  the  December  14,  1984  meeting,  and  would  also  present  Dr.  Whelan's  proposal 
(and  its  rationale)  along  with  the  results  of  the  faculty  vote  on  the  two 
proposals.

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On  Thursday,  December  13,  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  (which 
deals  with  personnel  issues  and  serves  as  the  Committee  on  Educational  Policy) 
considered  both  the  Whelan  proposal  and  the  President's  proposal.   Following 
discussion,  the  following  policy  statement  was  adopted  unanimously: 

5  . 1  Standard  Class  Contact  Load 

Faculty  members  have  many  responsibilities  outside  the  classroom,  but  their 
primary  responsibility  is  to  provide  student  instruction.   Each  full-time  faculty 
contract  with  Lycoming  College  entails  the  obligation  to  carry  a  teaching  asssign- 
ment  that  includes  between  nine  (9)  and  fifteen  (15)  load  hours   each  semester  and 
a  total  of  twenty-four  (24)  load  hours  per  year.   Each  semester  this  teaching 
assignment  may  involve  one,  two,  or  three  distinct  course  preparations  in  addition 
to  the  supervision  of  internships,  honors  courses  and  independent  study. 

The  normative  definition  for  calculating  load  hours  is: 

One  class  contact  hour  of  50  minutes  of  lecture  or  discussion 
weekly  for   the  duration  of  the  semester  =  1   load  hour. 

Correlatives  are  calculated  as  follows: 

a)  One  class  contact  hour  of  laboratory,  clinical,  applied  music  or  art 
studio  instruction  weekly  for  the  duration  of  the  semester  =  2/3  load  hour 

b)  One  class  contact  hour  of  field  or  activity  instruction  in 

physical  education  weekly  for  the  duration  of  the  semester  =  1/2  load  hour 

c)  Supervision  of  one  student  teacher  who  is  enrolled  in  the 
Professional  Semester  for  the  duration  of  the  semester     =  1/3  load  hour 

When  two  or  more  instructors  are  assigned  and  scheduled  to  teach  a  single 
course  cooperatively,  the  Dean  of  the  College,  after  consultation  with  the 
instructors  involved,  credits  each  with  a  fractional  portion  of  the  total  number 
of  load  hours  entailed  by  the  course. 

(Examples:  If  two  teachers  share  the  responsibility  for  a  course  involving  4  load 
hours,  each  might  be  credited  with  two  load  hours  [h   credit  each];  OR,  if 
three  teachers  share  the  responsibility,  then  each  might  be  awarded  equal 
credit,  although  depending  upon  the  division  of  labor,  one  could  be  credited 
with  two  load  hours  and  the  others  with  one  load  hour  each.) 

Overloads  and  Underloads 

Teaching  assignments  and  class  sizes  (maximum  and  minimum)  are  established 
by  the  Dean  of  the  College  who  consults  the  department  chairpersons.   Teaching 
assignments  that  involve  unusual  circumstances  receive  special  treatment: 

(1)   When  a  faculty  member  has  unusually  large  numbers  of  students  enrolled 
in  his  or  her  combined  classes  during  a  single  semester,  that  faculty 
member   is  eligible  for  overload  credit  according  to  the  following  formula: 


Combined  student  enrollments  that  generate  400-499  student 
credit  hours  =  1  additional  load  hour   as  overload  credit 

Combined  student  enrollments  that  generate  500  or  more  student 
credit  hours  =  2  additional  load  hours  as  overload  credit 

(2)  Conversely,  when  a  faculty  member  has  an  unusually  small  number  of 
students  in  his  or  her  combined  classes  during  a  single  semester  (fewer  thar 
30),  that  faculty  member  may,  without  additional  remuneration,  be  assigned 
more  than  three  distinct  course  preparations  that  academic  semester  provider 
an  additional  course  or  section  is  needed  for  the  program  of  the  department 
or  to  provide  students  with  an  opportunity  to  complete  a  major  or  program. 
However,  in  these  instances,  if  the  combined  enrollments  of  the  individual's 
regular  three  courses  plus  the  additional  enrollment  of  the  fourth  course 
assigned  total  45  or  more  students,  then  the  fourth  course  assigned  will 
qualify  for  overload  credit . 

(3)  Whenever  the  authorized  total  load  hours  of  an  individual  exceed  12 
load  hours  for  the  semester  (or  24  load  hours  for  the  year),  that  individual 
is  eligible  for  overload  credit  for  each  load  hour  exceeding  12  per  semester 
(or  24  per  year)  . 

(4)  Whenever  the  authorized  total  load  hours  of  an  individual  serving  with 
a  full-time  contract  are  fewer  than  12  load  hours  for  the  semester  (or  fewer 
than  24  for  the  year),  the  Dean  of  the  College  may,  without  offering 
additional  remuneration,  schedule  that  individual  to  teach  a  commensurate 
overload  during  a  subsequent  semester  (within  three  semesters) .   If  mutually 
agreed  to  by  the  individual  and  the  Dean  of  the  College,  this  obligation  may 
be  fulfilled  in  either  of  two  additional  ways:  (a)  by  teaching  during  a 
subsequent  May  Term  of  Summer  Session  courses  that  involve  equivalent  load 
hour  credit,  OR  (b)  by  accepting  a  task  mutually  agreed  upon  and  assigned 

by  the  Dean  of  the  College. 

Remuneration  for  overload  credit  is  given  in  either  of  two  forms:  (a)  as  a 
commensurate  reduction  in  teaching  load  during  a  subsequent  semester  (within 
three  semesters),  OR  (b)  as  an  overload  stipend.   The  Dean  of  the  College,  after 
conferring  with  the  department  chairperson  and  the  eligible  faculty  member,  will 
determine  which  form  of  remuneration  is  to  be  given. 

Amendments 

Proposals  to  amend  the  policy  governing  faculty  loads  may  be  recommended 
to  the  President  for  consideration  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  who  alone  determines 
policy  for  Lycoming  College. 

It  was  further  resolved  that  the  Dean  of  the  College  be  instructed  to  implement 
this  policy  in  the  Fall  Semester,  1985.

The  Department  of  Foreign  Languages  and  Literature  in  consultation  with 
the  Department  of  Religion  proposes  that  the  present  numbering  of  the  second 
year  courses  in  Greek  and  Hebrew  be  changed  from  11  and  12  to  21  and  22  and 
that  the  description  of  the  second  year  of  Hebrew  be  changed  to  read  as  follows: 

Hebrew  21:   Readings  in  Old  Testament  Narrative 

A  critical  reading  of  the  Hebrew  text  of  selected  narrative 
portions  of  the  Old  Testament  with  special  attention  being 
given  to  exegetical  questions.   The  text  read  varies  from  year 
to  year.   Prerequisite:  Hebrew  2  or  equivalent.   Alternate 
years. 

Hebrew  22:   Readings  in  the  Prophetic  Books  and  Wisdom  Literature 

A  critical  reading  of  the  Hebrew  text  of  selected  portions 
of  Old  Testament  prophecy  and  wisdom  literature  with  special 
attention  being  given  to  exegetical  questions.   The  text  read 
varies  from  year  to  year.   Prerequisite:  Hebrew  21  or  equivalent. 
Alternate  years. 

Justification:   (1)   The  substance  of  these  four  courses  (two  from  Hebrew  and 

two  from  Greek)  is  not  properly  "intermediate"  (i.e.  a 
second  level  of  training  in  language  fundamentals  before 
taking  on  the  literature  itself);  rather  there  is  a  narrow 
focus  on  specific  areas  of  Old  and  New  Testament  research 
and  exegesis.   The  second  year  Greek  and  Hebrew  courses 
are  in  most  respects  cognate  with  the  literature  courses  in 
French,  German  and  Spanish  which  are  numbered  between  28  and 
47. 
(2)   The  proposed  changes  in  numbering  and  in  description  will 
make  it  possible  for  students  who  have  taken  the  second 
year  in  both  Greek  and  Hebrew  (a  total  of  8  units)  to  receive 
a  minor  in  Biblical  Languages.   Since  most  of  these  courses 
meet  daily,  the  actual  classroom  investment  required  for  a 
Biblical  Languages  minor  will  exceed  that  required  for  some 
college  majors.   We  feel  it  only  fair  to  offer  these  students 
the  recognition  of  a  minor  for  their  considerable  efforts.

RE:     Proposal  for  the  addition  of  a  new  course  and  for  a  change  in 
departmental  requirements 

1.   The  Biology  Department  proposes  the  following  course  addition: 

This  course  offers  the  student  a  chance  to  become  familiar  with  research 
in  the  Biological  Sciences  using  techniques  such  as  meeting  and  talking 
with  active  researchers,  reading  and  critically  analyzing  the  current 
literature,  and  discussing  the  ideas  and  methods  shaping  Biology.   Students 
will  be  required  to  read  and  analyze  scientific  papers,  actively  participate 
in  discussions,  and,  in  the  senior  year,  present  the  results  of  a 
literature  survey  or  of  individual  research.   Students  majoring  in  this 
department  are  required  to  enroll  during  all  semesters  spent  on  campus  in 
the  Junior  and  Senior  years.  A  letter  grade  will  be  given  in  a  semester 
when  the  student  gives  a  lecture;  in  other  semesters  the  grade  will  be 
S/U.   Non-credit  course.   One  hour  per  week.   Prerequisites:   Biology 
majors  with  Junior  or  Senior  class  standing. 

Justification: 

The  addition  of  Biology  49,  Biology  Colloquium,  will  benefit  students  in  a  number 
of  ways  our  other  courses  do  not.   This  colloquium  would  allow  students  to  gain 
an  appreciation  for  the  research  currently  being  done  in  Biology.   Critical 
review  of  the  literature,  as  well  as  meeting  with  active  researchers,  will 
provide  students  with  more  than  the  subject  matter  of  Biology.   It  will  give 
them  an  insight  into  the  methods,  thought  processes  and  problem  solving 
techniques  that  are  the  basis  for  the  extension  of  our  current  knowledge.   In 
addition,  this  exposure  to  the  primary  literature  and  researchers  may  bring 
career  options  in  the  field  more  sharply  into  focus  for  many  students. 

The  required  presentation  in  the  senior  year  will  provide  students  with  a  chance 
to  share  the  results  of  individual  research  or  of  a  literature  survey.   The 
skills  used  in  researching  a  topic  and  giving  a  formal  talk  of  this  nature  are 
useful  tools,  not  only  in  the  sciences,  but  also  in  other  academic  endeavors. 
In  the  past  two  years  between  15  and  20%  of  the  graduating  Biology  majors  at 
Lycoming  have  presented  the  results  of  original  research  at  either  the  Pennsylvania 
Academy  of  Science  or  the  Eastern  Colleges  Science  Conference.   This  course  would 
provide  a  forum  in  which  to  present  such  talks  prior  to  more  formal  presentations 
at  regional  meetings. 

Finally,  a  biology  colloquium  provides  the  mechanism  for  the  synthesis  of  informa- 
tion gleaned  throughout  the  four  years  of  college  in  many  separate  courses.   At 
no  other  point  in  the  biology  curriculum  is  the  student  given  an  opportunity  to 
view  biological  research  from  outside  the  constructs  of  particular  subdisciplines 
covered  in  specific  courses.   We  feel  that  this  colloquium  will  require  students 
to  use  the  knowledge  gained  in  our  other  courses  in  order  to  build  a  more  unified 
view  of  biology. 

2.  The  Biology  Department  proposes  a  change  in  the  requirements  for  a  major  in 
biology  to  reflect  the  course  addition  above.  We  propose  to  make  the  following 
changes  (underlined)  in  the  statement  of  requirements  listed  in  the  catalogue. 


"A  major  consists  of  eight  biology  courses  including  10-11,  21,  22,  23,  24,  and  25. 
Juniors  and  seniors  majoring  in  biology  are  also  required  to  register  for 
Biology  49  (non-credit)  colloquium)  during  all  semesters  spent  on  campus." 

Justification: 

We  feel  that  the  benefits  of  the  Biology  Colloquium  listed  above  warrant  its 
inclusion  in  the  requirements  for  a  major  in  Biology.   A  survey  of  56  under- 
graduate universities  and  colleges  in  Pennsylvania  showed  that  79%  (44)  had  a 
seminar  course  listed  in  their  catalogue.   Of  those  schools,  70%  (31)  required 
the  course  for  a  major  in  Biology.   The  statistics  for  liberal  arts  schools  in 
the  same  size  class  as  Lycoming  (100-2000  students)  show  86%  (19  of  22)  have  a 
seminar  course  and  63%  of  those  schools  require  that  it  be  taken.   It  is  obvious 
from  these  statistics  that  we  are  not  alone  in  feeling  this  course  is  of  great 
value  to  the  students  and  that  its  inclusion  as  a  departmental  requirement  is 
warranted. 

The  non-credit  colloquium  format  we  have  chosen  is  based  on  the  one  currently 
being  used  by  the  Department  of  Astronomy  and  Physics  (see  Astronomy  49  (cross- 
listed  as  Physics  49)  -  Astronomy  and  Physics  Colloquia) .   Discussions  with  that 
department  have  indicated  that  this  system  has  worked  well  at  Lycoming  College.

Lycoming  College  currently  grants  degrees  in  Bachelor  of  Arts  (B.S.), 
Bachelor  of  Fine  Arts  (F.B.A.),  and  Bachelor  of  'Science  in  Nursing  (B.S.N.). 
Because  of  the  differences  in  distribution  requirements  for  the  latter  degree, 
a  clear  catalog  statement  for  students  to  complete  both  a  B.S.N,  and  parti- 
cipate in  the  Scholar  program  is  warranted. 

The  Lycoming  College  Scholar  Council  proposes  the  following  changes  in  the 
College  catalog: 

1.   Page  7;  delete  the  following: 


"Scholar  Program  -  Requirements  for  the  Scholar  Program  for  the  B.S.N, 
can  be  obtained  from  either  the  Scholar  Council  or  the  Department  of 
Nursing. "

programs;   a  list  of  these  requirements  can  be  obtained  from  the  Scholar 
Council .  ) 

3.  Page  18;  Add  following  heading  before  list  of  current  distribution 
requirements  of  Scholars: 

Scholar  Distribution  Requirements  for  students  in  BA  and  BFA  programs 

4.  Page  19:   Add  following  after  section  F: 

Scholar  Distribution  requirements  for  students  in  B.S.N,  program 

A.  English.   Same  as  for  B.A. ,  B.F.A.  degree 

B.  Mathematical  Science.   Same  as  for  B.A. ,  B.F.A.  degree.  (Note  that 
the  Nursing  major  requires  Math  13  and  15.) 

C.  Philosophy /Religion.   Met  by  taking  Phil.  19  and  Rel.  20  providing 
that  the  student  writes  an  additional  paper  in  each  course  that 
must  receive  a  grade  of  B. 

D.  Fine  Arts/Language.   Same  as  for  B.S.,  B.F.A.  Scholars. 


E .  Natural  Sciences.   Met  by  Bio  13,  Bio  14,  Bio  26  (required  for 
the  major. ) 

F.  History/  Social  Science  -  Met  by  Psychology  10,  Psychology  17, 
(required  for  the  major)  and  1  course  in  Sociology  30  or  higher. 
(This  sociology  course  may  be  taken  in  lieu  of  the  introductory 
guided  elective  in  Sociology  for  the  B.S.N. 

5.     Page  19;  add  following  heading  after  distribution  requirements 
for  B.S.N,  program  and  Section  G: 

All  Scholar  Students  must  complete  the  following: 

list  sections  G  -  K. 

Justification: 

This  proposal  allows  qualified  students  to  complete  both  the  modified 
distribution  requirements  of  the  B.S.N,  degree  and  take  advantage  of  the 
Lycoming  College  Scholar  Program.   Clear  statements  on  program  options 
are  necessary  for  proper  advising  of  students.

The  full-time  faculty  in  the  department  of  music  has  completely  changed  in 
the  years  since  there  was  a  major  review  of  our  course  structure.   The 
following  proposals  are  designed  to: 

1 .  strengthen  the  music  major  without  changing  the  number  of  courses 
required  (8  plus  ensemble  and  applied  music)  or  the  number  of  core 
courses  to  be  taken  by  every  music  major  (6). 

2.  create  opportunities  for  more  advanced  work  in  electronic  and 
acoustic  composition  and  music  research. 

At  present,  music  majors  are  required  to  take  two  semesters  of  music  theory 
(Music  10,  11),  three  semesters  of  music  history  (Music  17  plus  two  from 
Music  35,  36,  37,  38)  and  one  semester  of  electronic  music  (Music  22).   We 
propose  that  future  majors  be  required  to  take  four  semesters  of  music  theory 
(Music  10,  11,  20,  21)  and  a  two-semester  music  history  sequence  (Music  35 
(proposed)  and  36  (proposed)  replacing  Music  35,  36,  37,  38. 

Other  changes  add  a  second  semester  of  composition,  a  new  course  stressing 
music  research,  and  a  modified  structure  for  courses  in  electronic  music. 

NEW  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  MAJOR 

1.  Page  44  sentence  2  under  Music  heading  will  read,  "A  minimum  of 
eight  courses  (exclusive  of  all  ensemble  and  applied  music  courses 
except  Music  46)  is  required,  and  these  must  include  Music  10,  11, 
20,  21,  35  and  36." 

2.  Delete  the  next  sentence  from  the  catalog  description,  which  reads, 
"Music  17  is  not  required  of  the  music  major  who  completes  Music  35, 
36,  37,  and  38." 

3.  Justification: 

B.A.  degrees  in  music  generally  require  at  least  four  semesters  of 
music  theory.   A  two-semester  music  history  sequence  would  be  more 
effective  than  the  system  currently  employed.   The  department 
continues  to  believe  that  electronic  music  is  a  significant  aspect 
of  contemporary  music,  but  we  recognize  that  its  study  is  not 
essential  for  some  of  our  majors.

1.   Delete:   Music  35  Music  History  to  J.S.  Bach 

Music  36  Music  History  of  the  18th  Century 

Music  37  Music  of  the  19th  Century 

Music  38  Music  of  the  20th  Century 
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2.  Add:     Music  35   History  of  Western  Music  I 

The  development  of  musical  styles  and  forms  from  Gregorian 
chant  through  Mozart,  including  composers  from  the  medieval, 
Renaissance,  baroque  and  early  classical  eras. 

Prerequisite:   Music  10,  16,  or  17  or  consent  of  instructor. 

Music  36   History  of  Western  Music  II 

The  development  of  musical  styles  and  forms  from  Beethoven  to 
the  present,  including  composers  from  the  late  classical, 
romantic  and  modern  eras. 

Prerequisite:   Music  35  or  consent  of  instructor. 

Music  45   Special  Topics  in  Music 

The  intensive  study  of  a  selected  area  of  music  literature, 
designed  to  develop  research  techniques  in  music.   The  topic  is 
announced  at  the  Spring  pre-registration.

Prerequisite:   Music  16,  17  or  21  or  consent  of  instructor. 

3.  Change  in  Course  Description: 

Music  17    Survey  of  Western  Music 

A  chronological  survey  of  music  in  Western  civilization  from 
Middle  Ages  to  the  present.   Composers  and  musical  styles  are 
considered  in  the  context  of  the  broader  culture  of  each  major 
era. 

4.  Justification: 

Two-semester  sequences  in  music  history  are  quite  common 
throughout  the  nation.   The  main  advantage  of  this  option  over 
our  present  arrangement  is  that  it  is  more  efficient.   Music  36 
(proposed)  requires  Music  35  (proposed)  hence  no  review  is 
necessary,  as  is  currently  the  case.   It  also  ensures  that 
music  majors  will  be  exposed  to  every  important  era  of  music 
history.   Music  45  (proposed)  will  enable  music  students  to 
examine  intensively  a  limited  area  of  music  literature  and  to 
acquire  the  basic  skills  of  music  research.   It  may  be  noted 
that  both  art  and  theatre  departments  at  Lycoming  offer 
two-semester  history  sequences  and  Theatre  40  is  similar  to 
proposed  Music  45.

The  music  faculty's  current  feeling  is  that 
counterpoint  should  be  included  in  music  theory  courses. 

3)  A  second  course  in  composition  appears  to  be  more 
appropriate  to  the  needs  of  a  liberal  arts  music  department 
than  does  a  course  as  specialized  as  counterpoint,  which 
emphasized  16th  century  modal  writing.

SUBJECT:   Lycoming  College  Writing  Across  the  Curriculum  Program: 
A  Curriculum  Proposal  and  Implementing  Guidelines 

Note:     The  Following  proposal  and  guidelines  are  designed  to  define 
Lycoming's  Writing  Across  the  Curriculum  Program  and  provide 
implementing  guidelines.   Sections  I  and  II,  if  adopted,  should  be 
published  in  the  College  Catalog.   Sections  III  -  IV  provide 
implementation  of  Sections  I  and  II.   Sections  I  through  VII  should 
be  included  in  the  Faculty  Handbook  as  Appendix  100.11.   If  adopted 
this  year  the  program  can  be  introduced  during  the  1986  Fall 
semester.   At  that  time  all  courses  offered  for  distribution  credit 
would  have  to  include  a  minimal  writing  requirement  (see  Section 
III).   Writing  intensive  courses  would  need  to  be  introduced  in  Fall, 
1987.   All  freshmen  enrolling  in  Fall,  1986  or  later  and  all  transfer 
students  enrolling  for  Fall,  1987  or  later  would  be  subject  to  the 
program  requirements  (Section  II). 

I.   PURPOSE 

The  Lycoming  College  Writing  Across  the  Curriculum  Program  has  been 
developed  in  response  to  the  conviction  that  writing  skill  promotes  intel- 
lectual growth  and  is  a  hallmark  of  the  educated  person.   The  program  has 
therefore  been  designed  to  achieve  two  major,  interrelated  objectives: 

1)  to  enhance  student  learning  in  general  and  subject  mastery  in 
particular,  and 

2)  to  develop  students'  abilities  to  communicate  clearly. 
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la  this  program  students  are  given  opportunities  to  write  in  a  variety  of 

contexts  and  in  a  substantial  number  of  courses,  in  which  they  receive  faculty 

guidance  and  reinforcement. 

II.  PROGRAM  REQUIREMENTS 

A.  English  5,  Developmental  English,  or  exemption  from  the  course. 

B.  English  6,  Composition,  or  exemption  from  the  course. 

C.  A  writing  requirement  in  all  distribution  courses. 

D.  Two  courses  designated  as  writing-intensive,  or  "W"  courses. 

1)  Successful  completion  of  English  6  is  a  prerequisite  for 
enrollment  in  writing-intensive  courses. 

2)  All  courses  designated  "W"  are  numbered  20  or  above. 

3)  Each  student  must  complete  one  "W"  course  from  among  those 
offered  by  the  major  department,  or,  with  departmental  approval, 
from  a  related  department.   The  other  "W"  course  completed  must 
be  from  a  department  other  than  the  major  department.   In  the 
case  of  students  with  multiple  majors,  one  "W"  course  must  be 
completed  from  one  of  those  majors.   The  second  course  may  be 
taken  in  one  of  the  student's  other  majors. 

4)  Students  should  take  one  "W"  course  during  the  sophomore  year 
and  one  during  the  junior  year  --  though  other  sequences  are 
possible  and  may  in  certain  circumstances  be  advisable. 

II.   WRITING  IN  DISTRIBUTION  COURSES 

A.    Requirements 

Each  distribution  course  must  be  approved  by  the  Writing  Committee 
according  to  these  guidelines: 
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1)  Writing  must  be  viewed  as  a  tool  for  Learning,  a  means  of 
helping  the  student  master  a  subject; 

2)  At  least  ten  pages  of  writing  must  be  produced  by  each 
student  during  a  given  semester;  and 

3)  Writing  assignments  must  be  varied  (at  least  two  types  of 
assignments,  e.g.  from  lab  reports,  policy  papers,  lecture 
summaries)  and  some  of  them  must  be  formally  evaluated  for 
writing  by  the  instructor. 

These  guidelines  are  intentionally  flexible;  the  way  in  which  they 
are  observed  will  vary  according  to  discipline  and  methodology. 

B .  Recommendations 

Each  distribution  course  instructor  is  encouraged  to: 

1)  Devise  tests  that  enable  learning  through  writing.   Such 
examinations  should  seek  to  expand  the  student's  cognitive 
and  analytical  skills.   But,  please  note:   this  does  not 
mean  that  all  exams  must  call  for  essay  responses; 

2)  Reserve  classroom  and  office  time  to  help  students  with 
their  writing  assignments;  and 

3)  Devise  strategies  to  involve  students  in  a  variety  of 
informal  modes  of  writing  (such  as  journal-keeping,  spot 
writing,  and  similar  exercises  that  need  not  be  formally 
evaluated  or  even  collected). 

C.  Procedure  for  Approval  of  Writing  Component  in  Distribution  Courses 
1)    Departments  that  offer  courses  for  distribution  credit  must: 

a)    Submit  to  the  Writing  Committee  an  explanation  of  how  each 
course  offered  for  distribution  credit  will  be  structured 
to  fulfill  the  requirements  outlined  in  III  A,  above.   This 
may  be  accomplished  through  the  submission  of  syllabi  or 
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explanatory  statements.   Requirements  may  vary  for 
different  sections  of  the  same  course,  but  all  courses  that 
count  for  distribution  credit  must  meet  the  requirements 
listed  in  III  A. 
b)    After  initial  approval  of  the  writing  component  in  distri- 
bution courses  is  made,  seek,  re-approval  only  when  new 
courses  are  to  be  offered  for  distribution  credit  or  when 
changes  in  the  writing  requirements  in  the  course  are  made. 
2)    Faculty  offering  courses  for  distribution  credit  must: 

a)  Follow  the  requirements  outlined  in  IV  A,  above;  and 

b)  Evaluate  briefly,  on  a  form  to  be  provided,  their 
experiences  with  writing  as  a  tool  for  learning  in  their 
courses . 

IV.   WRITING-INTENSIVE  COURSES 

A.    Criteria  for  Designation  of  Wri ting- Intensive  Courses 

Writing-intensive  courses  are  the  central  component  of  the  Writing 
Across  the  Curriculum  Program.   These  are  upper-division  courses 
(numbered  20  or  above)  that  give  special  emphasis  to  the  development 
of  effective  writing  within  a  given  discipline.   Instructors  in  all 
writing-intensive  coures  must: 

1)  Allocate  a  significant  portion  of  class  time  Callus d LudJ  to 
writing  and  writing  instruction;  and 

2)  Assign  and  evaluate  at  least  ten  pages  of  formal  writing 
and  at  least  fifteen  pages  of  informal  writing  (journals, 
class  exercises,  practice  writing,  rough  drafts,  essay 
exams,  etc.)  per  student. 
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Procedure  for  Offering  a  Writing-Intensive  Course 

1.    Departments  wishing  to  offer  writing-intensive  courses  must 
submit  to  the  Writing  Committee  a  course  description  that 
clearly  indicates  how  the  writing  component  relates  to  the 
objectives  of  the  course.   The  course  description  should  also 
indicate : 

a)  The  approximate  number  and  suggested  length  of  formal  and 
informal  writing  assignments;  and 

b)  The  extent  to  which  class  time  will  be  devoted  to  writing 
(e.g.  time  allotted  to  the  making  of  writing  assignments 
and  to  their  discussion  after  they  have  been  returned;  tim< 
allotted  to  preparation  for  taking  essay  exams  and  to  thei 
discussion  after  they  have  been  returned,  etc.). 

2)    Individual  faculty  members  who  teach  writing-intensive  courses 
must: 

a)  Have  Completed  the  introductory  training  (approximately  11 
hours)  for  the  teaching  of  "W"  courses;  and 

b)  Agree  to  incorporate  into  the  course  a  procedure  for 
evaluating  the  effectiveness  of  its  writing  component  and 
to  make  the  results  of  this  evaluation  available  to  the 
Writing  Committee.  (The  Writing  Committee  will  make 
available  evaluation  models,  which  may  be  adapted  accordii 
to  need . ) 

Wri ting- In  tens ive  Course  Regulations 

1)    All  college  departmental  and  inter-departmental  majors  are 

responsible  for  providing  "W"  course  spaces  needed  by  student 
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majors.   This  means  either  providing  an  adequate  number  of 

writing- in  tensive  courses  in  the  major  or  negotiating  with 

related  departments  to  accommodate  students. 

2)  Courses  offered  as  writing-intensive  must  NOT  result  in  an 
increase  of  major  or  distribution  requirements  for  students. 

3)  All  students  who  enroll  in  a  "W"  course  are  expected  to  complete 
the  writing  requirements  of  that  course  and  receive  a  "W"  on  the 
transcript  (e.g.,  History  28W) . 

4)  The  approval  of  "W"  courses  is  made  by  the  Writing  Committee 
(see  Section  IV  B,  above). 

5)  Enrollment  in  writing  intensive  courses  should  be  limited  to  25. 

V.   THE  WRITING  COMMITTEE 

The  Writing  Committee  shall  promote  an  awareness  and  appreciation  of 
writing  as  a  tool  for  learning  throughout  the  college  community.   The 
committee  also  will  provide  oversight  and  implementation  of  the  Writing 
Across  the  Curriculum  Program.   In  approving  the  writing  component  in 
distribution  courses  and  writing  intensive  courses,  the  committee  may 
grant  exceptions  to  published  guidelines  and  criteria  (Sections  III  and 
IV).   The  committee  will  notify  the  Faculty  of  such  exceptions  at  least 
annually.   Exceptions  to  program  requirements  for  students  will  be 
considered  in  the  ususal  way,  by  appeal  to  the  Academic  Standing 
Commi  ttee . 
A.    The  committee's  specific  functions  include: 

1)    Inform  faculty  and  students  about  the  enhancement  of  learning 

that  writing  provides  in  general  and  in  specific  subject  areas. 
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2)  Improve  competencies  in  teaching  and  evaluating  writing  among 
faculty  through  workshops,  the  distribution  of  printed  matter, 
and  the  like. 

3)  Establish,  for  faculty  approval,  specific  criteria  that  must  be 
met  for  distribution  courses  and  writing-intensive  courses. 

4)  Determine  which  courses  qualify  as  distribution  and  writing- 
intensive  courses.   (Courses  meeting  established  criteria  cannot 
be  disqualified  by  the  committee.) 

5)  Recommend  procedures  for  evaluating  the  effectiveness  of  the 
program. 

6)  Work  with  appropriate  faculty  and  administrators  in  developing 
grant  support  for  the  writing  program. 

7)  Serve  as  an  advisory  committee,  in  consultation  with  the  Dean  of 
the  College,  for  the  development  and  implementation  of  a  writing 
center  and/or  other  efforts  designed  to  promote  writing  skills. 

Composition  of  the  Committee; 

The  Writing  Committee  will  be  composed  of  eight  (8)  people, 
including  the  Dean  or  Assis tant/ Associa te  Dean  of  the  College,  an 
individual  charged  with  professional  direction  of  a  writing  center 
and/or  faculty  training,  and  two  faculty  members  from  each  of  the 
three  departmental  groupings  listed  below: 

I.  Art,  English,  Foreign  Languages,  History,  Music,  Philosophy, 
Religion,  and  Theatre 

II.  Accounting,  Business  Administration,  Economics,  Education,  Mass 
Communication,  Political  Science,  Psychology,  and 

Socio logy /Anthropology 

III.  Astronomy/Physics,  Biology,  Chemistry,  Mathematical  Sciences, 
and  Nursing 
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The  representatives  will  be  selected  by  the  Dean  of  the  College 

in  consultation  with  the  Committee.   Members  shall  serve  terms  of 

three  years;  however,  to  provide  for  continuity  two  members  of  the 

initial  committee  should  be  appointed  for  one-year  terms  and  two 

should  be  appointed  for  two-year  terms.   No  department  may  be 

represented  by  more  than  one  group  member  on  the  committee. 

(Initially,  the  committee  that  developed  this  program  will  serve  in  a 

consultative  capacity  until  the  Writing  Committee  is  formed.) 

VI.  EVALUATION 

To  determine  the  effectiveness  of  the  Writing  Across  the  Curriculum 
Program,  the  Writing  Committee  will  evaluate  it  biennially  beginning  in 
1988-89.   The  results  of  these  evaluations  will  be  reported  to  the 
faculty . 

'II.   AMENDMENT 

Amendments  to  the  Writing  Across  the  Curriculum  Program  may  be  made 
according  to  the  standard  procedure  for  approval  of  curricular  changes 
(review  by  Curriculum  Development  Committee,  GCAA,  and  Faculty  passage). 
In  addition,  all  amendments  should  be  reviewed  with  the  Writing  Committee 
before  submission  to  the  Curriculum  Development  Committee.

I.   A  motion  was  made,  seconded  and  passed  to  approve  the  minutes  of  November  19,  19 i 

II.   Proposals  from  C.D.C. 

A.  After  discussion  the  following  was  moved,  seconded  and  passed  with  no 
dissenting  votes: 

The  Department  of  Foreign  Languages  and  Literature  in  consultation  with 
the  Department  of  Religion  proposes  that  the  present  numbering  of  the  second 
year  courses  in  Greek  and  Hebrew  be  changed  from  11  and  12  to  21  and  22  and 
that  the  description  of  the  second  year  of  Hebrew  be  changed  to  read  as 
follows : 

Hebrew  21:   Readings  in  Old  Testament  Narrative 

A  critical  reading  of  the  Hebrew  text  of  selected  narrative 
portions  of  the  Old  Testament  with  special  attention  being 
given  to  exegetical  questions.   The  text  read  varies  from 
year  to  year.   Prerequisite:  Hebrew  2  or  equivalent.  Alternate 
years. 

Hebrew  22:   Readings  in  the  Prophetic  Books  and  Wisdom  Literature 

A  critical  reading  of  the  Hebrew  text  of  selected  portions 
of  Old  Testament  prophecy  and  wisdom  literature  with  special 
attention  being  given  to  exegetical  questions.   The  text  read 
varies  from  year  to  year.   Prerequisite:  Hebrew  21  or  equivalent. 
Alternate  years. 

Justification:   (1)  The  substance  of  these  four  courses  (two  from  Hebrew  and 

two  from  Greek)  is  not  properly  "intermediate"  (i.e.  a 
second  level  of  training  in  language  fundamentals  before 
taking  on  the  literature  itself) ;  rather  there  is  a  narro' 
focus  on  specific  areas  of  Old  and  New  Testament  research 
exegesis.   The  second  year  Greek  and  Hebrew  courses  are 
in  most  respects  cognate  with  the  literature  courses  in 
French,  German  and  Spanish  which  are  numbered  between  28 
and  47. 
(2)  The  proposed  changes  in  numbering  and  in  description  will 
make  it  possible  for  students  who  have  taken  the  second 
year  in  both  Greek  and  Hebrew  (a  total  of  8  units)  to 
receive  a  minor  in  Biblical  Languages.   Since  most  of 
these  courses  meet  daily,  the  actual  classroom  investment 
required  for  a  Biblical  Languages  minor  will  exceed  that 
required  for  some  college  majors.   We  feel  it  only  to 
offer  these  students  the  recognition  of  a  minor  for  their 
considerable  efforts. 


. 


Following  discussion  and  one  editorial  change,  the  motion  was  made,  seconded 
and  passed  with  no  dissenting  votes  to  add  Biology  49 — Biology  Colloquium  as 
a  new  departmental  requirement. 

1.  The  Biology  Department  proposes  the  following  course  addition: 

This  course  offers  the  student  a  chance  to  become  familiar  with  research 
in  the  Biological  Sciences  using  techniques  such  as  meeting  and  talking 
with  active  researchers,  reading  and  critically  analyzing  the  current 
literature,  and  discussing  the  ideas  and  methods  shaping  Biology.  Students 
will  be  required  to  read  and  analyze  scientific  papers,  actively  partici- 
pate in  discussions,  and,  in  the  senior  year,  present  the  results  of  a 
literature  survey  or  of  individual  research.   Students  majoring  in  this 
department  are  required  to  enroll  during  all  semesters  spent  on  campus  in 
the  Junior  and  Senior  years.   A  letter  grade  will  be  given  in  a  semester 
when  the  student  gives  a  lecture;  in  other  semesters  the  grade  will  be 
S/U.   Non-credit  course.   One  hour  per  week.   Prerequisites:   Biology 
majors  with  Junior  or  Senior  class  standing. 

Justification: 

The  addition  of  Biology  49,  Biology  Colloquium,  will  benefit  students  in  a 
number  of  ways  our  other  courses  do  not.   This  colloquium  would  allow  students 
to  gain  an  appreciation  for  the  research  currently  being  done  in  Biology. 
Critical  review  of  the  literature,  as  well  as  meeting  with  active  researchers, 
will  provide  students  with  more  than  the  subject  matter  of  Biology.   It  will 
give  them  an  insight  into  the  methods,  thought  processes  and  problem  solving 
techniques  that  are  the  basis  for  the  extension  of  our  current  knowledge.   In 
addition,  this  exposure  to  the  primary  literature  and  researchers  may  bring 
career  options  in  the  field  more  sharply  into  focus  for  many  students. 

The  required  presentation  in  the  senior  year  will  provide  students  with  a 
chance  to  share  the  results  of  individual  research  or  of  a  literature  survey. 
The  skills  used  in  researching  a  topic  and  giving  a  formal  talk  of  this  nature 
are  useful  tools,  not  only  in  the  sciences,  but  also  in  other  academic  en- 
deavors.  In  the  past  two  years  between  15  and  20%  of  the  graduating  Biology 
majors  at  Lycoming  have  presented  the  results  of  original  research  at  either 
the  Pennsylvania  Academy  of  Science  or  the  Eastern  Colleges  Science  Conference. 
This  course  would  provide  a  forum  in  which  to  present  such  talks  prior  to  more 
formal  presentations  at  regional  meetings. 

Finally,  a  biology  colloquium  provides  the  mechanism  for  the  synthesis  of 
information  gleaned  throughout  the  four  years  of  college  in  many  separate 
courses.  At  no  other  point  in  the  biology  curriculum  is  the  student  given 
an  opportunity  to  view  biological  research  from  outside  the  constructs  of 
particular  subdisciplines  covered  in  specific  courses.  We  feel  that  this 
colloquium  will  require  students  to  use  the  knowledge  gained  in  our  other 
courses  in  order  to  build  a  more  unified  view  of  biology. 

2.  The  Biology  Department  proposes  a  change  in  the  requirements  for  a  major 
in  biology  to  reflect  the  course  addition  above.   We  propose  to  make  the 
following  changes  (underlined)  in  the  statement  of  requirements  listed  in 
the  catalogue. 


"A  major  consists  of  eight  biology  courses  including  10-11,  21,  22,  23,  24, 

and  25 .   Juniors  and  seniors  majoring  in  biology  are  also  required  to 

register  for  Biology  49  (non-credit  colloquium)  during  all  semesters  spent 
on  campus.  " 

Justification: 

We  feel  that  the  benefits  of  the  Biology  Colloquium  listed  above  warrant  its 
inclusion  in  the  requirements  for  a  major  in  Biology.   A  survey  of  56  under- 
graduate universities  and  colleges  in  Pennsylvania  showed  that  79%  (44)  had  a 
seminar  course  listed  in  their  catalogue.   Of  those  schools,  70%  (31)  required 
the  course  for  a  major  in  Biology.   The  statistics  for  liberal  arts  schools  in 
the  same  size  class  as  Lycoming  (100-2000  students)  show  86%  (19  of  22)  have  a 
seminar  course  and  63%  of  those  schools  require  that  it  be  taken.   It  is  obviou; 
from  these  statistics  that  we  are  not  alone  in  feeling  this  course  is  of  great 
value  to  the  students  and  that  its  inclusion  as  a  departmental  requirement  is 
warranted. 

The  non-credit  colloquium  format  we  have  chosen  is  based  on  the  one  currently 
being  used  by  the  Department  of  Astronomy  and  Physics  (see  Astronomy  49  (cross- 
listed  as  Physics  49)  -  Astronomy  and  Physics  Colloquia) .   Discussions  with  tha- 
department  have  indicated  that  this  system  has  worked  well  at  Lycoming  College. 

Following  discussion,  and  with  several  editorial  changes,  a  motion  was  made, 
seconded  and  passed  with  no  negative  votes  to  include  the  Scholar  Require- 
ments for  the  B.S.N,  along  with  several  other  catalog  changes  for  the  Lycoming 
College  Scholar  Program. 

Lycoming  College  currently  grants  degrees  in  Bachelor  of  Arts  (B.A.), 
Bachelor  of  Fine  Arts  (B.F.A.),  and  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Nursing  (B.S.N.) . 
Because  of  the  differences  in  distribution  requirements  for  the  later  degree, 
a  clear  catalog  statement  for  students  to  complete  both  a  B.S.N,  and  parti- 
cipate in  the  Scholar  program  is  warranted. 

The  Lycoming  College  Scholar  Council  proposes  the  following  changes  in  the 
College  catalog: 

1.  Page  7:   delete  the  following: 


"Scholar  Program  -  Requirements  for  the  Scholar  Program  for  the 
B.S.N,  can  be  obtained  from  either  the  Scholar  Council  or  the 
Department  of  Nursing." 

2.  Page  18:   change  the  following  catalog  statement: 

"(Slightly  modified  requirements  exist  for  nursing  students  and 
students  in  the  cooperative  programs;  a  list  of  these  requirements 
can  be  obtained  from  the  Scholar  Council.)"; 

to  read: 

(Slightly  modified  requirements  exist  for  students  in  the  cooperative 
programs;  a  list  of  these  requirements  can  be  obtained  from  the  Scholar 
Council. ) 

3.  Page  18:   Add  following  heading  before  list  of  current  distribution 
requirements  of  Scholars: 

Scholar  Distribution  Requirements  for  students  in  BA  and  BFA  programs 


4.  Page  19:   Add  following  after  section  F: 

Scholar  Distribution  requirements  for  students  in  B.S.N,  program 

A.  English.   Same  as  for  B.A.,  B.F.A.  degree. 

B.  Mathematical  Science.   Same  as  for  B.A.  ,  B.F.A.  degree.   (Note 
that  the  Nursing  major  requires  Math  13  and  15.) 

C.  Philosophy /Religion.   Met  by  taking  Phil.  19  and  Rel.  20 
providing  that  in  each  course  the  student  write  an  additional 
paper  which  must  receive  a  grade  of  B  or  better. 

D.  Fine  Arts /Language.   Same  as  for  B.A.  ,  B.F.A.  Scholars. 

E.  Natural  Sciences.   Met  by  Bio  13,  Bio  14,  Bio  26  (required  for 
the  major) . 

F.  History/Social  Science.   Met  by  Psychology  10,  Psychology  17, 
(required  for  the  major)  and  1  course  in  Sociology  30  or  higher. 
(This  sociology  course  may  be  taken  in  lieu  of  the  introductory 
guided  elective  in  Sociology  for  the  B.S.N.) 

5.  Page  19:  add  following  heading  after  distribution  requirements  for 
B.S.N,  program  and  Section  G: 

All  Scholar  Students  must  complete  the  following: 

list  sections  G  -  K. 

Justification: 

This  proposal  allows  qualified  students  to  complete  both  the  modified 
distribution  requirements  of  the  B.S.N,  degree  and  take  advantage  of  the 
Lycoming  College  Scholar  Program.   Clear  statements  on  program  options 
are  necessary  for  proper  advising  of  students. 

D.  G.  Boerckel  made  a  friendly  amendment  to  the  Music  Proposal  under  Music  History 
#3  to  read: 

"The  Music  Department  recommends  that  nonmajors  select  courses  from 
the  following  list  to  meet  distribution  requirements:   Music  16,  17; 
Music  18,  19;  Music  13  or  Music  24  in  combination  with  16,  17,  18  or 
19." 

Following  a  second  and  discussion  the  amendment  was  passed  with  no  negative 
votes. 

Following  discussion  and  an  editorial  change  a  motion  was  made,  seconded  and 
passed  with  no  negative  votes  to  accept  the  following  proposed  course  changes 
from  the  Department  of  Music. 

The  full-time  faculty  in  the  department  of  music  has  completely  changed  in 
the  years  since  there  was  a  major  review  of  our  course  structure.   The 
following  proposals  are  designed  to: 

1.  strengthen  the  music  major  without  changing  the  number  of  courses 
required  (8  plus  ensemble  and  applied  music)  or  the  number  of  core 
courses  to  be  taken  by  every  music  major  (6) . 

2.  create  opportunities  for  more  advanced  work  in  electronic  and 
acoustic  composition  and  music  research. 


At  present,  music  majors  are  required  to  take  two  semesters  of  music  theory 
(Music  10,  11),  three  semesters  of  music  history  (music  17  plus  two  from 
Music  35,  36,  37,  38)  and  one  semester  of  electronic  music  (Music  22).   We 
propose  that  future  majors  be  required  to  take  four  semesters  of  music  theory 
(Music  10,  11,  20,  21)  and  a  two-semester  music  history  sequence  (Music  35 
(proposed)  and  36  (proposed)  replacing  Music  35,  36,  37,  38.) 

Other  changes  add  a  second  semester  of  composition,  a  new  course  stressing 
music  research,  and  a  modified  structure  for  courses  in  electronic  music. 

NEW  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  MAJOR 

1.  Page  44  sentence  2  under  Music  heading  will  read,  "A  minimum  of 
eight  courses  (exclusive  of  all  ensemble  and  applied  music  courses 
except  Music  46)  is  required,  and  these  must  include  Music  10,  11, 
20,  21,  35  and  36." 

2.  Delete  the  next  sentence  from  the  catalog  description,  which  reads, 
"Music  17  is  not  required  of  the  music  major  who  completes  Music  35, 
36,  37,  and  38." 

3.  Justification: 

B.A.  degrees  in  music  generally  require  at  least  four  semesters  of 
music  theory.   A  two-semester  music  history  sequence  would  be  more 
effective  than  the  system  currently  employed.   The  department 
continues  to  believe  that  electronic  music  is  a  significant  aspect 
of  contemporary  music,  but  we  recognize  that  its  study  is  not 
essential  for  some  of  our  majors.

The  development  of  musical  styles  and  forms  from  Gregorian 
chant  through  Mozart,  including  composers  from  the  medieval, 
Renaissance,  baroque  and  early  classical  eras. 

Prerequisite:  Music  10,  16,  or  17  or  consent  of  instructor. 

Music  36   History  of  Western  Music  II 

The  development  of  musical  styles  and  forms  from  Beethoven  to 
the  present,  including  composers  from  the  late  classical, 
romantic  and  modern  eras.

The  intensive  study  of  a  selected  area  of  music  literature, 
designed  to  develop  research  techniques  in  music.   The  topic 
is  announced  at  the  Spring  pre-registration.

Prerequisite:   Music  16,  17  or  21  or  consent  of  instructor. 

3.  Change  in  Course  Description: 

Music  17   Survey  of  Western  Music 

A  chronological  survey  of  music  in  Western  civilization  from 
the  Middle  Ages  to  the  present.   Composers  and  musical  styles 
are  considered  in  the  context  of  the  broader  culture  of  each 
major  era. 

4.  Justification 

Two-semester  sequences  in  music  history  are  quite  common  through  the 
nation.   The  main  advantage  of  this  option  over  our  present  arrange- 
ment is  that  it  is  more  efficient.   Music  36  (proposed)  requires 
Music  35  (proposed)  hence  no  review  is  necessary,  as  is  currently 
the  case.   It  also  ensures  that  music  majors  will  be  exposed  to  every 
important  era  of  music  history.   Music  45  (proposed)  will  enable  music 
literature  and  to  acquire  the  basic  skills  of  music  research.   It  may 
be  noted  that  both  art  and  theatre  departments  at  Lycoming  offer  two- 
semester  history  sequences  and  Theatre  40  is  similar  to  proposed 
Music  45.

Leading  figures  of  major  contemporary 
movements  in  music,  literature  and  the  visual  arts  and  their 
works  will  be  presented  and  discussed  in  relation  to  musical 
culture.   The  course  will  include  some  practical  exposure  to 
the  electronic  music  studio  and  recording  techniques.

studio  courses  and  projects.

Creative  writing  in  larger  vocal  and  instrumental  forms. 
Students  write  more  extended  works  in  order  to  develop  an 
individual  style  of  composition. 

Prerequisite:   Music  30  or  consent  of  instructor 
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3.  Change:   Music  30   Composition  to  Music  30   Composition  I 

Creative  writing  in  smaller  vocal  and  instrumental  forms. 
Students  identify  and  use  the  techniques  employed  by  major 
composers  of  the  20th  century. 

Prerequisite:   Music  11  or  consent  of  instructor. 

4.  Justification: 

1.  Experience  has  shown  that  one  semester  is  not  sufficient 
time  to  accomplish  both  mastering  basic  techniques  of 
composition  and  developing  an  individual  style. 

2.  Except  for  various  independent  studies,  Counterpoint 
(current  Music  40)  has  not  been  offered  as  a  course  since 
SPRING,  1977.   The  music  faculty's  current  feeling  is  that 
counterpoint  should  be  included  in  music  theory  courses. 

3.  A  second  course  in  composition  appears  to  be  more  appro- 
priate to  the  needs  of  a  liberal  arts  music  department 
than  does  a  course  as  specialized  as  counterpoint,  which 
emphasized  16th  century  modal  writing. 

II.   The  Chair  reminded  the  membership  that  the  next  meeting  of  the  G.C.A.A.  will 
be  held  on  February  18th  and  asked  that  they  carefully  read  prior  to  this 
meeting  the  proposals  from  C.D.C.  which  will  be  printed   in  the  Academic  Bulletin.

The  Department  of  Mathematical  Sciences  proposes  to  delete  references  to  hardware 
in  catalog  course  descriptions  and  to  make  references  to  software  used  in  labora- 
tory oriented  courses  more  informatory  in  format.

The  description  of  Computer  Science  15  would  then  read: 

15   INTRODUCTION  TO  COMPUTER  SCIENCE 

Introduction  to  programming  and  software  utilities.   Topics 
include  algorithms,  program  structure,  computer  configuration, 
memory  allocation,  and  an  exposure  to  application  packages. 
Laboratory  experience  is  included,  most  recently  using  OMSI  Pascal, 
the  MiniCalc  spreadsheet,  and  RUNOFF,  a  text  formatting  package. 
Prerequisite:  credit  for  or  exemption  from  Mathematics  5. 

26   PRINCIPLES  OF  ADVANCED  PROGRAMMING 

Principles  of  effective  programming,  including  structured 
programming,  stepwise  refinement,  assertion  proving,  style, 
debugging,  control  structure,  decision  tables,  finite  state 
machines,  recursion,  and  encoding.  Utilities  most  recently 
used  include  SVS  Pascal,  the  UNIX  operating  systems,  C,  and 
Shell  programming.  Prerequisite:  a  grade  of  C  or  better  in 
Computer  Science  15  or  consent  of  instructor. 

The  change  in  the  description  of  Mathematics  14  would  entail  the  replacement  of 
the  last  sentence: 

"Extensive  use  of  the  PDP  11/70  computer  and  the  BMDP  statistical 
package  is  made." 

by: 

"Extensive  use  of  a  statistical  package  is  made  (currently  BMDP)." 

Rationale: 

The  particular  software  and  hardware  utilities  used  in  these  courses  have  no  bearing 
on  the  academic  content,  concepts,  or  curricular  goals  of  these  courses.   The 
software  is  listed  for  informational  purposes  only.

REPORT  ON  RETENTION  —  PART  I 
Factors  Associated  with  Student  Retention 


NOTE:    This  is  the  first  of  a  three-part  preliminary  report  on  student  retention 
from  the  Retention  Coordinating  Committee.   Additional  reports  will  be 
sent  to  you  as  the  committee  proceeds  with  its  work.   The  committee, 
appointed  by  President  Blumer,  has  been  meeting  since  November  13  to 
study  student  retention/attrition  at  Lycoming  and  to  develop  recommenda- 
tions for  improving  our  student  retention  record.   Committee  members  are: 
Jack  Buckle;  Fred  Grogan,  Chairperson;  Joanne  Grunow;  Mary  Herring; 
Jack  Hollenback;  Bob  Maples;  Betty  Paris;  Shelley  Stevenson,  Class  of  1987; 
and  Brian  Watson,  Class  of  1985. 

Retention  of  students  is  desirable  to  both  the  student  and  the  college  when 
students'  academic  qualifications  permit  success  and  personal  characteristics  and 
values  match  those  of  the  college  community.   The  major  advantages  of  student  re- 
tention and  efforts  to  increase  student  retention  are: 

—  a  greater  likelihood  that  students  will  complete  their 
degree  within  a  four  to  five  year  period 

—  increased  student  satisfaction  with  college  life 

—  increased  sensitivity  to  student  needs  and  problems 

—  fewer  resources  dedicated  to  the  recruitment  of  new  students 

—  greater  knowledge  of  student  characteristics  that  contribute 
to  academic  success 


Studies  of  student  attrition  have  revealed  many  factors  associated  with  the 
likelihood  that  a  student  will  complete  college.   Astin  (1975)  identifies  the 
following  factors  contributing  to  increased  chance  of  graduation: 

Entering  Characteristics  Experiential  Factors 

good  high  school  grades  getting  good  grades  in  college 

plans  for  post-graduate  degrees    staying  single  (for  women) 
Jewish  parents  not  having  children

degree  of  fit  between  student  and 
college 
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A  study  by  the  American  College  Testing  Program  and  the  National  Center 
for  Higher  Education  Management  Systems  identified  positive  and  negative  factors 
associated  with  student  retention.   The  most  important  factors  are: 

Positive  Negative 

1.  Caring  attitude  of  faculty  1.  Inadequate  academic  advising 
and  staff  2.  Inadequate  curricular  offerings 

2.  High  quality  of  teaching  3.  Conflict  between  class  schedule 

3.  Adequate  financial  aid  and  job 

4.  Student  involvement  in  4.  Inadequate  financial  aid 
campus  life  5.  Inadequate  extracurricular  offerings 

5.  High  quality  of  advising  6.  Inadequate  counseling  support  systen 

These  factors  have  obvious  implications  for  the  types  of  attitudes,  programs,  and 
policies  that  can  lead  to  improved  retention.   We  believe  that  Lycoming  is  certainl 
on  the  right  track. 

Lycoming  does  not  currently  have  a  routine  system  of  comprehensive  data  collec 
and  analysis  that  compares  students  who  persist  to  graduation  and  those  who  leave, 
This  has  been  identified  by  the  Retention  Coordinating  Committee  as  our  first  prior 
for  action.  Data  are  currently  being  collected  and  analyzed  for  the  past  few  years 
The  college's  new  computer  and  accompanying  software  will  permit  routine,  systemati 
data  analysis  of  students  from  application  to  graduation  and  beyond. 

However,  the  college  has  surveyed  students  who  have  voluntarily  withdrawn  from 
the  college  since  1978.   These  surveys  have  shown  change  of  career  plans,  cost, 
personal  reasons,  "academic  quality",  and  financial  aid  to  be  the  factors  that 
students  most  often  identify  as  important  reasons  for  leaving  Lycoming.   We  also 
know  that  males  are  more  likely  than  females  to  leave  Lycoming  prior  to  graduation. 
Additional  factors  associated  with  retention  at  Lycoming  will  be  identified  as  our 
data  analysis  continues.   We  will  keep  you  informed  of  our  progress.

II.   Proposals  from  C.D.C. 


A.  After  discussion  the  following  was  moved  and  passed  with  no  dissenting 
votes : 

The  Department  of  Mathematical  Sciences  proposes  to  delete  references  to 
hardware  in  catalog  course  descriptions  and  to  make  references  to  software 
used  in  laboratory  oriented  courses  more  informatory  in  format.   The  course 
descriptions  affected  are  those  of  Computer  Science  15  and  26,  and 
Mathematics  14. 

The  description  of  Computer  Science  15  would  then  read: 

15   INTRODUCTION  TO  COMPUTER  SCIENCE 

Introduction  to  programming  and  software  utilities.   Topics 
include  algorithms,  program  structure,  computer  configuration, 
memory  allocation,  and  an  exposure  to  application  packages. 
Laboratory  experience  is  included,  most  recently  using  OMSI  Pascal, 
the  MiniCalc  spreadsheet,  and  RUNOFF,  a  text  formatting  package. 
Prerequisite:  credit  for  or  exemption  from  Mathematics  5. 

26   PRINCIPLES  OF  ADVANCED  PROGRAMMING 

Principles  of  effective  programming,  including  structured 
programming,  stepwise  refinement,  assertion  proving,  style, 
debugging,  control  structure,  decision  tables,  finite  state 
machines,  recursion,  and  encoding.   Utilities  most  recently 
used  include  SVS  Pascal,  the  UNIX  operating  system  and  shell 
programming.   Prerequisite:  a  grade  of  C  or  better  in  Computer 
Science  15  or  consent  of  instructor. 

The  change  in  the  description  of  Mathematics  14  would  entail  the  replacement 
of  the  last  sentence: 


"Extensive  use  of  the  PDP  11/70  computer  and  the  BMDP  statistical 
package  is  made." 


by: 


"Extensive  use  of  a  statistical  package  is  made  (currently  BMDP)." 
Rationale : 


The  particular  software  and  hardware  utilities  used  in  these  courses  have 
no  bearing  on  the  academic  content,  concepts,  or  curricular  goals  of  these 
courses.   The  software  is  listed  for  informational  purposes  only. 

B.   The  Writing  Across  the  Curriculum  proposal  was  presented  by  W.  Keig.   A 
number  of  questions  were  raised  including  1)  the  appropriateness  of  the 
proposal  for  all  distribution  courses,  most  particularly  studio  courses 
in  the  Fine  Arts;  and  2)  the  issue  of  academic  freedom  with  mandated 
requirements.   Following  a  very  lengthy  discussion  a  special  meeting 
was  called  for  February  25th  at  4:00  P.M.  to  further  consider  this 
proposal.

tion  of  the  Writing  Center.

The  Department  of  Accounting  proposes  the  following  catalogue  change: 

Substitute  the  following  preamble,  page  20  of  current  catalogue,  for  the 
present  statement. 

The  purpose  of  the  accounting  major  is  to  help  prepare  the  student  for  a 
career  within  the  accounting  profession.   The  major  has  two  tracks.   Track  I 
is  designed  for  students  whose  primary  interests  lie  in  the  financial  area  or 
public  accounting  and  provides  preparation  for  the  Certified  Public  Accountant 
Examination;  Tract  II  is  designed  for  students  with  an  interest  in  management 
accounting  and  provides  preparation  for  the  Certified  Management  Accountant 
Examination. 

Track  I  -  Financial  Accounting  requires:  Accounting  10,  20-21,  30,  41,  43,  45, 
Mathematics  13,  Computer  Science  15,  and  one  unit  to  be  selected  from  Account- 
ing 25,  26,  31,  42,  46,  47,  and  48  or  Internship.   Business  10  may  be  sub- 
stituted for  Accounting  10  if  a  student  changes  majors.   Duplicate  credit  will 
not  be  granted. 

Students  seeking  entry  into  the  public  accounting  field  are  advised  to  investi- 
gate the  professional  requirements  for  certification  in  the  state  in  which  they 
intend  to  practice  so  that  they  may  meet  all  educational  requirements  prior  to 
graduation.   All  majors  are  advised  to  enroll  in  Economics  10  and  11,  Business 
35,  36,  and  38,  and  one  of  the  following:  Business  33,  Economics  20,  or  37. 

Track  II  -  Management  Accounting  requires:  Accounting  10,  20-21,  30-31,  44, 
Mathematics  13,  Computer  Science  15,  Business  38-39,  and  40.   Students 
planning  to  sit  for  the  Certified  Management  Accountant  Examination  are  advised 
to  enroll  in  Economics  10-11;  Accounting  40,  41-42  43  and  a  one-half  unit 
(2  credits)  internship  during  the  fall  semester  of  the  senior  year  together  with 
Accounting  43  or  a  one-half  unit  (2  credits)  independent  study.   Business  10 
may  be  substituted  for  Accounting  10  if  a  student  changes  majors.

B.  Following  discussion  the  proposal,  as  amended,  was  passed.   The  amended 
version  now  reads  as  follows: 

The  Department  of  Accounting  proposes  the  following  catalogue  change: 

Substitute  the  following  preamble,  page  20  of  current  catalogue,  for  the 
present  statement. 

The  purpose  of  the  accounting  major  is  to  help  prepare  the  student  for  a 
career  within  the  accounting  profession.   The  major  has  two  tracks.   Track  I 
is  designed  for  students  whose  primary  interests  lie  in  the  financial  area  or 
public  accounting  and  provides  preparation  for  the  Certified  Public  Accountant 
Examination;  Track  II  is  designed  for  students  with  an  interest  in  management 
accounting  and  provides  preparation  for  the  Certified  Management  Accountant 
Examination. 

Track  I  -  Financial  Accounting  requires:  Accounting  10,  20-21,  30,  40,  41, 
43,  45,  Mathematics  13,  Computer  Science  15,  and  one  unit  to  be  selected  from 
Accounting  25,  26,  31,  42,  46,  47,  and  48  or  Internship.   Business  10  may  be 
substituted  for  Accounting  10  if  a  student  changes  majors.   Duplicate  credit 
will  not  be  granted. 

Students  seeking  entry  into  the  public  accounting  field  are  advised  to  investi- 
gate the  professional  requirements  for  certification  in  the  state  in  which  they 
intend  to  practice  so  that  they  may  meet  all  educational  requirements  prior  to  grs 
uation.All  Track  I  majorsare  advised  to  enroll  in  Economics  10  and  11,  Business 
35,  36,  and  38 ,  and  one  of  the  following:  Business  33,  Economics  20,  or  37. 

Track  II  -  Management  Accounting  requires:  Accounting  10,  20-21,  30-31,  44, 
Mathematics  13,  Computer  Science  15,  Business  38-39,  and  40.   All  Track  II 
majors  are  advised  to  enroll  in  Economics  10-11  and  Business  35-36.   Students 


planning  to  sit  for  the  Certified  Management  Accountant  Examination  are  advised 
to  enroll  in  Accounting  40,  41-42,  43  and  a  one-half  unit  (2  credits)  intern- 
ship during  the  fall  semester  of  the  senior  year  together  with  Accounting  43 
or  a  one-half  unit  (2  credits)  independent  study.   Business  10  may  be  substituted 
for  Accounting  10  if  a  student  changes  majors.   Duplicate  credit  will  not  be 
granted.

In  response  to  the  proposal  of  the  Plus/Minus  Grading  System,  the  Student 
Association  of  Lycoming  College  is  in  strong  favor  of  the  adoption  of  such 
a  grading  system  but  recommends  the  following  stipulations  to  be  added: 

SALC's  primary  concern  is  to  have  a  uniform  system  of  grading  that  is  fair  to 
all  students.   It  seems  a  little  absurd  to  allow  professors  to  determine  what 
numerical  value  constitutes  a  B+  or  B,  for  example.   SALC  realizes  that  our 
present  system  creates  a  curve.   But,  is  it  fair  for  two  students  both  with 
scores  of  88%  to  receive  two  different  letter  grades  of  B+  and  B  because  of 
the  professors'  option  to  determine  what  a  88  is?   Under  the  proposed  new 
system,  this  would  create  a  .67  difference  in  computing  the  students'  GPA.

The  system  would  improve  grade  differentiation,  particularly  in  those  disciplines 
and  courses  where  grades  are  typically  numerically  based. 

A  letter  from  SALC  expressed  strong  student  support  for  the  plus/minus  system. 

Last  year  Marshall  Raucci  was  contacted  for  information  and  reported  that  fresh^ 
men  have  no  preference  regarding  a  +/-  system  (only  one  out  of  ten  even  talk 
about  grading).   Transfers,  he  added,  are  often  familiar  with  +/-  systems  and 
find  them  to  be  fairer.   He  also  observed  that  colleges  often  change  to  a  +/- 
system;  he  knows  of  none  that  went  the  other  way. 

Upon  its  implementation,  all  Lycoming  students,  regardless  of  class  standing,  would 
begin  the  new  system.   All  transfers  would  begin  with  the  +/-  system. 

Grade  inflation  has  never  been  proven,  and  in  fact,  there  might  be  a  slight 
reduction  in  some  G.P.A.s.   (In  a  letter  from  Harwick  College,  the  registrar, 
D.C.  Marsh,  offered  the  following  observations:   "In  the  past,  we  have  found  that 
the  honest,  sincere,  but  slightly  dull  student  is  probably  penalized  by  the  +/- 
system.   He  ends  up  getting  a  lot  of  C-  grades  where  under  a  straight  C  system  he 
would  get  a  C.    Since  1967   the  only  change  that  we  have  made  is  that  we  don't 
include  F's  with  the  average.   Instead  we  figure  the  average  on  the  basis  of 
credits  completed  leaving  out  the  F's."). 

Although  a  selection  of  40  PA  colleges  and  universities  revealed  that  14  used  +/- 
and  26  did  not,  there  seems  to  be  no  advantage  to  remaining  with  this  kind  of 
majority;  institutions  using  the  +/-  system  include  Yale,  Dartmouth,  Pittsburgh, 
SUNY  Binghamton,  Hartwick,  Ursinus ,  Wilkes,  Dickinson,  and  Bucknell  (next  year). 

Since  a  new  computer  system  will  be  installed  at  Lycoming  College,  Mr.  Henninger 
has  suggested  we  include  the  +/-  alterations  with  the  installation  of  that  system. 
According  to  Tom,  this  procedure  would  be  the  most  cost  effective  (otherwise  we 
would  have  to  make  changes  in  a  system  which  would  soon  become  inoperative,  and 
we  would  also  lose  money  on  supplies  which  had  become  obsolete) .   Although  a 
target  date  has  not  yet  been  determined,  he  feels  it  would  be  reasonable  to 
assume  that  the  system  would  be  ready  by  the  Fall  of  1986. 

Writing  Across  the  Curriculum 

F.  Grogan  presented  a  revised  proposal  from  the  Committee  on  Writing  Across  the 
Curriculum.   He  responded  to  questions  regarding  feedback  from  the  Departments 
who  submitted  responses  to  the  nine  questions.   Discussion  followed. 

The  Dean  expressed  concern  about  III  C  1  since  she  felt  she  would  simply 
not  have  the  necessary  data  to  monitor  compliance  with  these  guidelines.   Following 
discussion,  a  motion  was  made  by  D.  Haley  and  seconded  by  E.  Jensen  to  amend  by 
substituting  the  following  sentence  for  the  second  sentence  in  II  C  1: 
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"The  Dean  of  the  College  and  the  Department  Chairs  will  work 
together  to  assist  faculty  in  meeting  these  guidelines." 

The  motion  to  amend  passed. 

A  motion  was  made  by  B.  Weaver  and  seconded  by  J.  Bogle  to  substitute  the  word 
"must"  for  the  word  should  in  IV  C  5.   The  sentence  would  then  read: 

"Enrollment  in  writing  intensive  courses  must  be  limited  to  25." 

Following  discussion  the  motion  to  amend  passed. 


It  was  moved  by  M.  Jo  and  seconded  by  H.  Berthold  to  postpone  consideration 
of  the  proposal.   The  motion  failed. 
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MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY 

LYCOMING  COLLEGE 

March  11,  1985 

Dr.  Blumer  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:08  P.M.  and  led  the  faculty  in  a  prayer 
of  thansgiving  for  the  heritage  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  recognition 
of  the  birthday  of  the  Commonwealth,  March  14. 

The  minutes  of  February  11,  1985  were  approved. 

The  secretary  reported  the  results  of  committee  elections  to  date  as  follows: 

Promotion  and  Tenure  Committee  —  David  Rife  (effective  Fall  1985). 

Personnel  Committee  (special  election  replacing  David  Rife  who  resigned  to 
take  a  sabbatical  leave)  Fred  Wild  (effective  immediately) . 

The  secretary  also  reported  receiving  a  thank  you  note  addressed  to  the  Faculty 
from  Bob  and  Pat  Zacarria  expressing  their  appreciation  for  the  dish  garden.

From  G.C.A.A. — Plus/Minus  Grading  System 

Dr.  Blumer  ruled  that  the  existance  of  a  grade  in  a  grading  system 
does  not  require  it  be  used. 

Dave  Haley  proposed  an  amendment  to  expand  the  plus/minus  sequence 
down  to  and  including  D-  with  no  F  plus  or  F  minus — only  F. 
The  motion  to  amend  passed. 

Dr.  Blumer  ruled  that  the  plus/minus  grading  system  would  be 
implemented  as  expeditiously  as  possible — as  late  as  Fall  1986 
(if  passed) . 

Dr.  Getchell  proposed  an  amendment  as  follows: 

"Although  the  college  allows  for  the  modification  of 
letter  grades  using  plus  and  minus,  no  instructor  is 
obligated  to  use  the  plus/minus  designation." 

The  motion  to  amend  passed. 

The  plus/minus  system  motion  from  G.C.A.A.  as  amended  then  passed. 

Subsequent  to  the  passage  of  the  motion,  the  quorum  was  challenged. 
Dr.  Blumer  ruled  that  a  quorum  did  not  exist. 

Bob  Falk  made  a  motion  to  table  the  amended  plus/minus  system  until  the 
next  faculty  meeting.   This  motion  passed. 

Because  a  quorum  was  ruled  not  to  exist,  the  additional  previously 
distributed  reports  were  postponed  until  the  next  meeting.

Sections  III  -  IV  provide 
implementation  of  Sections  I  and  II.   Sections  I  through  VII  should 
be  included  in  the  Faculty  Handbook  as  Appendix  100.11.   If  adopted 
this  year  the  program  can  be  introduced  during  the  1986  Fall 
semester.   At  that  time  all  courses  offered  for  distribution  credit 
would  have  to  include  a  minimal  writing  requirement  (see  Section 
III).   Writing  intensive  courses  would  need  to  be  introduced  In  Fall,] 
1987.   All  freshmen  enrolling  In  Fall,  1986  or  later  and  all  transfer 
students  enrolling  for  Fall,  1987  or  later  would  be  subject  to  the 
program  requirements  (Section  II). 


I.   PURPOSE 


The  Lycoming  College  Writing  Across  the  Curriculum  Program  has  been 
developed  in  response  to  the  conviction  that  writing  skill  promotes  intel- 
lectual growth  and  is  a  hallmark  of  the  educated  person.   The  program  has 
therefore  been  designed  to  achieve  two  major,  interrelated  objectives: 

1)    to  enhance  student  learning  in  general  and  subject  mastery  in 
particular,  and 
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2)    to  develop  students'  abilities  to  communicate  clearly, 
[n  this  program  students  are  given  opportunities  to  write  in  a  variety  of 
ontexts  and  in  a  substantial  number  of  courses,  in  which  they  receive  faculty 
juidance  and  reinforcement. 


I.  PROGRAM  REQUIREMENTS 

In  order  to  graduate  from  Lycoming  all  students  must  complete  the 
following  writing  requirements; 

A.  English  5,  Developmental  English,  or  exemption  from  the  course. 

B.  English  6,  Composition,  or  exemption  from  the  course. 

C.  A  writing  component  in  all  distribution  courses  completed  at 
Lycoming . 

D.  Two  courses  designated  as  wr iting- in  tens ive ,  or  "W"  courses. 

1)  Successful  completion  of  English  6  is  a  prerequisite  for 
enrollment  in  writing-intensive  courses. 

2)  All  courses  designated  "W"  are  numbered  20  or  above. 

3)  Each  student  must  complete  one  "W"  course  from  among  those 
offered  by  the  major  department,  or,  with  departmental  approval j 
from  a  related  department.   The  other  "W"  course  completed  must 
be  from  a  department  other  than  the  major  department.   In  the 
case  of  students  with  multiple  majors,  one  "W"  course  must  be 
completed  from  one  of  those  majors.   The  second  course  may  be 
taken  in  one  of  the  student's  other  majors. 

4)  Students  should  take  one  "W"  course  during  the  sophomore  year 
and  one  during  the  junior  year  --  though  other  sequences  are 
possible  and  may  in  certain  circumstances  be  advisable. 
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III.   WRITING  IN  DISTRIBUTION  COURSES 


Requirements 


Each  distribution  course  must  include  a  writing  component.   In 
preparing  the  writing  component  the  instructor  is  expected  to  follow 


these  quidelines: 

1)  Writing  must  be  viewed  as  a  tool  for  learning,  a  means  of 
helping  the  student  master  a  subject; 

2)  At  least  ten  pages  of  writing  must  be  produced  by  each 
student  during  a  given  semester;  and 

3)  Writing  assignments  must  be  varied  (at  least  two  types  of 
assignments,  e.g.  from  lab  reports,  policy  papers,  lecture 
summaries)  and  some  of  them  must  be  formally  evaluated  for 
writing  by  the  instructor. 

These  guidelines  are  intentionally  flexible;  the  way  in  which  they 

are  observed  will  vary  according  to  discipline  and  methodology. 

Recommendations 

Each  distribution  course  instructor  is  encouraged  to: 

1)  Devise  tests  that  enable  learning  through  writing.   Such 
examinations  should  seek  to  expand  the  student's  cognitive 
and  analytical  skills.   But,  please  note:   this  does  not 
mean  that  all  exams  must  call  for  essay  responses; 

2)  Reserve  classroom  and  office  time  to  help  students  with 
their  writing  assignments;  and 

3)  Devise  strategies  to  Involve  students  in  a  variety  of 
informal  modes  of  writing  (such  as  journal-keeping,  spot 
writing,  and  similar  exercises  that  need  not  be  formally 
evaluated  or  even  collected). 
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*     4)    Utilize  the  Writing  Committee  and  Writing  Center  for 
assistance  in  developing  and  implementing  the  course 
writing  components. 
C.    Implementation  and  Evaluation 

1)  All  faculty  teaching  distribution  courses  are  expected  to 
follow  the  guidelines  in  III  A,  above.   The  Dean  of  the 
College  and  the  department  chairs  will  work  together  to 
assist  faculty  in  meeting  the  guidelines. 

2)  The  Writing  Committee  and  Writing  Center  staff  will  be 
available  to  assist  faculty  in  meeting  the  writing 
component  requirements  and  recommendations. 

3)  Faculty  will  be  requested  to  evaluate  briefly,  on  a  form  to 
be  provided  by  the  Writing  Committee,  their  experiences 
with  writing  as  a  tool  for  learning  in  their  courses . 


LV.   WRITING-INTENSIVE  COURSES 


Criteria  for  Designation  of  Wrl ting- In  tens ive  Courses 
Writing-intensive  courses  are  the  central  component  of  the  Writing 
Across  the  Curriculum  Program.   These  are  upper-division  courses 
(numbered  20  or  above)  that  give  special  emphasis  to  the  development 
of  effective  writing  within  a  given  discipline.   Instructors  in  all 
wri ting- in  tensive  coures  must: 

1)    Allocate  a  significant  portion  of  class  time  to  writing  and 
writing  instruction;  and 
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2)    Assign  and  evaluate  at  Least  ten  pages  of  formal  writing 
and  at  least  fifteen  pages  of  informal  writing  (journals, 
class  exercises,  practice  writing,  rough  drafts,  essay 
exams,  etc.)  per  student. 
B.    Procedure  for  Offering  a  Wri ting- Intensive  Course 

1.    Departments  wishing  to  offer  wr iting- in  tensive  courses  must 
submit  to  the  Writing  Committee  a  course  description  that 
clearly  indicates  how  the  writing  component  relates  to  the 
objectives  of  the  course.   The  course  description  should  also 
indicate : 

a)  The  approximate  number  and  suggested  length  of  formal  and 
informal  writing  assignments;  and 

b)  The  extent  to  which  class  time  will  be  devoted  to  writing 
(e.g.  time  allotted  to  the  making  of  writing  assignments 
and  to  their  discussion  after  they  have  been  returned;  time 
allotted  to  preparation  for  taking  essay  exams  and  to  their 
discussion  after  they  have  been  returned,  etc.). 

2)    Individual  faculty  members  who  teach  writing-intensive  courses 
must: 

a)  Have  Completed  the  introductory  training  (approximately  11 
hours)  for  the  teaching  of  "W"  courses;  and 

b)  Agree  to  incorporate  into  the  course  a  procedure  for 
evaluating  the  effectiveness  of  its  writing  component  and 
to  make  the  results  of  this  evaluation  available  to  the 
Writing  Committee.  (The  Writing  Committee  will  make 
available  evaluation  models,  which  may  be  adapted  according 
to  need . ) 
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C.    Writing-Intensive  Course  Regulations 

1)  All  college  departmental  and  inter-departmental  majors  are 
responsible  for  providing  "W"  course  spaces  needed  by  student 
majors.   This  means  either  providing  an  adequate  number  of 
wri ting- in  tens ive  courses  in  the  major  or  negotiating  with 
related  departments  to  accommodate  students. 

2)  Courses  offered  as  writing-intensive  must  NOT  result  in  an 
increase  of  major  or  distribution  requirements  for  students. 

3)  All  students  who  enroll  in  a  "W"  course  are  expected  to  complete 
the  writing  requirements  of  that  course  and  receive  a  "W"  on  the 
transcript  (e.g.,  History  28W) . 

4)  The  approval  of  "W"  courses  is  made  by  the  Writing  Committee 
(see  Section  IV  B,  above). 

*  5)    Enrollment  in  writing  intensive  courses  must  be  limited  to  25. 

THE  WRITING  COMMITTEE 


The  Writing  Committee  shall  promote  an  awareness  and  appreciation  of 
writing  as  a  tool  for  learning  throughout  the  college  community.   The 
committee  also  will  provide  oversight  and  implementation  of  the  Writing 
Across  the  Curriculum  Program.   In  approving  the  writing  component  in 
*  writing  intensive  courses,  the  committee  may  grant  exceptions  to 
published  guidelines  and  criteria  (Section  *  IV).   The  committee  will 
notify  the  Faculty  of  such  exceptions  at  least  annually.   Exceptions  to 
program  requirements  for  students  will  be  considered  in  the  ususal  way,  by 
appeal  to  the  Academic  Standing  Committee. 
A.    The  committee's  specific  functions  include: 

1)    Inform  faculty  and  students  about  the  enhancement  of  learning 

that  writing  provides  in  general  and  in  specific  subject  areas. 
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2)  Improve  competencies  in  teaching  and  evaluating  writing  among 
faculty  through  workshops,  the  distribution  of  printed  matter, 
and  the  like. 

3)  Establish,  for  faculty  approval,  specific  criteria  that  must  be 
met  for  distribution  courses  and  writing-intensive  courses. 

4)  Determine  which  courses  qualify  as  *  wr iting- in  tensive  courses. 
(Courses  meeting  established  criteria  cannot  be  disqualified  by 
the  commi  ttee . ) 

5)  Recommend  procedures  for  evaluating  the  effectiveness  of  the 
program. 

6)  Work  with  appropriate  faculty  and  administrators  in  developing 
grant  support  for  the  writing  program. 

7)  Serve  as  an  advisory  committee,  in  consultation  with  the  Dean  o 
the  College,  for  the  development  and  implementation  of  a  wrltin 
center  and/or  other  efforts  designed  to  promote  writing  skills. 

B.    Composition  of  the  Committee; 

The  Writing  Committee  will  be  composed  of  eight  (8)  people, 
including  the  Dean  or  Assis tan t/ Associa te  Dean  of  the  College,  an 
individual  charged  with  professional  direction  of  a  writing  center 
and/or  faculty  training,  and  two  faculty  members  from  each  of  the 
three  departmental  groupings  listed  below: 

I.  Art,  English,  Foreign  Languages,  History,  Music,  Philosophy, 
Religion,  and  Theatre 

II.  Accounting,  Business  Administration,  Economics,  Education,  Mass 
Communication,  Political  Science,  Psychology,  and 
Sociology/ Anthropology 

III.  Astronomy/Physics,  Biology,  Chemistry,  Mathematical  Sciences, 
and  Nursing 
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A  member  of  the  Library  facuLty  will  serve  as  a  liaison  to  the 
Writing  Committee  on  topics  of  mutual  concern. 

The  representatives  will  be  selected  by  the  Dean  of  the  College 
in  consultation  with  the  Committee.   Members  shall  serve  terms  of 
three  years;  however,  to  provide  for  continuity  two  members  of  the 
initial  committee  should  be  appointed  for  one-year  terms  and  two 
should  be  appointed  for  two-year  terms.   No  department  may  be 
represented  by  more  than  one  group  member  on  the  committee. 
(Initially,  the  committee  that  developed  this  program  will  serve  in  a 
consultative  capacity  until  the  Writing  Committee  is  formed.) 


EVALUATION 


To  determine  the  effectiveness  of  the  Writing  Across  the  Curriculum 
Program,  the  Writing  Committee  will  evaluate  it  biennially  beginning  in 
1988-89.   The  results  of  these  evaluations  will  be  reported  to  the 
f acul ty . 

II.     THE  WRITING  CENTER 

A  "Writing  Center"  will  be  established  to  support  the  objectives  and 
requirements  of  the  Writing  Across  the  Curriculum  Program.   This  center 
will  provide  the  following  functions: 

assist  faculty  in  the  development  of  writing  instruction  skills; 

assist  students  in  the  development  of  writing  skills; 

train  peer  tutors  to  assist  with  writing  Instructions; 

serve  as  a  resource  to  the  Writing  Committee. 
Initially  the  Writing  Center  will  be  developed  and  directed  by  a  part-time 
d  irec  tor . 
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VIII.   AMENDMENT 


Amendments  to  the  Writing  Across  the  Curriculum  Program  may  be 
made  according  to  the  standard  procedure  for  approval  of  curricular 
changes  (review  by  Curriculum  Development  Committee,  GCAA,  and  Faculty 
passage).   In  addition,  all  amendments  should  be  reviewed  with  the  Writing 
Committee  before  submission  to  the  Curriculum  Development  Committee.

As  many  of  you  are  aware  the  Reagan  Administration  has  requested 
$2.3  billion  less  in  student  financial  aid  for  FY  86  than  the  adjusted 
FY  85  level.  The  major  effect  of  this  cut  would  be  felt  in  1986-87; 
and  although  I  do  not  feel  Congress  will  approve  the  proposed  budget 
as  presented,  it  is  important  for  the  educational  community  to  show 
support  for  reasonable  compromises.  I  am  therefore  asking  that  if  you 
feel  comfortable  with  it  that  you  write  a  letter  to  your  Congressman 
asking  for  reasonable  financial  aid  budget  compromises. 

Following  is  an  analysis  of  the  effect  some  of  the  major  financial 
aid  budget  proposals  would  have  on  Lycoming  students  using  1984-85  data. 

Proposal:  All  students  from  families  with  Adjusted  Gross  Incomes  above 
$25,000  would  be  ineligible  for  federal  grants  (PELL  and  SEOG),  NDSL, 
and  CWS. 

Effect:   PELL:  42  students  would  lose  $23,075 

(29  have  family  incomes  between  $25,000  &  $29,999) 
SEOG:  1  student  would  lose  $1,000 
CWS  :  84  students  would  lose  $57,830 
NDSL:  85  students  would  lose  $98,400 

Note:  For  income  over  $25,000  the  major  effect  would  be  felt  in  work 
and  loan  (ie.,  self  help)  not  in  gift  aid. 

Proposal:  Students  whose  families  have  income  over  $32,500  would  not 
be  eligible  for  the  Guaranteed  Student  Loan  Program. 

Effect:  301  students  would  lose  $649,676. 

Proposal:  No  student,  regardless  of  income,  number  in  college,  etc., 
could  receive  more  than  $4,000  in  Federal  aid  (ie.,  PELL,  SEOG,  CWS, 
NDSL,  or  Guaranteed  Student  Loan). 

Effect:  136  students  would  lose  $132,882  in  "excess"  aid. 

Following  is  a  breakdown  of  the  136  students  by  amount  received. 
Total  income  includes  taxable  plus  untaxed  income  such  as  social  security, 
married  deduction,  unemployment  compensation,  IRS  and  KEOUGH  payments, 
untaxed  portions  of  capital  gains,  clergy  housing  substance,  etc.

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PROPOSAL 

We  propose  3  minor  in  Women's  Studies  to  be  made  up  of  four 

courses! 

Women  in  History  (History  32) 
Women  in  Literature  (English  34) 
Psychology  of  Women  (Psychology  41) 
Women  in  Art  (Art  39) 

With  approval  of  the  coordinator*  one  of  the  four  courses  may  be 
satisfied  either  with  an  independent  studies  project  or  with  a 
special  seminar  to  be  offered  on  an  irregular  basis  by  interested 
faculty.  Some  of  the  possible  options  for  a  special  seminar  are 
Women  in  Religion*  Women  in  Business *  Women  in  the  Professions* 
and  Women  in  Film.  Whether  the  student  chooses  to  do  the 
Independent  Studies  or  a  special  seminar*  she  or  he  will  be 
reouired  to  write  an  extensive  research  paper  which  will  be 
subject  to  review  by  the  Women's  Studies  Committee.*  To  receive 
credit  for  a  minor  in  Women's  Studies*  a  student  must  maintain  3t 
least  a  2.0  average  in  courses  taken  for  that  minor. 

RATIONALE 

As  indicated  in  the  preface?  the  primary  reason  for  ldentifyms  a 
minor  in  Women's  Studies  at  Lycoming  is  the  twofold  fact  that*  for 
the  most  part*  the  courses  exist*  and  students  often  take  two  or 
more  of  them  already*  establishing  a  minor  in  this  area  of 
concentration  provides  a  means  by  which  we  can  acknowledse  students 
for  taking  these  courses.  The  only  course  which  is  beins  added  to 
form  the  core  of  the  minor  is  Women  in  History.  The  committee  feels 
that  knowledge  of  the  history  of  women  is  essential  to  any 
concentrated  study  which  we  would  be  willing  to  call  a  minor  in 
Women's  Studies.  Although  the  course  will  have  to  be  3dded  to  the 
curriculum  and  initially  offered  as  a  team-taught  course*  the  two 
professors  involved  here — John  Piper  and  Richard  Morris--h3ve  both 
agreed  to  develop  the  course  and  offer  it  in  spring*  1986.   With 
this  basis  in  history*  the  core  curriculum  of  art*  literature*  and 
psychology  courses  provides  a  very  respectable  Women's  Studies  hi  nor 
equivalent  to  any  number  of  similar  programs  across  the  country. 
The  additional  reouirement  of  an  extensive  research  project  in  the 
student's  own  area  of  interest  provides  an  opportunity  for 
students  to  apply  general  knowledge  acauired  in  the  core  courses  to 
their  specific  career  or  professional  interest  and  insists  that  they 
develop  research  skills  appropriate  for  the  academic  discipline  of 
Women's  Studies. 

The  rationale  for  women's  studies  programs  in  general*  whether 
undergraduate  major  or  minor  or  graduate*  is  familiar  by  now!  to 
include  in  the  curriculum  studies  which  have  traditionally  been 
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excluded  from  it.   In  addition  to  that  central  reason*  other  reasons 
have  emerged*  actually  as  a  result  of  the  development  of  such 
programs.  Carolyn  Heilbrun*  for  example?  argues  that  women's  studies 
has  given  "new  life"  to  scholarship  and  teaching  in  the  humanities 
because  it  reouires  that  we  examine  old  texts  with  "new"  eyes!  the 
development  of  an  entirely  new  area  of  historical  research*  labeled 
"Women's  History*"  reveals  the  validity  of  Heilbrun's  assessment  as 
it  applies  to  academe.**   Further*  people  in  business  and  the 
professions  have  argued  the  value  of  women's  studies  as  a  means  of 
developing  sensitivity  to  others.  Because  of  the  focus  on  women 
within  a  context  and  women  in  relation  to  others*  this  assessment 
makes  good  sense. 

IMPACT 

Since  three  of  the  courses  are  already  taught  on  a  reaular 
basis*  the  only  impact  to  the  curriculum  resulting  from  a  Women's 
Studies  minor  will  be  the  addition  of  Women  in  History.   Discussion 
with  Professors  Piper  and  Morris  affirms  that  there  will  be  no 
noticeable  effect  on  their  department's  program  from  the  addition  of 
this  alternate-year  course.  The  fourth-course  requirement  will  have 
no  impact  on  the  curriculum  since  it  can  be  fulfilled  by  an 
Independent  Studies*  the  option  of  a  special  seminar  will  be 
available  only  when  a  faculty  member  chooses  to  offer  it* 
presumably  when  it  would  not  affect  his  or  her  regular  schedule. 


*  While  the  original  committee  is  made  up  of  those  individuals 
who  met  to  design  a  minor  in  Women's  Studies*  the  committee  in  the 
future  will  also  include  other  faculty  who  are    directly  involved  in 
teaching  women's  studies  courses. 


**  The  fall  1984  PMLA  Directory  identifies  approximately  450

Dr.  Blumer  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:03  P.M.  and  led  the 
faculty  in  prayer. 

The  minutes  of  April  1,  1985  were  approved. 

Order  of  the  Day: 

Charles  Getchell  was  reappointed  as  parliamentarian. 
Eldon  Kuhns  was  reelected  as  faculty  secretary. 

Old  Business: 

The  following  proposals  from  G.C.A.A.  were  approved: 

1.  New  Course  -  Women  in  History 

2.  New  Minor   -  Women  Studies 

New  Business: 

A  motion  was  passed  to  defer  the  selection  of  a  new  faculty 
meeting  time  and  place  until  the  next  faculty  meeting.   It 
was  decided  that  the  next  meeting  would  be  at  4:40  P.M. 

Administrative  Reports: 

Dean  Van  Marter  requested  departmental  chairs  to  introduce 
the  new  members  of  their  departments. 

Bruce  Hurlbert  reported  on  improvements  in  AV  and  Video 
services .

President  Blumer  congratulated  Bruce  Hurlbert,  Richard

(1)  Accept  a  system  of  deductibles  and  copayments  to 
contain  the  cost  of  premiums  in  return  for  a 
guarantee  from  the  college  to  continue  institutional 
contributions  at  current  levels. 

(or) 

(2)  Pay  for  all  future  increases  in  premiums  yourselves 
(for  both  employees  and  dependents  in  the  plan).

SUBJECT:      GUIDELINES  FOR  PROPOSING  CURRICULAR  CHANGE 

The  Bylaws  of  the  Faculty  (Article  VI,  2,2)  charge  the  Committee 
on  Curriculum  Development  with  responsibility  for  dealing  with 
curricular  changes.   All  Changes  in  the  curriculum  as  listed  in 
the  Lycoming  Catalog  (including  those  thought  to  be  minor)  are  to 
be  considered  by  this  committee  and,  where  appropriate, 
recommended  for  further  action  by  the  General  Committee  on 
Academic  Affairs  and  the  Faculty,  which  has  authority  to  effect 
changes  in  the  curriculum  of  the  College. 

Curriculum  changes  may  be  submitted  by  anyone,  but  it  is 
recommended  that  proposals  for  curriculum  change  first  be 
discussed  with  the  relevant  departments  and  student  advisory 
groups.   Proposers  of  change  are  referred  to  the  Faculty  Hand- 
book's Section  5.14  on  "Curricular  Changes." 

Changes  may  be  submitted  to  the  committee  at  any  time,  but 
changes  to  be  incorporated  in  the  next  catalog  and  Fall  schedule 
should  be  in  committee  hands  by  December  1,  1985.   All  proposals 
(originals  plus  fifteen  copies)  are  to  be  submitted  to  Roger 
Shipley,  Chair,  Committee  on  Curriculum  Development,  Fine  Arts 
Building.   All  proposals  will  receive  prompt  attention  and 
response. 

To  facilitate  review  of  each  curricular  proposal,  the  committee 
asks  that  the  following  information  be  included: 

1.  Current  Catalog  Entry  (if  applicable).   The  exact  catalog 
entry  where  proposed  change  or  changes  are  to  take  place. 

2.  New  or  revised  catalog  entry.   The  exact  description  of 
what  is  to  be  placed  in  the  catalog,  and  where  it  will  be 
placed.   It  is  important  that  proposals  submitted  be 
clear  and  organized  in  a  manner  that  makes  them  catalog 
ready. 


Justi  f icat ion .   This  may  include,  but  is  not  limited  to, 
response  to  these  questions:   How  will  the  attractiveness 
of  the  curriculum  be  affected?   Which  students  will 
benefit  from  this  change?

PROPOSAL 

The  Department  of  Mathematical  Sciences  proposes  that  the 
number  of  each  catalog  course  be  converted  into  a  three-digit 
number.   The  statement  in  the  Curriculum  section  of  the 
catalogue,  which  immediately  precedes  the  course  descriptions 
(p.  21  in  the  current  catalogue) ,  would  be  changed  to  read  as 
follows : 

Numbers  001-099  Remedial  courses 

Numbers  100-179  Freshman  level  courses 

Numbers  200-279  Sophomore  level  courses 

Numbers  300-379  Junior  level  courses 

Numbers  400-479  Senior  level  courses 

Numbers  180-189,  280-289,  380-389,  480-489  Non-catalogue  courses 

(offered  on  a  limited  basis) 
Numbers  190-199,  290-299,  390-399,  490-499  Independent  Studies, 

Independent  Studies  for  Departmental  Honors,  and  Internships 

[The  examples  of  courses  in  sequence  and  courses  not  in  sequence, 
which  follow  immediately  in  the  catalogue,  would  of  course  be 
adjusted  in  an  obvious  fashion  once  the  renumbering  was 
complete. ] 

IMPLEMENTATION 

Each  department  would  be  responsible  for  renumbering  its  courses 
according  to  the  guidelines  in  the  proposed  catalogue  statement. 
If  this  proposal  is  approved  by  the  faculty,  the  committee  will 
request  that  departments  submit  their  course  numbers  to  CDC  for 
review  for  consistency.   CDC  will  have  the  authority  to  make  the 
final  approval  in  consultation  with  the  appropriate  department. 
Since  the  numbers  for  most  courses  at  present  are  between  1  and 
49,  an  easy  formula  to  make  the  change  would  be  for  each 
department  to  multiply  the  present  course  number  by  10  and  then 
make  the  necessary  adjustments  for  remedial  courses,  sequential 
courses,  etc.  The  change  would  be  implemented  along  with  the 
changeover  of  the  Registrar's  Office  from  the  PDP  11/70  to  the 
new  Prime  computer  (anticipated  at  Preregistration  in  the  spring 
of  1986) . 

RATIONALE 

In  our  department  it  has  become  impossible  to  choose  a  number  for 
a  new  course  which  is  not  currently  in  use  and  which  still 
reflects  the  prerequisite  or  sequential  relationship  of  that 
course  to  other  course  offerings  in  the  department.   The  new 
numbering  system  would  correspond  closely  with  that  used  by  many 
colleges.

The  County  officials  have  asked  everyone  to  help  conserve 
water,  and  have  asked  high  water  users,  such  as  institutions  and  industries,  to  make  a 
special  effort  in  this  time  of  need.   One  of  the  greatest  uses  of  water  in  institutions 
and  industries  is  washing  of  linens,  personal  showers,  and  mechanical  waste. 

In  cooperation  with  this  request  from  County  officials,  Lycoming  College  has  agreed  to  do 
its  part  in  helping  reduce  the  consumption  of  water  during  this  critical  period  by   seeing 
that  all  malfunctioning  equipment  is  repaired  as  quickly  as  possible,  and  to  request  that 
showers  be  reduced  by  shortening  the  length  of  time  spent  showering. 

Special  equipment  has  been  installed  in  showers,  urinals,  and  commodes,  and  air 
conditioning  has  been  reduced  to  run  in  peak  times.

Order  of  the  Day: 

A  motion  was  made  and  passed  to  postpone  selection  of  a 
faculty  meeting  time  and  location  until  more  faculty  members 
arrived  at  the  meeting. 

Secretary's  Report: 

Eldon  Kuhns  reported  the  receipt  of  a  thank-you  note 
addressed  to  the  faculty  from  Bob  and  Amy  Falk  expressing 
their  appreciation  for  the  baby  gift. 

Administrative  Reports: 

Dr.  Blumer  reported  on  the  following  items: 

1.  He  thanked  Charlie  Getchell  and  all  others  who  helped 
make  the  United  Way  campaign  so  successful. 

2.  A  proposed  change  in  the  tuition  remission  would 
eliminate  the  "financial  dependency"  criteria 
required  for  children.   Under  the  new  proposal,  a 
child  would  qualify  for  the  program  up  to  the  age  30 
regardless  of  financial  consideration.

3.  He  reported  on  the  financial  progress  that  Lycoming 
College  has  experienced  in  the  last  ten  years.   He 
provided  several  statistics  based  upon  a  study  by 
Cambridge  Associates,  an  investment  counselor  group, 
that  ranked  various  colleges  and  universities 
according  to  desirable  financial  characteristics. 
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Lycoming  College  was  included  in  the  study  and 
demonstrated  unexpected  strength  in  most  areas 
evaluated.   Dr.  Blumer  indicated  that  much  of  the 
credit  for  the  College's  financial  progress  was 
attributable  to  cooperation  by  the  faculty.

I.  Proposal  to  eliminate  Art  24,  American  Art  of  the  18th  and  19th 

centuries,  and  include  this  course's  material  in  two  existing 
courses,  No.  33:  19th  Century  European  Art  and  No.  32,  American  Art 
of  the  20th  Century. 

ART  24— AMERICAN  ART  OF  THE  18th  and  19th  CENTURIES 

Current  Catalog  Description:  The  development  of  the  arts  in 
America  from  Colonial  times  through  the  19th  Century;  from  the 
unknown  folk  artist  to  popular  artists  such  as  Winslow  Homer  and 
Thomas  Eakins. 

JUSTIFICATION 

The  developments  of  American  art  in  the  18th  and  19th  centuries  are 
best  understood  against  the  background  of  artistic  developments  in 
European  art  of  theses  centuries.   In  many  instances,  American 
artists  follow  the  path  laid  out  by  the  Europeans;  where  the  Ameri- 
cans are  innovators,  their  contributions  usually  have  resonating 
background  in  parallel  developments  in  Europe.  By  redisbributing 
the  material  in  the  18th  and  19th  centuries,  the  art  department 
would  be  able  to  add  a  course  without  changing  the  content  offered 
to  its  majors.   See  below. 

II.  Proposal  to  change  the  description  of  the  following  courses: 

A.  ART  33 — 19TH  CENTURY  EUROPEAN  ART 

Current  Catalog  Description:  Emphasis  on  painting,  sculpture,  and 
architecture  of  Western  Europe  from  1760  to  1900,  including  the 
work  of  late  18th-century  artists  David  and  Goya  and  19th-century 
developments  from  Romanticism  through  Post-Impressionism. 

New  Proposed  Catalogue  Description:   19th  Century  European  and 
American  Art. 

The  art  of  Western  Europe  and  the  United  States  from  1780-1900, 
with  emphasis  on  painting  in  France.  Those  artists  to  be  studied 
include  David,  Goya,  Delacroix,  Courbet,  The  Impressionists,  Turn- 
er, Homer,  Cole  and  Eakins. 

JUSTIFICATION:   given  in  I  above. 

B.  Art  32— American  Art  of  the  20th  Century 

Current  Catalog  Description:  Painting,  sculpture,  and  architecture 
in  the  United  States  from  1900  to  the  present  with  emphasis  on 
developments  of  the  1950 's  and  1960's:  an  inquiry  into  the  meaning 
and  historical  roots  of  contemporary  art.

The  art  of  the  United  States  from  about  1880  to  the  present,  with 
emphases  on  the  innovations  of  Americans  in  painting,  sculpture  and 
architecture,  and  on  the  meaning  and  historical  roots  of  contempo- 
rary art.

C.  ART  34— ART  OF  THE  RENAISSANCE 

Current  Catalog  Description:  Painting,  sculpture,  and  architecture 
in  Italy  and  the  Northern  countries  from  the  late  13th  century 
through  the  early  16th  century.  Artists  include  Giotto,  Donatello, 
Alberti,  Leonardo  de  Vinci,  Michelangelo,  Van  Eyck,  Durer,  and 
Bruegel . 

New  Proposed  Catalog  Description:  Art  of  the  Rennaissance 

The  art  of  Italy  and  Northern  Europe  from  1300  to  1530,  with 
emphasis  on  the  painters  Giotto,  Masaccio,  Leonardo  da  Vinci, 
Raphael,  Titian,  Van  Eyck,  and  Durer,  the  sculptors  Ghiberti, 
Donatello  and  Michelangelo,  and  the  architects  Brunelleschi  and 
Alberti. 

JUSTIFICATION  A  more  specific  and  accurate  course  description. 

III.      NEW  COURSE:  Art  of  the  Baroque — number  to  be  assigned  (ART  36).   I 
propose  that  this  course  be  added  to  the  art  history  course  offer- 
ings. 

PROPOSED  COURSE  DESCRIPTION: 

Seventeenth-century  painting  and  sculpture  in  Italy  and  the 
Netherlands  with  emphasis  on  Bernini,  Poussin,  Rubens,  and  Rem- 
brandt, and  with  special  attention  given  to  the  expressive,  narra- 
tive, painterly,  and  tactile  styles  present  in  their  art. 

JUSTIFICATION: 

This  addition,  and  upper-level  art  history  course,  will  be  of 
interest  to  those  students  involved  in  any  way  with  the  arts,  with 
literature,  with  history  and  political  science.  This  course  will 
fill  a  gap  in  the  art  history  offerings;  Baroque  art  is  now  taught 
as  a  small  portion  of  the  Survey  II  course  which  covers  the  Renais- 
sance through  the  20th  century.  Clearly,  the  seventeenth  century 
is  worth  more  than  a  tiny  slot  in  the  survey  course,  as  are  Renais- 
sance, Nineteenth-century,  and  Twentieth-century  art — all  of  which 
are  taught  as  individual  courses. 

The  Baroque  course  will  complement  offerings  in  English,  French, 
German,  and  Spanish  literature,  in  History,  and  in  Religion  and 
Biblical  studies. 


This  additional  course  will  not  affect  the  number  of  courses 
offered  in  art  history;  please  see  above  for  a  proposal  to  redis- 
tribute the  material  of  one  course  into  others. 
The  projected  enrollment  is  between  6  and  21,  the  range  of 
enrollment  for  the  upper  level  art  history  courses  for  the  past 
five  years. 


If  this  proposal  is  passed  by  the  faculty  and  Art  24  is  dropped  and 
Art  36  added  to  the  Art  Department's  course  offering,  the  Art 
Department  requests  that  Art  36  be  substituted  for  Art  24  in  the 
Art  History  option  in  the  Fine  Arts  distribution  for  Lycoming 
Scholars.

The  Department  of  Mathematical  Sciences  proposes  to  do 
the  following:  delete  Math  [Comp  Sci]  37  and  add  Math  22; 
change  the  course  descriptions  and  statements  concerning 
prerequisites  for  Math  20,  Math  21,  Math  [Comp  Sci]  31,  and 
Math  42;  change  the  statements  concerning  prerequisites  for 
Math  34  and  Math  38;  change  the  title  of  Math  20;  change  the 
requirements  for  a  major  in  computer  science;  change  the 
requirements  for  a  major  in  mathematics;  change  the  requirements 
for  the  accounting-mathematical  sciences  interdisciplinary  major. 

I.  The  changes  in  the  mathematics  major  and  courses  are: 

(1)  Delete  Math  [Comp  Sci]  37 

(2)  Add  Math  22  with  the  following  title,  course  description, 
and  prerequisites: 

Math  22  (Introduction  to  Matrix  Algebra) 


Systems  of  linear  equations  and  matrix  arithmetic.   Points  and 
hyperplanes  in  n  dimensional  geometries.   Bases  and  linear 
independence.   Matrix  representation  of  linear  mappings.   The 
fixed  point  problem.   Special  classes  of  matrices.   Prerequisite 
Mathematics  17  or  its  equivalent. 

(3)  Change  the  title,  course  description,  and  prerequisites  for 
Math  20  to  the  following: 

Math  20  (Multivariable  Calculus) 

Algebra,  geometry,  and  calculus  in  multi-dimensional  Euclidean 
space:  n-tuples,  matricies;  lines,  planes,  curves,  surfaces; 
vector  functions  of  a  single  variable,  acceleration,  curvature; 
functions  of  several  variables,  gradient;  line  integrals,  vector 
fields;  multiple  integrals,  change  of  variable,  areas,  volumes; 
Green's  theorem.   Prerequisite:  Mathematics  22  and  a  grade  of  C 
or  better  in  Mathematics  19  (exemption  from  Mathematics  22  will 
be  granted  to  those  engineering  students  who  have  completed 
Mathematics  21) . 

(4)  Change  the  course  description  and  prerequisites  for  Math  21 
to  the  following: 

Math  21 


5)  Change  the  course  description  and  prerequisites  for  Math  [Comp 
Sci]  31  to  the  following: 

Math  [Comp  Sci]  31 


Topics  from  the  theory  of  interpolation;  numerical  approaches 
to  approximating  roots  and  functions,  integration,  systems 
of  differential  equations,  linear  systems,  matrix  inversion, 
and  the  eigenvalue  problem.   Prerequisite:  Computer  Science  15 
and  Mathematics  19;  Mathematics  22  strongly  recommended. 

(6)  Change  the  course  description  and  prerequisites  for  Math  42 
to  the  following: 

Math  42 

An  introduction  to  the  rigorous  analysis  of  the  concepts  of 
real  variable  calculus  in  the  setting  of  normed  spaces.  Topics 
from:  topology  of  the  Euclidean  plane,  completeness,  compactness, 
the  Heine-Borel  theorem;  functions  on  Euclidean  space,  continuity, 
uniform  continuity,  differentiability;  series  and  convergence; 
Riemann  integral.   Prerequisite:  Mathematics  20  and  24. 

(7)  Change  the  prerequisites  for  Math  34  and  38  to  the  following: 

Math  34 
Prerequiste:  Mathematics  22  and  24. 

Math  38 
Prerequiste:  Mathematics  12  or  22. 

(8)  Change  the  requirements  for  the  mathematics  major  to  the 
following : 

A  major  in  mathematics  consists  of  10  units  of  courses  in  the 
mathematical  sciences:  Computer  Science  15,  Mathematics  18, 
19,  20,  22,  24,  34,  42,  and  two  other  mathematics  courses 
numbered  above  20,  one  of  which  may  be  replaced  by  Mathematics 
12,  14,  or  16. 

II.  The  changes  in  the  computer  science  major  and  courses  are: 
(1)  Change  the  prerequisites  for  Comp  Sci  35  to  the  following: 

Comp  Sci  35 


Prerequiste:  Computer  Science  26  and  either  Computer  Science  27 
or  permission  of  the  instructor;  Mathematics  22  recomended. 

(2)  Change  the  requirements  for  the  computer  science  major  to  the 
following : 

A  major  in  computer  science  consists  of  11  courses:  Mathematics 
16,  18,  and  19,  and  Computer  Science  15,  26,  27,  31,  44,  45, 
and  two  other  computer  science  courses  numbered  30  or  above. 


III.  The  changes  in  the  requirements  for  the  accounting-mathematical 
sciences  interdisciplinary  major  are  as  follows: 

In  mathematical  sciences  required  courses  are:  Computer  Science  15 
and  31  and  Mathematics  12,  18,  19,   38,  and  13  or  32.   Recommended 
courses  include:  Mathematics  20,  22,  33;  ...  (the  remaining  courses 
are  the  same  as  before) 

RATIONALE 

The  course  descriptions  of  Math  20,  Math  21,  Math  [Comp 
Sci]  31,  and  Math  42  have  been  updated  to  reflect  the  more 
modern  and  elegant  approaches  to  teaching  the  material,  which 
are  presently  being  employed  or  about  to  be  employed.   Much 
of  the  material  in  these  courses,  and  also  in  Math  34,  Math  38, 
and  Comp  Sci  35,  is  based  on  concepts  from  matrix  theory.   Thus, 
in  each  case  it  is  either  very  desirable  or  essential  that 
students  have  some  knowledge  of  matrix  theory  prior  to  taking 
one  of  these  courses.   The  fact  that  none  of  these  courses 
presently  has  any  prerequisite  involving  matrix  theory  and 
there  is  no  real  opportunity  for  the  students  who  take  these 
courses  to  see  matrix  theory,  has  made  it  necessary  for  the 
the  instructors  in  some  of  these  courses  to  give  a  mini-course 
in  matrix  theory  before  discussing  the  primary  course  material, 
or  to  give  an  awkward  treatment  of  the  primary  course  material. 
Clearly,  spending  significant  amounts  of  time  on  various  aspects 
of  matrix  theory  in  several  different  courses  is  wasteful  and 
inefficient.   Making  Math  22  a  requirement  for  the  Math 
major  is  a  must  since  so  many  mathematical  results  can  be 
elegantly  derived  using  it.   Math  22  has  been  recommended  for 
some  courses  and  required  for  others.   Courses  for  which  it  has 
been  recommended  will  not  put  students  who  have  not  had  it  at 
a  disadvantage,   but  it  obviously  makes  sense  for  math  majors 
to  take  Math  22  prior  to  taking  courses  for  which  Math  22 
is  recommended,  if  Math  22  is  to  be  required  for  the  major. 

Matrix  theory  is  at  present  a  major  topic  of  Math  37 
which  is  a  terminal  course  having  Math  19  and  Comp  Sci  15 
as  prerequisites.   The  portion  of  material  in  this  course 
which  requires  Math  19  and  Comp  Sci  15  can  be  dealt  with  in 
the  revised  Math  31.   A  solid  matrix  theory  course  need  not 
require  Math  18,  Math  19  or  Computer  Science  15.   A  natural 
time  for  students  to  take  a  matrix  theory  course  is  immediately 
after  Math  17.   Currently,  Math  17  contains  quite  a  substantial, 
and  probably  slightly  overloaded,  amount  of  material.   It  would 
advantageous  to  move  some  of  these  topics  into  a  matrix  theory 
course. 

Deleting  Math  37  and  adding  Math  22  as  a  matrix  theory 
course  with  only  Math  17  as  a  prerequisite,  represents  a 
redistribution  of  topics  which  is  useful  in  two  ways.   First, 
it  can  serve  as  a  required  or  recommended  prerequisite  for 
Math  20,  Math  21,  Math  [Comp  Sci]  31,  Math  34,  Comp  Sci  35, 
Math  38,  and  Math  42.   Second,  it  is  an  excellent  course  for 
students  who  have  taken  Math  17  and  would  like  a  math  course 
other  than  Math  18  (calculus) ,  which  is  more  advanced  than  the 
typical  courses  taken  for  distribution. 


IMPACT 

There  is  little  effect  on  staffing  since  the  total  number  of 
courses  offered  by  the  Math  Department  remains  unchanged.'   The 
effects  on  major  and  minor  requirements  are  as  follows.   The 
total  number  of  course  requirements  remains  unchanged  for  each 
major  and  minor.   The  number  of  math  electives  for  math  majors 
is  decreased  from  3  to  2,  while  the  number  of  core  computer  science 
electives  for  computer  science  majors  remains  the  same.

Charlie  Getchell  proposed  to  amend  the  substituted  main  motion  (Franz's)  by  deleting 
the  "Implementation"  section  thereby  leaving  it  up  to  department  chairs  and  the 
Registrar  to  decide  upon  the  appropriate  numbers.   This  amendment  passed.

New  Business: 


President  Blumer  asked  the  faculty  to  decide  whether  or  not  students  or  others  should 
be  extended  invitations  to  faculty  meetings.  No  decision  was  made  on  this  issue. 


administrative  Reports: 

Dean  Van  Marter  announced  that  the  Middle  States  Periodic  Report  is  due  on  April 
1986.  She  has  asked  department  chairs  to  meet  with  their  departments  to  review  th 
goals  and  needs  for  the  next  five  years  since  this  information  is  needed  to  comple 
the  periodic  report.  Upon  completion  of  these  meetings,  the  Dean  indicated  that 
will  then  meet  individually  with  each  department  to  discuss  these  reports,  hopeful 
by  the  end  of  this  semester. 

The  Dean  also  requested  that  May  and  Summer  course  offerings  be  sent  to  Betty  Pari 
as  soon  as  possible. 

Dr.  Blumer  reported  on  the  status  of  personal  computers.   He  indicated  that  his 
attempts  to  negotiate  favorable  discount  prices  for  hardware  from  a  consortium  of 
colleges  has  not  been  completed  since  he  is  having  some  difficulty  in  obtaining 
dependable  numbers.  When  the  prices  are  ascertained,  Dr.  Blumer  indicated  that  th 
same  discounted  prices  would  be  passed  on  to  interested  faculty  members. 

Dr.  Blumer  also  reported  that  the  college  would  not  be  able  to  offer  interest-free 
loans  to  faculty  members  as  a  means  of  financing  the  purchase  price.  However,  he 
said  it  may  be  possible  for  the  college  to  offer  loans  at  "cost"  if  an  attractive 
financing  agreement  can  be  arranged  through  the  consortium. 

Finally,  Dr.  Blumer  reported  that  a  micro  computer  lab  is  in  the  planning  stages. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:30  p.m.

16,  18,  and  19,  and  Computer  Science  15,  26,  27,  31,  44,  45, 
and  two  other  computer  science  courses  numbered  30  or  above. 


III.  The  changes  in  the  requirements  for  the  accounting-mathematical 
sciences  interdisciplinary  major  are  as  follows: 

In  mathematical  sciences  required  courses  are:  Computer  Science  15 
and  31  and  Mathematics  12,  18,  19,   38,  and  13  or  32.   Recommended 
courses  include:  Mathematics  20,  22,  33;  ...  (the  remaining  courses 
are  the  same  as  before) 

RATIONALE 

The  course  descriptions  of  Math  20,  Math  21,  Math  [Comp 
Sci]  31,  and  Math  42  have  been  updated  to  reflect  the  more 
modern  and  elegant  approaches  to  teaching  the  material,  which 
are  presently  being  employed  or  about  to  be  employed.   Much 
of  the  material  in  these  courses,  and  also  in  Math  34,  Math  38, 
and  Comp  Sci  35,  is  based  on  concepts  from  matrix  theory.   Thus, 
in  each  case  it  is  either  very  desirable  or  essential  that 
students  have  some  knowledge  of  matrix  theory  prior  to  taking 
one  of  these  courses.   The  fact  that  none  of  these  courses 
presently  has  any  prerequisite  involving  matrix  theory  and 
there  is  no  real  opportunity  for  the  students  who  take  these 
courses  to  see  matrix  theory,  has  made  it  necessary  for  the 
the  instructors  in  some  of  these  courses  to  give  a  mini-course 
in  matrix  theory  before  discussing  the  primary  course  material, 
or  to  give  an  awkward  treatment  of  the  primary  course  material. 
Clearly,  spending  significant  amounts  of  time  on  various  aspects 
of  matrix  theory  in  several  different  courses  is  wasteful  and 
inefficient.   Making  Math  22  a  requirement  for  the  Math 
major  is  a  must  since  so  many  mathematical  results  can  be 
elegantly  derived  using  it.   Math  22  has  been  recommended  for 
some  courses  and  required  for  others.   Courses  for  which  it  has 
been  recommended  will  not  put  students  who  have  not  had  it  at 
a  disadvantage,   but  it  obviously  makes  sense  for  math  majors 
to  take  Math  22  prior  to  taking  courses  for  which  Math  22 
is  recommended,  if  Math  22  is  to  be  required  for  the  major. 

Matrix  theory  is  at  present  a  major  topic  of  Math  37 
which  is  a  terminal  course  having  Math  19  and  Comp  Sci  15 
as  prerequisites.   The  portion  of  material  in  this  course 
which  requires  Math  19  and  Comp  Sci  15  can  be  dealt  with  in 
the  revised  Math  31.   A  solid  matrix  theory  course  need  not 
require  Math  18,  Math  19  or  Computer  Science  15.   A  natural 
time  for  students  to  take  a  matrix  theory  course  is  immediately 
after  Math  17.   Currently,  Math  17  contains  quite  a  substantial, 
and  probably  slightly  overloaded,  amount  of  material.   It  would 
advantageous  to  move  some  of  these  topics  into  a  matrix  theory 
course. 

Deleting  Math  37  and  adding  Math  22  as  a  matrix  theory 
course  with  only  Math  17  as  a  prerequisite,  represents  a 
redistribution  of  topics  which  is  useful  in  two  ways.   First, 
it  can  serve  as  a  required  or  recommended  prerequisite  for 
Math  20,  Math  21,  Math  [Comp  Sci]  31,  Math  34,  Comp  Sci  35, 
Math  38,  and  Math  42.   Second,  it  is  an  excellent  course  for 
students  who  have  taken  Math  17  and  would  like  a  math  course 
other  than  Math  18  (calculus),  which  is  more  advanced  than  the 
typical  courses  taken  for  distribution. 


IMPACT 

There  is  little  effect  on  staffing  since  the  total  number  of 
courses  offered  by  the  Math  Department  remains  unchanged.   The 
effects  on  major  and  minor  requirements  are  as  follows.   The 
total  number  of  course  requirements  remains  unchanged  for  each 
major  and  minor.   The  number  of  math  electives  for  math  majors 
is  decreased  from  3  to  2,  while  the  number  of  core  computer  science 
electives  for  computer  science  majors  remains  the  same. 


NOTE:  The  only  amendment  made  at  GCAA  was  to  change  the  prerequisite 
for  Math  21  from 

Prerequisites:  Mathematics  22  and  a  grade  of  C  or  better  in 
Mathematics  19  (exemption  from  Mathematics  22  will  be  granted  to 
those  engineering  students  who  have  completed  Mathematics  21).

1)  Writing  must  be  viewed  as  a  tool  for  learning,  a  means 
helping  the  student  master  a  subject; 

2)  At  least  ten  pages  of  writing  must  be  produced  by  each 
student  during  a  given  semester;  and 

3)  Writing  assignments  must  be  varied  (at  least  two  types  i 
assignments,  e.g.  from  lab  reports,  policy  papers,  lee  : 
summaries)  and  some  of  them  must  be  formally  evaluated  i 
writing  by  the  Instructor. 

These  guidelines  are  Intentionally  flexible;  the  way  In  which  th 
are  observed  will  vary  according  to  discipline  and  methodology, 

B.  Recommendations 
Each  distribution  course  Instructor  Is  encouraged  to: 

1)  Devise  tests  that  enable  learning  through  writing.   Su' 
examinations  should  seek  to  expand  the  student's  cogni 
and  analytical  skills.   But,  please  note:   this  does  n: 
mean  that  al I  exams  must  call  for  essay  responses; 

2)  Reserve  classroom  and  office  time  to  help  students  wit 
their  writing  assignments;  and 

3)  Devise  strategies  to  Involve  students  in  a  variety  of 
Informal  modes  of  writing  (such  as  Journal-keeping,  sp<: 
writing,  and  similar  exercises  that  need  not  be  formal' 
evaluated  or  even  collected). 
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*     4)    Utilize  the  Writing  Committee  and  Writing  Center  for 

assistance  In  developing  and  Implementing  the  course 

writing  components. 
Implementation  and  Evaluation 

1)  All  faculty  teaching  distribution  courses  are  expected  to 
follow  the  guidelines  in  III  A,  above.   The  Dean  of  the 
College  and  the  department  chairs  will  work  together  to 
assist  faculty  In  meeting  the  guidelines. 

2)  The  Writing  Committee  and  Writing  Center  staff  will  be 
available  to  assist  faculty  in  meeting  the  writing 
component  requirements  and  recommendations. 

3)  Faculty  will  be  requested  to  evaluate  briefly,  on  a  form  to 
be  provided  by  the  Writing  Committee,  their  experiences 
with  writing  as  a  tool  for  learning  in  the lr  courses . 


RITING-INTENSIVE  COURSES 


Criteria  for  Designation  of  Wrl ting- In  tensive  Courses 
Writing-intensive  courses  are  the  central  component  of  the  Writing 
Across  the  Curriculum  Program.   These  are  upper-division  courses 
(numbered  20  or  above)  that  give  special  emphasis  to  the  development 
of  effective  writing  within  a  given  discipline.   Instructors  in  all 
wrl ting- In  tens ive  coures  must: 

1)    Allocate  a  significant  portion  of  class  time  to  writing  and 
writing  instruction;  and 
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2)    Assign  and  evaluate  at  least  ten  pages  of  formal  wrltl! 
and  at  least  fifteen  pages  of  Informal  writing  (journa 
class  exercises,  practice  writing,  rough  drafts,  essay 
exams,  etc.)  per  student. 
Procedure  for  Offering  a  Wrl ting- Intensive  Course 

1.    Departments  wishing  to  offer  writing-intensive  courses  must 
submit  to  the  Writing  Committee  a  course  description  that 
clearly  Indicates  how  the  writing  component  relates  to  the 
objectives  of  the  course.   The  course  description  should  al 
indicate : 

a)  The  approximate  number  and  suggested  length  of  formal 
Informal  writing  assignments;  and 

b)  The  extent  to  which  class  time  will  be  devoted  to  writ 
(e.g.  time  allotted  to  the  making  of  writing  asslgnmen 
and  to  their  discussion  after  they  have  been  returned;! 
allotted  to  preparation  for  taking  essay  exams  and  to 
discussion  after  they  have  been  returned,  etc.). 

2)    Individual  faculty  members  who  teach  wrl ting- In  tensive  cour; 
raus  t : 

a)  Have  Completed  the  Introductory  training  (approxlma  teijl 
hours)  for  the  teaching  of  "W"  courses;  and 

b)  Agree  to  Incorporate  into  the  course  a  procedure  for 
evaluating  the  effectiveness  of  Its  writing  component  a 
to  make  the  results  of  this  evaluation  available  to  the 
Writing  Committee.  (The  Writing  Committee  will  make 
available  evaluation  models,  which  may  be  adapted  accori 
to  need . ) 
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SELECTIONS  FROM  THE  LYCOMING  COUNTY  HISTORICAL  SOCEITY  MUSUEM— Press  Release 


Beginning  December  7,  1985,  the  Lycoming  College  Art  Gallery, 
located  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Academic  Center  library,  will  exhibit 
Selections  from  the  Lycoming  County  Historical  Society  Museum.   This 
first  cooperative  exhibition  of  the  Museum's  art  works  in  the  College's 
gallery  represents  approximately  one  fifth  of  the  Museum's  paintings, 
drawings  and  prints,  highlighting  its  variety  while  remaining  faithful 
to  its  preponderance  of  American  works  and  graphics. 

Much  of  the  Museum's  art  collection  comes  from  the  collection  of 
the  painter  and  printmaker  John  Sloan,  who  was  born  in  Lock  Haven. 
These  works,  donated  by  the  artist's  wife,  Helen  Farr  Sloan,  in  1976, 
include  prints  by  such  masters  as  Antony  van  Dyck,  Rembrandt,  William 
Hogarth,  Giovanni  Piranesi,  Franciso  Goya  and  Honore  Daumier  as  well 
as  paintings  and  prints  by  contemporaries  and  friends  of  the  Sloans : 
Peggy  Bacon,  Arthur  B.  Davies,  Philip  Evergood,  Don  Freeman  and  Reginald 
Marsh.  Prints  and  paintings  by  these  artists  document,  often  humorously, 
American  life  in  the  1920s  and  30s.  Along  with  the  nineteenth  century 
prints  of  Currier  and  Ives  and  Winslow  Homer,  these  works  provide  an 
intrigaing  survey  of  American  art. 

In  addition  to  works  from  the  Sloan  bequest,  the  exhibition  includes 
paintings  and  drawings  from  local  collections  and  by  local  artists  such 
as  Severin  Roesen,  John  Wesley  Little  and  Frances  Tipton  Hunter.   Of 
particular  interest  will  be  the  exhibition  of  two  portraits  attributed 
to  Severin  Roesen,  the  German -born  still  life  painter  who  made  his  home 
in  Williamsport  from  circa  1 860-1 872.   From  local  collections  also  come 
a  George  Inness  painting  Dawn  and  an  early  nineteenth  century  portrait 


of  Michael  Ross,  the  founder  of  Williamsport,  by  the  folk-art  painter 
Jacob  Maentel. 

The  initial  selection  and  research  for  the  exhibition  was  done 
by  Stephanie  Vincent,  a  Williamsport  native  and  a  1 985  graduate  of 
Lycoming  College.  The  final  selection  of  the  forty- Wo  works  included 
as  veil  as  subsequent  research  was  completed  by  Glenn  McCreary,  from 
Kontoursville,.  slide  librarian  at  the  College.

RATIONALES 

General  Statement  of  Purpose 

The  rationale  for  each  specific,  proposed  change  in  the  mass 
communication  curriculum  follows.  Overall,  however,  this 
proposal  addresses  three  general  needs. 

First,  it  is  designed  to  bring  the  mass  communication 
program  more  in  line  with  the  goals,  objectives  and  facilities 
of  a  small,  liberal  arts  college.  Currently,  many  students 
perceive  this  program  as  four  separate  majors  -  advertising, 
public  relations,  broadcasting  and  journalism  -  when  the 
emphasis  should  be  on  a  liberal  arts,  communication  major  with 
options  in  those  so-called  "professional  tracks"  cited  above.  A 
comprehensive  "Broadcasting"  major,  for  example,  with  courses 
in  floor  directing  and  advanced  production  is  beyond  the  scope 
of  a  liberal  arts  program. 

Second,  this  proposal  places  a  greater  emphasis  on 
developing  written  and  oral  communication  skills  by  increasing 
the  number  of  writing  courses  required  and  by  requiring  an  oral 
communication  course  of  all  students.  Under  the  present 
curriculum,  for  example,  students  in  the  Advertising  track  (the 
largest  of  the  four  tracks)  are  required  to  enroll  in  just  one 
writing  course.  One  of  the  tracks  requires  no  course  in  the 
fundamentals  of  oral  communication. 

Finally,  this  proposal  includes  a  unified  core  of  courses 
required  of  all  students.  That  core  stresses  an  understanding 
of  mass  communication  systems  as  well  as  an  application  of  those 
basic  communication  skills  cited  above.  Each  track  requires  the 
more  specific  writing,  production  and  theory  courses  indigenous 
to  those  particular  areas  of  study.  The  format  clarifies  the 
course  offerings  currently  listed  in  the  college  catalog, 
eliminating  the  overlap  and  illusion  of  choice  which  now  exists. 


Change  Mass  Communication  28   (Radio  Programming  and 
ion)   to  Mass  Communication   18.    Eliminate  "alternate

years . 

Rationale.  The  lower  number  more  accurately  reflects  the 
introductory  nature  of  the  course.  Additionally,  as  outlined  in 
#2  below,  Mass  Comm  18  will  be  a  prerequisite  for  Mass  Comm  29. 
The  course  always  has  been  geared  to  introducing  students  to 
the  basics  of  radio  production  and  the  theory  of  programming  the 
local  station.  For  these  reasons  it  should  be  taken  during  the 
freshman  or  sophomore  year.  The  new  numbering  puts  the  course 
in  the  line  with  the  other  departmental  offerings. 

2 .  Change  Mass  Communication  19  (Newswriting  for  the 
Broadcast  Media)  to  Mass  Communication  29,  Broadcast 
Journal i  sm. ~ 

Current  course  description.  Analysis  of  and  practice  in 
newswriting  for  broadcast:  the  news  story,  the  newscast,  and 
the  interview.  Frequent  workshop  sessions  for  critiques  of 
student  writing  and  oral  presentations.   Alternate  years. 

Proposed  course  description.  Study  of,  and  practical 
experience  in,  the  newsgather ing  process  for  electronic  media. 
Emphasis  on  covering  the  local  story  from  the  small-station 
perspective.  Students  in  the  course  are  responsible  for 
writing,  producing,  editing  and  broadcasting  newscasts  for  WRLC- 
FM.  The  course  also  looks  at  the  special  ethical  problems  of 
electronic  news  coverage.  Prerequisites:  English  15  and  Mass 
Communication  18  or  consent  of  instructor. 

Rati  onale  ♦  The  higher  number  and  new  description  more 
accurately  reflect  the  level  of  difficulty  for  which  the  course 
is  designed.  The  present  course  is  introductory  in  nature, 
teaching  students  the  basics  of  the  broadcast  newswriting 
technique.  Much  of  this  will  be  incorporated  in  the  new  English 
15  (see  English  Department  proposal).  Mass  Communication  29 
takes  those  newswriting  skills  and  applies  them  to  actual 
reporting  situations.  The  course  is  intended  for  those  students 
pursuing  broadcast  journalism  as  a  career  and  is  no  longer  one 
of  the  core  writing  courses.  Students  need  the  basic  writing 
and  production  skills  taught  in  English  15  and  Mass 
Communication  18,  respectively. 

3 .  Eliminate  Mass  Communication  27  (Scr iptwri ting  for  Radio 
and  Television). 

Rationale .  This  course  is  unnecessary  because  it  duplicates 
content  of  three  other  courses,  Mass  Communication  18  (old  28) 
and  24  and  English  15.  The  course  has  not  been  offered  since 
the  1982-83  academic  year. 


4 .  Add  Mass  Comm  11  (Fundamentals  of  Oral  Communication)  to 
the  Core. 

Rationale.  It  is  now  required  in  only  three  of  the  four 
tracks.  As  a  core  course,  it  would  be  required  of  all  majors. 
This  reflects  the  belief  that  the  degree  offered  by  Lycoming  is 
a  general  mass  communication  degree  and  not  a  journalism, 
broadcasting,  public  relations  or  advertising  degree.  Even 
those  students  planning  to  enter  print  journalism  need  effective 
communication  skills. 

5 .  Add  Political  Science  48  (Public  Opinion  and  Polling)  to 
the  Core. 

Rationale.  It  is  now  listed  as  one  of  five  "Research 
Course"  core  choices  as  well  as  a  required  course  in  one  track, 
one  of  two  choices  in  another  track  and  one  of  three  choices  in 
a  third  track.  In  all  cases  but  one  or  two,  students  of  every 
track  "selected"  Political  Science  48  as  their  research  course. 
The  course  offers  an  overview  of,  and  practical  experience  in, 
public  opinion  and  polling,  essential  for  persons  entering  all 
areas  of  mass  media.  Listing  it  in  the  core  more  accurately 
reflects  how  the  course  presently  is  treated.  Listing  it  as  a 
"choice"  while  at  the  same  time  requiring  it  in  certain  tracks 
is  misleading. 

The  three  alternative  courses  to  Political  Science  48  are 
listed  separately  because  all  require  prerequisites.  All  three 
represent  affiliated  disciplines.  These  substitutions  allow 
greater  scheduling  flexibility  for  students  with  a  specific 
interest,  someone  wishing  to  minor  in  Psychology,  for  example. 

6 .  Delete  Psychology  32  (Sensory  Experimental  Psychology) 
from  the  Core. 

Rationale.  A  Psychology  option,  Psychology  24  (Social 
Psychology),  already  is  listed  as  an  alternate  core  choice. 
Psychology  24  is  a  more  general  research  methods  course.  While 
Psychology  32  may  be  appropriate  in  certain  cases,  listing  it  in 
the  core  opens  the  curriculum  to  a  host  of  similar  substitutes 
in  other  departments. 

7 .  Delete  "A  Production  Course"  from  the  Core. 
Rationale  .    The  proposed  curriculum  will  require  two 

production  courses  of  all  majors.  However,  the  options  are 
listed  in  each  of  the  professional  tracks  allowing  for  greater 
course  specificity. 

8 .  Delete  "An  applied  Media  Experience  Course"  from  the 
Core . 

Rati  onal e .  Mass  Communication  48-49  (Practicum)  ,  Mass 
Communication  70-79  (Internship)  and  Mass  Communication  80-89 
(Independent  Study)  are  offered  as  the  three  choices  for  one 
required  "Applied  Media"  course.  The  three  would  remain  as 
regular  departmental  course  offerings  but  would  no  longer  be 
required.  The  Mass  Communication  department  is  the  only  one 
which  requires  either  an  internship,  practicum  or  studies.  Many 
departments  recommend  one.    Practical  experience  in  any  media 


field  is  essential.  Those  students  who  desire  that  experience 
and  who  have  worked  to  develop  the  skills  necessary  to  secure  an 
internship  have  that  option  available.  The  present  system, 
requiring  an  internship,  practicum  or  independent  studies  of  all 
majors,  ignores  the  competitive  nature  of  the  internship  and 
requires  sending  as  many  as  30  students  a  semester  into 
community  agencies,  a  difficult  task  and  one  which  dilutes  the 
effectiveness  of  the  program. 

An  internship,  practicum  or  studies  in  this  field  should  be 
a  reward  for  superior  performance,  not  a  departmental 
obligation.  It  is  not  atypical  under  the  present  system  for 
students  to  seek  internships  with  no  campus  media  experience. 

9.  Add  English  15  to  the  Core. 

Rat  ionale .  This  is  a  new,  introductory  level  course  offered 
by  the  English  Department.  (See  English  Department  Proposal.) 
An  introductory  course  in  media  writing  is  needed  to  prepare 
students  for  more  specific  and  detailed  writing  required  in  the 
upper-level  writing  courses  (English  16,  27  and  29  and  Mass 
Communication  29).  This  requirement  also  is  in  line  with  one  of 
the  overall  objectives  of  this  curricular  proposal  which  is  an 
increased  emphasis  on  developing  writing  skills.  All  students, 
regardless  of  their  specific  career  objectives,  need  these 
writing  skills. 

10 .  Combine  the  Advertising  and  Public  Relations  Tracks 
into  one  Advertising/Public  Relations  Track. 

Rati  onale .  ~  Advertising  and  Public  Relations  are  areas  which 
require  similar  skills  and,  indeed,  there  are  many  overlaps  in 
the  current  requirements.  By  combining  the  two,  a  greater 
emphasis  is  placed  on  writing,  an  emphasis  which  now  does  not 
exist  in  the  Advertising  Track.  Additionally,  more  emphasis  is 
given  to  the  business  and  production  background  which  is 
necessary  for  public  relations  practitioners  but  which  now  does 
not  exist  in  that  track.  By  emphasizing  writing  skills  along 
with  a  business  background,  this  track  offers  students  in  both 
areas  a  well-rounded  program  more  closely  ^associated  with  the 
liberal  arts  offerings  of  the  college. 

11 .  Delete  from  the  Advertising/Public  Relations  Track 
requirement  Business  29  (Marketing  Management  II). 

Rat  ionale .  This  is  the  second  part  of  Business  28.  While 
helpful  to  the  Advertising/Public  Relations  Track,  the  basic 
essentials  of  marketing  are  studied  in  the  first  half  of  the 
course.  While  the  second  half  would  be  beneficial,  other 
writing  courses  are  more  essential.  Additionally,  the  Business 
Department  permits  the  substitution  of  Business  32  for  Business 
29.   Business  32  is  a  proposed  requirement  for  this  new  track. 
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12 .  Delete  from  the  Advertising/Public  Relations  Track 
requirement  GCO  512  (Typographic  Composition);  add  GCO  511 
(Layout  and  Design). 

Rat  ional e  ♦  Currently,  both  of  these  WACC  courses  are 
required  for  the  Advertising  Track  while  none  is  required  for 
the  Public  Relations  Track.  Some  knowledge  of  the  layout  and 
design  of  publications  is  necessary  for  students  planning  to 
enter  either  public  relations  or  advertising.  GCO  511  offers 
this  basic  skill.  Exposure  to  other  courses  in  radio  and 
television  production  are  more  essential. 

1 3 .  Add  to  the  Advertising/Public  Relations  Track 
requirement  Mass  Comm  24  (Television  Production)  and  Mass  Comro 
18  (Radio  Programming  and  Production)  as  production-course 
options  ♦ 

Ra  t  ionale .  Currently,  Mass  Comm  24  is  required  for  the 
Public  Relations  Track  and  is  listed  as  one  of  three  production 
course  options  in  the  Core.  A  knowledge  of  production 
techniques  in  the  broadcast  media  is  important  to  anyone 
entering  the  advertising/public  relations  field.  Many  public 
relations  departments  and  advertising  agencies,  even  relatively 
small  ones,  are  equipped  with  their  own  audio  and/or  video 
production  facilities.  Students  planning  to  enter  this  field 
must  be  exposed  to  this.  Including  these  two  courses  in  the 
track  as  production  options  allows  that  student  interested  in 
broadcast  media  to  pursue  that  line  of  study.  Students 
primarily  interested  in  print  media  have  other  production 
options  available. 

14 .  Add  to  the  Journalism  Track  requirement  Mass  Comm  29 
(Broadcast  Jo u r n a  1 i sm ) / Po 1 i t i ca 1  Science  34  (Political 
Newswriting)  Option. 

Rationale  .  These  courses  expose  the  potential  print 
journalist  to  a  different  type  of  newswriting  style  while  at  the 
same  time  require  the  student  to  develop  the  reporting  skills 
essential  for  both  print  and  broadcast  media. 

15 .  Delete  from  the  Journalism  Track  requirement  English  17 
(Critical  Writing.) 

Rationale .  With  the  addition  of  English  15  the  Journalism 
Track  already  requires  three  writing  courses  which  are  more 
specifically  geared  to  media  writing. 

16 .  Delete  from  the  Journalism  Track  requirement  GCO  512 
(Typographic  Composition);  add  GCO  511  (Layout  and  Design). 

Rat  ionale .  Some  confusion  remains  as  to  the  original  intent 
of  this  requirement  because  the  catalog  at  one  point  listed  GCO 
511  but  labeled  the  course,  "Typographic  Composition." 
According  to  the  WACC  catalog,  GCO  511  is  "Layout  and  Design." 
This  proposed  curriculum  requires  GCO  511-,  "Layout  and  Design." 
Some  basic  understanding  of  the  layout  and  design  of  copy  is 
necessary  for  the  journalism  student.  Learning  typographic 
composition  on  a  specific  machine  is  less  essential.  GCO  511 
offers  students  that  basic  introduction  to  the  production 
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process  of  newspapers 


17 .  Add  the  option  of  History  13  (U.S.  History),  Philosophy 
15  (Philosophy  and  Public  Policy),  Sociology  27  (Social 
Problems)  or  Sociology  34  (Racial  and  Cultural  Minorities)  in 
both  the  Journalism  and  Broadcast  Journalism  Tracks. 

Rat  ionale .  Thi  s  represents  a  broader  offering  with  the  goal 
of  emphasizing  the  liberal  arts  nature  of  the  degree. 
Additionally,  requiring  specifically  Sociology  34  (as  in  the 
present  Journalism  Track)  is  deceiving  because  there  is  a 
prerequisite  for  this  course.  This  proposal  does  not  preclude 
taking  Sociology  34  but  allows  the  student  who  may  have  a  tight 
schedule  to  satisfy  this  emphasis  with  one  course  instead  of 
two.  All  four  courses  deal  with  social  issues  and  problems,  an 
understanding  of  which  is  essential  for  both  the  print  and 
broadcast  journalist. 


Broadcasting  Track  with  the  Broadcast 


18 .    Replace  the 
Journalise  Track. 

Rati  onale .  The  original  track  some  years  ago  was  Broadcast 
Journalism  although  a  subsequent  revision  changed  that  to 
"Broadcasting."  A  Broadcasting  Track  is  too  broad.  (One 
student,  for  example,  interested  in  television  directing  and 
camera  work  transferred  to  Lycoming  last  year.)  By  offering  a 
track  in  broadcast  journalism,  the  major  falls  more  in  line  with 
the  offerings  of  a  liberal  arts  institution.

19 .   Delete  from  the  Broadcast  Journalism  Track  the  English 
(Film  and  Li ter a ture ) /Theater  11   (Introduction  to  Film) 


Option. 

Rat  i  onale .  These  courses,  while  helpful  particularly  to  the 
student  of  television  production,  are  less  essential  than  other 
writing  courses  which  would  now  be  required  under  this  proposal. 

2  0 .  Delete  from  the  Journalism  Track  English  16  (Writing 
for  Special  Audiences). 

Rationale .  With  the  addition  of  English  15  the  Journalism 
Track  already  requires  three  writing  courses  which  are  more 
specifically  geared  to  media  writing.

Welcome  to  our  new  newsletter! !   PRIME  TIDBITS  will  carry  information 
about  what's  going  on  in  the  computer  center:  new  purchases,  new  (or 
just  relatively  unknown)  software,  announcements,  and  more.   It  will 
be  published  at  least  once  a  month,  as  dictated  by  how  much  news  there 
is.   You  can  receive  your  copy  one  of  three  ways.   If  you  receive  the 
Academic  Bulletin,  you  will  find  a  copy  of  PRIME  TIDBITS  attached  when 
it  is  published.   If  you  frequent  either  of  the  computer  labs,  you  can 
pick  up  your  copy  there.   Finally,  if  neither  of  these  methods  will 
work  for  you,  send  your  name  and  box  number  to  "Prime  Tidbits, 
Computer  Center"  and  you  will  receive  it  via  inter-campus  mail. 


Recently  we  have  acquired  equipment  to  provide  dial-in  capabilities 
for  the  Prime.   Before  you  can  use  this  system,  you  must  have  a  modem 
and  a  terminal  or  a  microcomputer  with  a  terminal  emulation  package. 
Your  modem  must  handle  12  00  baud  and  be  compatible  with  Bell  Standard. 

In  order  to  protect  our  data  files  from  hackers  and  intruders  our 
dial-in  system  will  require  that  you  let  us  know  ahead  of  time  what 
number  your  modem  is  connected  to  and  that  we  issue  you  an  ID  and  a 
password.   This  is  in  addition  to  your  Primos  ID  and  password. 

Once  you  have  this  established,  you  are  free  to  dial-in.   After  you 
have  called  and  provided  your  dial-in  ID  and  password,  the  dial-in 
system  will  call  you  back  at  the  pre-arranged  number.   You  will  be 
prompted  for  your  dial-in  ID  and  password  again,  and  then  connected  to 
the  Prime.   You  may  then  log  in  just  as  if  you  were  on  a  local 
terminal. 

If  all  of  the  ports  are  in  use,  your  ID  will  be  placed  in  a  queue  and 
you  will  be  called  as  soon  as  your  turn  comes  up.   In  the  meantime  you 
may  call  in  again  and  check  on  your  location  in  the  queue  or  cancel 
your  request  if  you  so  desire.   Do  not  give  up  on  busy  signals,  since 
the  line  which  accepts  your  initial  request  is  used  only  for  that 
purpose  and  should  clear  up  soon. 

You  should  also  be  aware  that  since  all  successful  logins  are  made  on 
lines  which  originate  from  the  college,  you  will  have  to  agree  to  pay 
for  them  if  they  are  long  distance.   Calls  to  college  extensions  are 
not  charged.   Local  calls  cost  ten  cents  and  are  absorbed  by  the 
Computer  Center  budget. 
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I, If  there  is  a  demand  for  it,  we  will  host  mini-classes  on  the  Emacs 
editor,  or  anything  else  that  is  desired.   We  have  already  done  this 
:for  Dr.  Roskins  journalism  class.   Call  David  Getchell  to  make 
arrangements . 


Some  time  in  early  February  we  will  be  shutting  down  for  one  to  two 
days  while  some  system  upgrades  are  being  installed.   Our  operating 
system  will  be  upgraded  to  version  19.4.5.   Info  will  be  upgraded  to 
version  6.0.   Specific  changes  that  you  should  be  aware  of  will  be 
announced.

INTERDISCIPLINARY  MINOR  IN  CRIMINAL  JUSTICE 
Preface/History 

Criminal  Justice  courses  have  been  offered  at  Lycoming  since 
1973.   Courses  then  consisted  of  one  course  at  the  50' s  level 
(Introduction  to  Criminal  Justice)  and  several  courses  in  the 
Sociology  Department  offerings  (Criminology  and  Juvenile  Delin- 
quency) .   During  the  early  70's  many  colleges  and  universities 
responded  to  the  needs  and  concerns  of  the  American  Criminal 
Justice  System  by  developing  formal  programs  designed  to  produce 
improvements  in  the  system.    Many  of  these  programs  were  little 
more  than  expanded  police  academy  courses  oriented  toward  police 
sciences. 

A  significant  amount  of  discussion  and  debate  among  faculty 
regarding  the  merits  of  Lycoming  developing  a  CJ  program  took 
place  in  1974.   A  committee  consisting  of  John  Piper,  Owen  Her- 
ring, Rich  O'Brien,  Ernie  Giglio,  and  Larry  Strauser  was  formed 
to  investigate  the  development  of  the  program.   An  inter- 
disciplinary major  was  subsequently  recommended,  approved  by  the 
faculty,  and  implemented  in  1975.   Since  criteria  had  not  been 
set  for  the  establishment  of  minors  extraneous  to  major  depart- 
ments, a  minor  was  not  considered.   However,  since  such  criteria 
now  exit  we  are  submitting  a  proposal  for  the  establishment  of  a 
CJ  minor.

Proposal 

We  propose  a  minor  in  Criminal  Justice  consisting  of  five 
courses.   These  courses  will  be  made  up  of  Introduction  to 
Criminal  Justice,  and  any  four  other  courses  in  the  CJ  major,  at 
least  3  of  which  must  be  numbered  20  or  above.   (To  receive 
credit  for  a  minor  in  CJ  a  student  must  maintain  a  minimum  2.0 
average  in  courses  taken  for  the  minor.) 
Rationale 

The  primary  rationale  for  establishing  a  CJ  Minor  is  simply 
the  fact  that  a  significant  number  of  students  during  the  past 
several  semesters  have  indicated  an  interest  in  completing  a  CJ 
minor.   The  minor  seems  appealing  to  students  majoring  in  various 
disciplines  ranging  from  Philosophy  and  Psychology  to  Chemistry 
and  Biology  (Forensics) . 


Impact 

There  will  be  no  impact  on  the  curriculum  since  the  minor 
will  consist  of  courses  already  staffed  and  taught  on  a  regular 
basis .

Beginning  with  the  1986-87  academic  year,  the  Lycoming  College  Writing  Across  the 
iirriculum  Program  will  be  phased  into  operation.   "During  the  1986  Pall  Semester  all 
ourses  offered  for  distribution  credit  would  have  to  include  a  minimal  writing  require- 
snt.   Writing  intensive  courses  ("W"  courses)  will  need  to  be  introduced  in  Fall  1987. 
.1  freshman  enrolling  in  Fall  1986,  or  later,  and  all  transfer  students  enrolling  for 
ill  1987,  or  later,  would  be  subject  to  the  program  requirements  (a  recent  copy  of  the 
ogram  requirements  appeared  in  the  December  6,  1935  Academic  Bulletin). 

As  a  reminder: 

(1)  All  courses  designated  "W"  are  numbered  200  or  above. 

(2)  Each  student  must  complete  one  "W"  course  from  among  those  offered  by  the  major 
jpartment,  or,  with  departmental  approval,  from  a  related  department  other  than  the  major 
spartment.   The  other  "W"  course  completed  must  be  from  a  department  other  than  the  major 
epartment .   Tn  the  case  of  students  with  multiple  majors,  one  "W"  course  must  be  complet- 
1  from  one  of  those  majors.   The  second  course  may  be  taken  in  one  of  the  student's  other 

...  ajors. 

Summary  of  important  dates  in  writing  program: 

(1)  Spring  1986  -  Workshops  for  faculty  (see  list  below) 

(2)  Fall  1986 

(a)  Writing  component  in  distribution  courses  begin 

(b)  Proposals  due  (October  1)  for  writing  intensive  courses.   This  date  will 
allow  committee  to  review  proposals  and  designate  the  "W"  courses  so  that 
they  can  appear  on  the  Fall  1987  preregistration  schedules  which  are 
printed  March  1987.

The  faculty  established  the  Writing  Across  the  Curriculum  Program  to  enhance  the 
earning  in  their  courses  and  to  improve  the  writing  and  communication  skills  of  their 
Jtudents .   Courses  designated  "W"  are  those  catalog  courses  which  are  recognized  as  having 

ppropriate  writing  components.   Some  courses  already  have  the  appropriate  writing  and 
feed  simply  the  designation.   Other  courses  will  need  writing  added  to  them  to  qualify  for 
'.he  "W."  The  purpose  of  the  Writing  Across  the  Curriculum  Committee  is  to  review  the 
. ''riting  component  of  the  course  only  and  to  aid  faculty  in  using  writing  as  a  tool  for 
earning. 
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CRITERIA  FOR  OFFERING  A  "W"  COURSE 

The  instructor  who  wishes  to  offer  a  writing  intensive  course  must 

1.  Attend  workshops  designed  to  provide  training  for  the  teaching  of  "W"  courses 
to  promote  a  unified  approach  to  the  literacy  question.   These  workshops  will  consist 
three  sessions  (see  list  below).   Although  these  workshops  will  be  required  of  all 
teachers  proposing  "W"  courses,  they  will  also  be  valuable  for  those  introducing  writi 
in  distribution  courses.   An  honorarium  of  $100  will  be  provided  to  all  participants 
completing  the  series. 

2.  Submit  a  course  proposal  to  the  Writing  Committee  indicating  specifically  ho 
course  will  attend  to  the  question  of  improving  the  literacy  of  the  students  in  that 
course.   (1st  round  of  proposals  Fall,  1936).   Such  a  proposal  should  indicate  (a)  th 
approximate  number  and  suggested  length  of  writing  assignments,  both  formal  and  infon 
(usually  those  which  will  be  read  and  evaluated  but  not  necessarily  annotated);   (b) 
extent  to  which  class  time  will  be  given  over  to  the  emphasis  on  writing  (e.g.  time 
allotted  to  the  making  of  writing  assignments,  to  the  discussion  of  the  assignments  af' 
they  have  been  returned  to  the  student;  to  preparation  for  taking  essay  exams,  and  to  * 
discussion  of  these  exams  after  they  have  been  returned,  etc.);   (c)  and,  the  specific 
ways  in  which  writing  will  be  used  to  improve  and/or  enhance  mastery  of  the  content  in 
course. 

N.B.  To  qualify  for  the  "W"  designation,  a  course  must  require  10  pages  of  formal 
(i.e.  annotated)  and  15  pages  of  informal  (i.e.  journals,  class  exercise,  practice  wril 
ing,  etc.)  writing.  It  is  assumed  that  a  significant  proportion  of  the  formal  writing 
a  "W"  course  will  be  designed  for  special  audience  (i.e.,  specialist  or  experts  in  the 
discipline).  The  question  of  class  time  and  use  will  be  dealt  with  in  the  writing  work 
shops. 

3.  Agree  to  build  into  the  course  a  procedure  for  evaluating  the  effectiveness  of 
its  writing  component  and  to  make  this  evaluation  available  to  the  Writing  Committee 
This  need  not  be  either  elaborate  or  definitive;  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Writing 
Committee  to  construct  a  flexible  evaluative  mechanism  on  the  basis  of  these  early  (fir 
three  years)  individual  evaluations.

Lycoming   College  benefits   as    the   faculty   and   staff    improve    their   computer 
skills   and   develop   computer   applications    that    improve   or   enhance   departmental 
management,    instruction   and    research.      To   encourage   individuals    to    invest 
in   personal   computers   and    related    equipment   and    to    improve   computer   applications 
relating    to    their   work   at    the    college,    Lycoming   offers   a   Personal   Computer 
Acquisition  Plan    that   offers    incentives    to   individuals  who   participate    in 
it.      The  basic    features   of    the   Personal   Computer  Acquisition  Plan   include: 


Discounts:      Approved   brands    of   personal    computers   may  be   purchased 
by   eligible   employees   at    institutional   discounts.      To   discourage 
the   proliferation    of    brands    and    the    accompanying    demand    for    a 
duplication   of    software   and  maintenance   agreements,    eligibility 
for  participation   in    the   plan    is   limited    to    those  who   purchase 
approved   brands    (IBM,    AT&T,    NEC,    and    Zenith  which   use   MS-DOS 
software) .* 

Software:      A  library   of    software   is   made  available  by    the   college 
to    faculty   and    staff   who   abide  by   the   regulations    governing   its 
use.      Also,    site    licenses   purchased   by    the   college   allow  our 
bookstore    to    sell    selected    software    to   Lycoming   personnel   at 
substantial    discounts. 
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of  any  such  grant  is  limited  to  (a)  50%  of  the  purchase  price 
of  a  personal  computer  configuration  or  software  package,  or 
(b)  $1,000,  whichever  is  less.   Eligibility  for  such  grants  shall 
be  determined  by  the  Dean  of  the  College  and  President. 

In  addition  to  the  incentives  offered  through  the  Personal  Computer  Acquisition 
Plan,  Lycoming  College  will  continue  to  acquire  terminals  serving  the  central 
mainframe  system  at  strategic  locations  on  campus.   A  micro  computer  laboratory 
is  also  anticipated  that  will  be  made  available  to  Lycoming  personnel  (students, 
faculty  and  staff)  on  a  regular  basis. 


*The  purchase  of  unapproved  brands  is  discouraged.   However,  institutional 
discounts  on  unapproved  brands,  if  available,  will  be  extended  to  employees 
wishing  to  make  purchases  through  the  college.   A  current  price  list  of 
personal  computers  that  can  be  purchased  at  institutional  discounts  is 
available  upon  request  from  the  Treasurer's  office  where  loans  for  purchasing 
"unapproved  brands"  can  be  arranged  at  prevailing  interest  rates.

The  Dial  Contender  will  give  the  line  that  you  had  to  the 
next  person  in  the  queue,  even  though  you  will  still  be  logged  in  on 
that  line.   The  person  who  receives  that  line  will  still  be  logged  on 
as  you,  giving  him  full  access  to  all  of  your  files.   Even  if  you  call 
back  right  away,  you  have  got  poor  odds  of  getting  the  same  line  back. 
If  this  ever  does  happen  to  you,  please  call  us  at  321-4150.   We  will 
log  you  out  from  the  console.

Dr.    Blumer    presented    the    following    report    regarding    staff    acquisitions 
of    personal    computers: 

Lycoming   College  benefits   as    the   faculty   and   staff    improve   their   computer 
skills   and   develop   computer   applications    that    improve   or   enhance   departmental 
management,    instruction   and   research.      To   encourage   individuals    to    invest 
in  personal   computers   and    related    equipment   and   to    improve   computer   applications 
relating    to    their  work   at    the   college,    Lycoming   offers   a  Personal   Computer 
Acquisition  Plan   that   offers    incentives    to   individuals  who   participate   in 
it.      The  basic   features   of    the   Personal   Computer  Acquisition  Plan   include: 

1.  Discounts:      Approved   brands    of   personal    computers  may  be  purchased 
by   eligible   employees   at    institutional   discounts.      To   discourage 
the   proliferation   of   brands   and    the  accompanying   demand   for   a 
duplication  of    software   and  maintenance   agreements,    eligibility 
for  participation   in   the   plan   is   limited    to   those  who   purchase 
approved  brands    (IBM,    AT&T,    NEC,    and   Zenith  which  use  MS-DOS 
software) . * 

2.  Software:      A  library   of    software   is  made   available  by    the   college 
to   faculty  and   staff   who   abide  by   the  regulations    governing   its 
use.      Also,    site   licenses   purchased   by   the   college   allow  our 
bookstore    to    sell   selected    software   to  Lycoming   personnel   at 
substantial   discounts. 


3.  Financing:   Eligible  full-time  employees  may  finance  the  purchase 
of  approved  brands  of  personal  computers  and  related  equipment 
through  personal  interest-free  24-month  loans  of  up  to  $2,500 
each  (maximum)  to  be  repaid  by  payroll  deduction.   To  be  eligible 
the  employee  must: 

a.  Serve  full  time 

b.  Have  at  least  one  year  of  full-time  accredited  service 

c.  Be  paid  on  a  twelve-month  basis  (rather  than  nine  month  or 
less  than  twelve) 

d.  Agree  to  repay  the  loan  on  an  uninterrupted  monthly  schedule 
of  equal  payments  by  automatic  payroll  deduction 

e.  Agree  to  repay  immediately  any  balance  of  the  loan  outstanding 
at  the  time  employment  at  Lycoming  College  ceases. 

Participation  in  the  Personal  Computer  Acquisition  Plan  is  limited 
to  one  loan  of  up  to  $2,500  (maximum)  per  employee  and  the  loan 
must  be  used  to  purchase  a  personal  computer  or  accompanying 
software  and  related  equipment. 

4.  Grants:   A  special  fund  of  $20,000  established  in  fiscal  year 
1986,  will  be  used  to  secure  site  licenses  for  duplicating 
software  packages.   Annual  additions  of  $10,000/$20,000  each 
to  this  fund  anticipated  during  FY  1987,  FY  1988,  and  FY  1989 
may  be  used  to  secure  additional  site  licenses  for  software  or 
to  provide  grants  to  departments  or  individuals  who  demonstrate 
through  written  application  that  computer  applications  they  have 
developed  or  are  developing  will  significantly  enhance  the 
instructional  or  management  needs  of  the  college.   The  amount 

of  any  such  grant  is  limited  to  (a)  50%  of  the  purchase  price 
of  a  personal  computer  configuration  or  software  package,  or 
(b)  $1,000,  whichever  is  less.   Eligibility  for  such  grants  shall 
be  determined  by  the  Dean  of  the  College  and  President. 

In  addition  to  the  incentives  offered  through  the  Personal  Computer  Acquisit: 
Plan,  Lycoming  College  will  continue  to  acquire  terminals  serving  the  central 
mainframe  system  at  strategic  locations  on  campus.   A  micro  computer  laboratory 
is  also  anticipated  that  will  be  made  available  to  Lycoming  personnel  (students, 
faculty  and  staff)  on  a  regular  basis. 

*The  purchase  of  unapproved  brands  is  discouraged.   However,  institutional 
discounts  on  unapproved  brands,  if  available,  will  be  extended  to  employees 
wishing  to  make  purchases  through  the  college.   A  current  price  list  of 
personal  computers  that  can  be  purchased  at  institutional  discounts  is 
available  upon  request  from  the  Treasurer's  office  where  loans  for  purchasing 
"unapproved  brands"  can  be  arranged  at  prevailing  interest  rates.

There  are  both  good  and  bad  sides  to  a  +/-  grading  system.   These  are  some  of  the 
more  common  arguments  made  by  students  for  and  against  a  +/-  grading  system. 

Some  of  the  PRO's  include  the  argument  the  that  a  +/-  grade  gives  a  truer  evaluation 

of  a  student's  performance.   It  does  not  limit  the  student  in  a  broad  category. 

For  example,  you  earn  a  88=B+,  someone  else  earns  an  80=B-,  instead  of  both  students 

receiving  a  B. 

Other  schools  like  Bucknell  and  Temple  have  used  a  +/-  system  effectively  for  many 

years . 

Some  of  the  CON's  include  the  argument  that  the  minus  part  of  the  scale  hurts  a 

student.   For  example,  in  receiving  a  C-,  this  is  only  a  1.67,  and  in  order  to 

graduate  from  Lycoming,  you  must  have  above  a  2.00  cumulative  average.

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MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY 

Lycoming  College 

March  10,  1986 

Dean  Van  Marter  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:07  p.m.  Prof.  Guerra  led  the  facull 
prayer.

Administrative  Reports: 

Dean  Van  Marter  read  the  President's  Report  to  the  Faculty  which  is  reproduced 
below: 

To  help  faculty  members  interpret  their  contract  offers  for  1986-87,  I 
want  to  report  the  new  salary  scales  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
These  are: 

Minimum      Maximum 

Professor  31,000  40,000 

Associate  25,500  32,000 

Assistant  20,000  26,500 

Instructor  16,000  21,000 

There  are  no  exceptions  to  the  minimums  established  for  each  rank;  excep 
to  the  maximums  are  approved  only  by  special  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Following  a  suggestion  offered  by  the  faculty  last  year,  I  added  a  footn 
to  the  contracts  of  those  who  received  merit  increases  informing  them  of  this 
fact.  These  are  increments  made  in  addition  to  the  standard  rate  of  increase 
(approximately  4.5%  -  5%).  Approximately  one  quarter  of  the  faculty  received 
merit  increases. 

I  am  also  happy  to  report  that  faculty  salaries  at  Lycoming  continue  to 
increase  at  a  faster  rate  than  inflation.   Between  1970  and  1980,  the  average 
salary  at  Lycoming  in  terms  of  buying  power  declined.   Since  1980,  we  have  bel 
successful  in  recovering  some  of  that  loss  and  our  efforts  will  continue  to 
recover  even  more  as  resources  allow.   Unfortunately,  economic  recovery  is  of 
slower  in  coming  than  the  problems  that  the  general  economy  inflicts  upon  us. 
For  example,  although  tuition  rates  at  Lycoming  will  increase  8*5%  next  year, 
total  revenues  will  increase  only  4%  as  revenues  from  the  Williamsport  Hospit 
nursing  program   are  lost  and  other  negative  factors  are  absorbed.   1986-87  w 
be  a  very  tight  budget  year.   We  will  face  it,  however,  with  the  solid  suppor 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  who  authorize  salary  increases  that  will  continue  to 
improve  our  buying  power. 


I  am  also  happy  to  report  that  the  Board  agreed  to  increase  the  college 
contribution  to  the  Health  Care  Insurance  Program.   Although  they  agree  with  the 
administration  that  a  system  of  co-payments  and  deductibles  will  serve  your 
interests  best,  they  do  not  wish  to  pass  along  to  you  the  full  cost  of  increased 
premiums  for  the  current  plan  of  coverage.   Consequently,  they  authorized  a 
college  contribution  equal  to  the  full  cost  of  the  premiums  we  would  pay  under  a 
co-payment/deductible  plan.   The  only  portion  of  next  year's  actual  premiums  that 
will  be  passed  along  to  us  as  employees  will  be  the  added  cost  of  retaining  a 
plan  without  deductibles  and  co-payments.   Please  note,  however,  that  this 
decision  applies  to  1986-87  only.   Increases  in  future  years  may  have  to  be  borne 
by  the  employees  and  we  should  understand  that  a  heavy  burden  on  employees  and 
the  college  alike  will  continue  to  build  (like  the  national  debt)  until  we  take 
steps  to  contain  costs  of  this  program.   The  Board  is  now  undertaking  a  review 
of  our  Health  Care  Insurance  Program  and  I  remain  eager  to  receive  your  views 
on  this  very  complex  and  costly  matter.

As  time  passes, 
deadlines  arrive  and  decisions  must  be  made.   We  will  continue  to  make  them  as 
intelligently  as  we  can  with  the  interests  of  all  our  employees  in  mind.   I  am 
grateful  for  your  understanding  and  continue  to  covet  your  support  for  a 
permanent  solution.

STAFF  ACQUISITION  OF  PERSONAL  COMPUTERS 

Arrangements  have  been  finalized  for  the  purchasing  and 
^financing  of  personal  computers  through  the  college  by  all  full-time 
employees  who  are  interested. 

As  of  Monday,  April  21,  loan  agreements  will  be  available 
in  the  Controller  and  Assistant  Treasurer's  office  in  Long  Hall  (116) 
The  amount  of  money  for  the  loans  is  limited,  so  loans  will  be  accepted 
on  a  first  come  basis  with  faculty  and  administrative  executives 
having  preference.  A  copy  of  the  adopted  policy  has  been  provided 
|to  give  the  details. 

To  purchase  a  computer  and/or  related  eguipment  through  the 
college  you  must  provide  a  list  of  items  you  wish  to  purchase,  along 
with  the  vendor's  name  and  address  and  current  price  to  Jeff  Richards. 
At  that  time  the  loan  agreement  can  be  completed. 


AT&T  and  NEC  personal  computers  may  be  purchased  through  our 
membership  in  a  consortium  of  United  Methodist  colleges.  Zenith  and 
IBM  are  available  though  the  Ben  Franklin  Consortium.   The  Leading  Edge 
computer  is  available  locally  from  Northern  Central  Digital  Systems 
I  in  Danville  (275-7713).  Tom  Henninger  is  working  on  putting  together 
a  list  of  people  who  are  interested  in  purchasing  the  XPC  from 
Micro  Products  International.  The  PC  market  is  an  area  where  one 
can  find  a  wide  range  of  prices  for  the  same  item  —  serious 
buyers  can  save  significant  amounts  of  money  by  shopping  carefully.

STAFF  ACQUISITION  OF  PERSONAL  COMPUTERS 

Lycoming  College  benefits  as  the  faculty  and  staff  improve  their  computer 
skills  and  develop  computer  applications  that  improve  or  enhance  departmental 
management,  instruction  and  research.   To  encourage  individuals  to  invest 
in  personal  computers  and  related  equipment  and  to  improve  computer  applications 
relating  to  their  work  at  the  college,  Lycoming  offers  a  Personal  Computer 
Acquisition  Plan  that  offers  incentives  to  individuals  who  participate  in 
it.   The  basic  features  of  the  Personal  Computer  Acquisition  Plan  include: 

1.  Discounts:   Approved  brands  of  personal  computers  may  be  purchased 
by  eligible  employees  at  institutional  discounts.   To  discourage 
the  proliferation  of  brands  and  the  accompanying  demand  for  a 
duplication  of  software  and  maintenance  agreements,  eligibility 
for  participation  in  the  plan  is  limited  to  those  who  purchase 
approved  brands  (IBM,  AT&T,  NEC,  Zenith,  Leading  Edge,  Apple, 
Macintosh,  and  XPC  which  use  MS-DOS  software).* 

2.  Software:   A  library  of  software  is  made  available  by  the  college 
to  faculty  and  staff  who  abide  by  the  regulations  governing  its 
use.   Also,  site  licenses  purchased  by  the  college  allow  our 
bookstore  to  sell  selected  software  to  Lycoming  personnel  at 
substantial  discounts. 

3.  Financing:   Eligible  full-time  employees  may  finance  the  purchase 
of  approved  brands  of  personal  computers  and  related  equipment 
through  personal  interest-free  24-month  loans  of  up  to  $2,500 
each  (maximum)  to  be  repaid  by  payroll  deduction.   To  be  eligible 
the  employee  must: 

a.  Serve  full  time 

b.  Have  at  least  one  year  of  full-time  accredited  service 

c.  Be  paid  on  a  twelve-month  basis  (rather  than  nine  month  or 
less  than  twelve) 

d.  Agree  to  repay  the  loan  on  an  uninterrupted  monthly  schedule 
of  equal  payments  by  automatic  payroll  deduction 

e.  Agree  to  repay  immediately  any  balance  of  the  loan  outstanding 
at  the  time  employment  at  Lycoming  College  ceases. 

Participation  in  the  Personal  Computer  Acquisition  Plan  is  limited 
to  one  loan  of  up  to  $2,500  (maximum)  per  employee  and  the  loan 
must  be  used  to  purchase  a  personal  computer  or  accompanying 
software  and  related  equipment. 

4.  Grants:   A  special  fund  of  $20,000  established  in  fiscal  year 
1986,  will  be  used  to  secure  site  licenses  for  duplicating 
software  packages.   Annual  additions  of  $  10 ,000/$20 ,000  each 
to  this  fund  anticipated  during  FY  1987,  FY  1988,  and  FY  1989 
may  be  used  to  secure  additional  site  licenses  for  software  or 
to  provide  grants  to  departments  or  individuals  who  demonstrate 
through  written  application  that  computer  applications  they  have 
developed  or  are  developing  will  significantly  enhance  the 
instructional  or  management  needs  of  the  college.   The  amount 


of  any  such  grant  is  limited  to  (a)  50%  of  the  purchase  price 
of  a  personal  computer  configuration  or  software  package,  or 
(b)  $1,000,  whichever  is  less.   Eligibility  for  such  grants  shall 
be  determined  by  the  Dean  of  the  College  and  President. 

In  addition  to  the  incentives  offered  through  the  Personal  Computer  Acquisition 
Plan,  Lycoming  College  will  continue  to  acquire  terminals  serving  the  central 
mainframe  system  at  strategic  locations  on  campus.   A  micro  computer  laboratory 
is  also  anticipated  that  will  be  made  available  to  Lycoming  personnel  (students, 
faculty  and  staff)  on  a  regular  basis. 


*The  purchase  of  unapproved  brands  is  discouraged.   However,  institutional 
discounts  on  unapproved  brands,  if  available,  will  be  extended  to  employees 
wishing  to  make  purchases  through  the  college.   A  current  price  list  of 
personal  computers  that  can  be  purchased  at  institutional  discounts  is 
available  upon  request  from  the  Treasurer's  office  where  loans  for  purchasing 
"unapproved  brands"  can  be  arranged  at  prevailing  interest  rates.

All  departments  are  encour- 
aged to  discuss  their  offering  of  writing  intensive  courses. 


SPECIAL  NOTE:   An  overview  of  the  Writing  Across  the  Curriculum  Program,  as 
well  as  requirements  for  writing  in  distribution  courses  and  writing  intensive 
courses,  can  be  found  in  Appendix  C,  pages  138-141  in  the  recent  update  of  the 
five-year  plan. 


CRITERIA  FOR  OFFERING  A  "W"  COURSE 


The  instructor  who  wishes  to  offer  a  writing  intensive  course  must 

1.  Attend  workshops  designed  to  provide  training  for  the  teaching  of  "W" 
courses  and  to  promote  a  unified  approach  to  the  literacy  question.  These 
workshops  will  consist  of  three  sessions  (see  list  below).  Although  these 
workshops  will  be  required  of  all  teachers  proposing  "W"  courses,  they  will  also 
be  valuable  for  those  introducing  writing  in  distribution  courses.  An  honorarium 
of  $100  will  be  provided  to  all  participants  completing  the  series. 

2.  Submit  a  course  proposal  to  the  Writing  Committee  indicating  specific- 
ally how  the  course  will  attend  to  the  question  of  improving  the  literacy  of  the 
students  in  that  course.   (1st  round  of  proposals  Fall,  1986).  Such  a  proposal 
should  indicate  (a)  the  approximate  number  and  suggested  length  of  writing 
assignments,  both  formal  and  informal  (usually  those  which  will  be  read  and 
evaluated  but  not  necessarily  annotated);  (b)  the  extent  to  which  class  time 
will  be  given  over  to  the  emphasis  on  writing  (e.g.  time  allotted  to  the  making 
of  writing  assignments,  to  the  discussion  of  the  assignments  after  they  have 
been  returned  to  the  student;  to  preparation  for  taking  essay  exams,  and  to  the 
discussion  of  these  exams  after  they  have  been  returned,  etc.);  (c)  and,  the 
specific  ways  in  which  writing  will  be  used  to  improve  and/or  enhance  mastery 

of  the  content  in  the  course. 

N.B.  To  qualify  for  the  "W"  designation,  a  course  must  require  10  pages  of 
formal  (i.e.  annotated)  and  15  pages  cf  informal  (i.e.  journals,  class  exercise, 
practice  writing,  etc.)  writing.  It  is  assumed  that  a  significant  proportion  of 
the  formal  writing  in  a  "W"  course  will  be  designed  for  special  audience  (i.e., 
specialist  or  experts  in  the  discipline).  The  question  of  class  time  and  use  will 
be  dealt  with  in  the  writing  workshops. 

3.  Agree  to  build  into  the  course  a  procedure  for  evaluating  the  effectiveness 
of  its  writing  component  and  to  make  this  evaluation  available  to  the  Writing 
Committee.  This  need  not  be  either  elaborate  or  definitive;  it  is  the  intention  of 
the  Writing  Committee  to  construct  a  flexible  evaluative  mechanism  on  the  basis  of 
these  early  (first  three  years)  individual  evaluations.

CRITERIA  FOR  OFFERING  A  "W"  COURSE 


The  instructor  who  wishes  to  offer  a  writing  intensive  course  must 

1.  Attend  workshops  designed  to  provide  training  for  the  teaching  of  "W" 
courses  and  to  promote  a  unified  approach  to  the  literacy  question.  These 
workshops  will  consist  of  three  sessions  (see  list  below).  Although  these 
workshops  will  be  required  of  all  teachers  proposing  "W"  courses,  they  will  also 
be  valuable  for  those  introducing  writing  in  distribution  courses.  An  honorarium 
of  $100  will  be  provided  to  all  participants  completing  the  series. 

2.  Submit  a  course  proposal  to  the  Writing  Committee  indicating  specific- 
ally how  the  course  will  attend  to  the  question  of  improving  the  literacy  of  the 
students  in  that  course.   (1st  round  of  proposals  Fall,  1986).  Such  a  proposal 
should  indicate  (a)  the  approximate  number  and  suggested  length  of  writing 
assignments,  both  formal  and  informal  (usually  those  which  will  be  read  and 
evaluated  but  not  necessarily  annotated);  (b)  the  extent  to  which  class  time 
will  be  given  over  to  the  emphasis  on  writing  (e.g.  time  allotted  to  the  making 
of  writing  assignments,  to  the  discussion  of  the  assignments  after  they  have 
been  returned  to  the  student;  to  preparation  for  taking  essay  exams,  and  to  the 
discussion  of  these  exams  after  they  have  been  returned,  etc.);  (c)  and,  the 
specific  ways  in  which  writing  will  be  used  to  improve  and/or  enhance  mastery 

of  the  content  in  the  course. 

N.E.  To  qualify  for  the  "W"  designation,  a  course  must  require  10  pages  of 
formal  (i.e.  annotated)  and  15  pages  cf  informal  (i.e.  journals,  class  exercise, 
practice  writing,  etc.)  writing.  It  is  assumed  that  a  significant  proportion  of 
the  formal  writing  in  a  "W"  course  will  be  designed  for  special  audience  (i.e., 
specialist  or  experts  in  the  discipline).  The  question  of  class  time  and  use  will 
be  dealt  with  in  the  writing  workshops. 

3.  Agree  to  build  into  the  course  a  procedure  for  evaluating  the  effectiveness 
of  its  writing  component  and  to  make  this  evaluation  available  to  the  Writing 
Committee.  This  need  not  be  either  elaborate  or  definitive;  it  is  the  intention  of 
the  Writing  Committee  to  construct  a  flexible  evaluative  mechanism  on  the  basis  of 
these  early  (first  three  years)  individual  evaluations.

The  new  micro-computer  lab  is  well  under  way!  It  will  be  located  in  room  B-200,  directly 
underneath  the  Prime  computer  lab.  Housed  there  will  be  25  Zenith  158's  with  2  disk  drives  and 
1/2  Mbyte  RAM  each.  Every  set  of  four  machines  will  share  a  Panasonic  dot  matrix  printer  for 
easy  draft  copies.  The  25—  computer,  which  is  for  printing  only,  will  be  attached  to  a  Hewlett 
Packard  LaserJet  printer,  for  letter  quality  printing,  and  a  wide  carriage  printer  for  spreadsheet 
and  statistical  analysis  applications.  The  machines  will  be  supplied  with  MS-DOS  3.1  and 
WordPerfect  4.1,  a  full-featured  wordprocessing  package  that  many  of  our  faculty  have  found 
very  easy  to  use.  As  usual,  our  carpenters  are  building  beautiful  oak  tables  for  us.  Construction 
is  scheduled  to  be  done  by  August  15,  and  the  lab  will  be  in  full  operation  for  the  fall  semester. 


We  have  an  IBM  PC  Clone  attached  to  the  Hewlet  Packard  LaserJet  printer  which  is  located  in 
the  Computer  Center.  If  you  are  using  an  IBM  PC  or  clone  with  a  word  processing  package 
which  supports  the  LaserJet,  you  can  bring  your  diskettes  down  to  the  Computer  Center  to  make 
high  quality  prints  on  any  8  1/2"  X  11"  typing  paper.  For  an  example  of  the  type  quality, 
PRIME  TIDBITS  is  printed  with  the  LaserJet.    Available  fonts  are:

Faculty,  students,  and  members  of  the  administration  can  purchase  Zenith  computers  for  their 
personal  use  at  40%  to  50%  off  retail,  under  Zenith's  Educational  Pricing  package.  A  system 
identical  to  the  ones  in  the  lab  can  be  had  for  about  $1300,  and  the  same  thing  with  a  20  Mbyte 
hard  disk  will  cost  about  $1700.  Zenith  also  makes  a  laptop  machine  which  costs  about  $1500 
with  battery  pack  and  expanded  memory.  All  of  these  systems  are  two  disk  drive,  1/2  Mbyte 
RAM  competent  performers.  Ordering  information  and  forms  are  available  from  David  Getchell 
in  the  Computer  Center. 


WordPerfect,  one  of  the  best  word  processing  packages  on  the  market,  is  available  for  $125  to 
faculty  and  administrators.  Several  members  of  the  faculty  are  using  it  and  have  been  pleased. 
For  details,  see  David  Getchell. 


The  bookstore  is  carrying  5  1/4"  diskettes.  They  are  double  sided,  double  density  and  soft 
sectored  and  come  with  hub  rings,  protective  sleeves,  labels,  and  write-protect  tabs.  They  are  a 
generic  brand  but  we  haven't  had  any  problems  with  them.  They  are  compatible  with  IBM  and 
Apple  II  formats,  among  others.  The  bookstore  is  selling  them  by  the  diskette  for  a  very 
reasonable  price.
